' Hie l^est suriirise we have had im to 
tlris point is tiiat student parking km 
must pay $100,000 for the new veterinary 
medidne buikting's parking facility," he 
said. 

ABOUT TWO YEARS am « fuktag fidttty 
consulUnt, who had banfled c«n|nt Mrtcfaig 
problems in the past, came to KfitMc mm made 
some substantial suggeittoni, Funk said. The ad- 
ministration (eit the expenae «f hnptrnnffittag ttnaa 
suggestions was too great at that time, be said. 

"We will have to Start controlling tlie people who 
parlc cm campus if condttiiHu get any wmse. The idea 
of restricting students who live afaont fSx bkicks off 
campus from parking on campus has been con- 
sidered for 20 years," he said. "The student 
ntativflB on the pairing and tnfBc com- 
ittee dHi*t siqiport this, however." 
The general pdicy is that faculty ptttlai needs 
cone first and students ftglht fhr what Is Mt ow. 
Funk explained. This makes it very hard on students 
who commute long distances because tiiey can't find 
a plM% to parity he said. 

"I would like to see an increase in reserved stalls 
from $10 a year for eight hours a day to |1S for tlie 
parking permit and |» flnr the riMnred stsU," he

A proposal to limit the number of multi- 
family apartment complexes on 50-foot 
lots was discussed by the planning board, 
the board of Eoning appeals and the 
Manhattan City Commission in a i^iedal 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Hie proposal was the result of com- 
mission discontent toward the zonfng 
board's interpretation of ^ sonlng 
variance code. 

THE ZONING ordinance states that lots must be at 
least 60 feet wide for them to qualify for multi-family 
constnietlon. The notaig board has been granting 
mrbiDce for this type of cpnstruction on 50-foot lots. 

A report of the standards by which variances are 
granted was given by George SdleiN, ehalrman of 
the board of zoning appeals. 

Maynr Rob^ Linder eiqiressed the commission 
opliion. He said the argunMnt the mmmlaston has 
against granting variances aa S^loot lots la tfwt 
community beauty >s ruined. 

"We iUte flie type of arrangement where the 
parking is behind the structure and there is plenty of 
grass in front In the 50- foot lots the parking 
gennaUy tokes up aU the space, whidi loavee no 
room for any grass," Linder said. 

SELLENS EXPLAINED that generally the 
condition of the lot and not the size is what the board

Ltoder says tie bdieves the ^to statute says "you 
sboukl say no until the person proves that the 
variance is really in the interest of the community. 

"A grant of variance should be the eaoq^faiD and 
not the rule," Linda* said. 

LEE BROWN, zoning board member, said the 
board found that land around the perimeter of the 
University was ideal for the construction of multi- 
family housing units because they l>eneflt the 
shidents. 

"Not only would the students benefit from the 
additional housing, the property also would t>e 
upgraded if complexes were buUt," Brown saki 

After discussion the commission and the two 
boards agreed the zoning ordinance should contain a 
clauw stating that mullt-family lots contain a stated 
percentage of grassy area and that area for a 
playground also be incorporated into the ordinance. 

The commission also asked that the planning 
board interpret the meanings of rooming houses and 
boarding housing so the ordinance could contain

Judiciary Committee. 
A black administratioaqMlteSBDan defended RebnquiBtagaiQSt 

allegations of racism. 

JOSEFH RAUH JR.. counsd for the Leadership Conference on 
Civil Rights and a spokesman foe Americans for Democratic 
Action, called Rehnquist a "laundered McCarthyite. 

"He is a lawyer without mmpaasioo for blacks and other 
minorities and a lawyer who never once has spoken up for BUI 
of Rights," Rauh told the Judiciary C<»nmittee. 

Also testifying for the conference, Clarenoe Mitchell said the 
nomination of Rehnquist, an asststant attorney genenil, was "an 
insult to Americans who support dvU rights." 

Mtchdl, director of ttie Washington bureau of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Qriored People, sakl throu^ 
Rehnquist's nonunation "the root of radsm to ^eed In the door of 
the temple of jutioe."

"We have introduced a resolution for the AFL- 
CIO convention opening Nov. 18, to take whatever 
action is necessary, induding a national work 
stoppage or strike," the executive board of the 
500,000 member Amalgamated Meat Cutters 
Union said. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan. — Two Republican state 

representatives from Wyandotte County again 
have demanded the resignation of Robert Harder, 
the state welfare director appointed by 
Democratic Gov. Robert Docking. 

And Reps. Carlos Cooper of Bonner Springs mid 
LelandSpeer of Kansas City said in a letter to the 
governor Tuesday the state's welfare program 
"deserves more than just a whitewash inr 
vestigation." 



WASHINGTON — Supreme Court nominee 
William Rehnquist Tuesday submitted a sworn 
affidavit to the Senate Judiciary Committee 
saying he is not and has not been at any time a 
member of the tdtra-oons^^tive Jolm Birdi 
Society. 

The allegation that Rehnquist is a former John 
Bircher came in a New York radio statement by 
Sidney Zion, the former newspaperman who first 
pubUdy linked Dantel Ellsberg to the disdosure or 
the Peagaton v^ipem. 

RIO DeJANEIRO — Air and sea disasters 
abroad kiltod scores of soldiers and seamen 
Tuesday. 

A French freighter broke up in battering 
Atlantic waves off the coast of France and most of 
her 39-member crew was feared lost. Forty-sbt 
Itfdian paratroopers perished along with ste 
British airmen when their British transport plane 
crashed and burned in the Ligurian Sea. Four 
Brazilian airmen were killed in the collision of two 
military planes over an air base south of Rio 
deJaniero. 

WASHINGTON — Sen. George McGovem said 
Tuesday that much-decorated Lt. Col. Anthony 
Herbert would join his presidential campaign next 
March as an adviser on radlttoy matters and 
veterans affairs. 

Herbert called the announcement "a mixup'* 
and said he would delay a firm decision until his 
retirement. A top McGovem aide, however, said 
*'Our feeling is that he*ll be witii us on March 1." 

Herbert announced his upcoming retu-ement 
from the Army Monday, saying his family has 
been subjected to intolerable pressures in the 
wake of his charges — rejected by ttie Army ~ 
that two officers had covered up atmdtles aginnst 
civilians in Vietnam.

Seventy -eight per 
cent of the f hrst-tbne voters favor increased 
q>ending for the environment — and the 
politicians are listening. Legislators such as 
Ed Muskie, Maine Democrat, pioneered the 
field, earning lifetime ecology images, 

BUT WHILE no one was looking, 

President Nixon convincingly joined the 
ecology set. He created the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) by combining 
existing air, water and radiation poilutifm 
offices with pesticides control «d solid 
waste disposal divisions. 

Nixon's choice to head this massive ad- 
ministrative and enforcement agency was 
William Ruekelshaus, a tou^ lawyer wlm 
fought for the environment in Indiana many 
years before the ecology movement began. 
Ruckelshaus promised to resign if he was 
given orders to keep liands off any polluting 
industry. 

In the battle against air poUutian, EPA is 
fortified by the 1970 Clean Air Amendments, 
which require strict emission standards for 
new cars. Though auto exhaust is the 
greatest single source of air pollution In 
terms of p6Uutant wdght, tbe large car 
manufacturers claim they can't mMt the 
1975 deadlines imposed by EPA. 

RUCKELSHAUS' RAIDERS have also 

bruised the toes of other industries. For 
example, EPA demanded compliance with 
air regulations from Union Carbide of Ohio, 
though the industry threatened employment 
cutbacks. EPA held firm and Union Gailiide 
later met the standards. 

To safeguard water quality, EPA uses the 
Refuse Act of 1899, which outlaws non- 
certified dumphig into navigable waters. 
Wlflldli« tills 72-year-old law, KPA pushed 




159 criminal actions in the first 11 montlis of 
fiscal m\, 
ES'A's role as environmental sheriff also 

involves oil spill regulation, ocean dumping 
monitoring, noise abatement and protection 
of parldands. 

Some of the research and input into EPA is 
pro¥idedhy 0ie Student Council on Pollution 

and the Emironment (SCOPE), a student- 
managed arm of EPA that channels student 
opinions and concerns to EPA. SCOPE 
delegates are from every region of the 
natkm and present a wide range ef proliets 
fisr EPA to dieck out. 

Despite the huge economic and personnel 
investment in EPA, the President is asldng 
for more. The 72 budget requests $2.45 
billion for EPA, along with an increase (rf 
1,655 staff members over the present 7,m. 

EVEN THOUGH rivals such as Nixon and 
Muskie have gotten together on this vital 
issue, barriers still remain. 

Selfish industries ttiat pollute for profit are 
one problem. Irrational beliefs are another 
— for example, the rash branding of 
population control as planned genocide. 
Finally, over-zealous environmentalists 
work against tbehr own cause, wben they faU 
to reconcile other problem areas along with 
ecol<^ical demands. 

If liberals and conservatives can dissolve 
partisan lines for tins issue, the barriers can 
be bypassed and we can salvage our 
wounded environment. But It will take many 
years to revme the abuse of several cen- 
turies. 

"We must recognize that the goal of a 
cleaner oivlronment will not be achieved by 
rhetoric or moral dedication alone/' 
President Nixon warned In a message to 

Congr^s. 

But this is one goal that all Americans can 
oiH tbehr own — while there's still ttme to do 
something about. 
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and why they are dangerous. Fourth through 
sixth graders study the problem in more 
detail dong with tiiefar bealffa classes. 

the junior high and Ugh school programs 
are more closely integrated with required 
classes. Classes study pharmaceutical 
aspects, legal issues, attitudes and 
lehabOttatlon. 

The students are given factual in- 
formation and guidelines. Ttiere la no at- 
tempt to moralize or preacli. 

Drug educational programs are also 
aimed at college studkits through various 
cSasMs and progpams. 

UNFORTUNATELY, there are no 
programs for adults and parents available 
at the present time. Last year, the Riley 
County Drug Council sponsored meetings 
and speakers to inform adults. But on the 
adult level, apathy has replaced fear 
towards drugs. Attendance and hsterest- 
towards the problem was poor. 

Educational programs are available and 
can be worthwhile. But to be worthwhile, all 
levels of society must particmate in tbe 
learning. And bobi aiiatfay and fear mwt be 
repb^ed' witite' uitdwrfffwiriHi^

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Monopolies called vital to theaters

Though monopolies long 
Imve Deea considered 
detrimental to better 
business, the exclusive 
ownership of Manhattan's 
four theaters by Com- 
monwealtt Hiestres, Inc. 
has been instrumental in 
drawing popular fUliia to 
the city. 

The four theaters. 
Campus, Varsity, 
Wareham and Sky-vue 
Drive-in, presently are 
owned or leased by the 
million-dollar corporation. 

Monopolies In ttie movfo 
businos, according to Lee Har- 
per, manager of the Campus 
Ifrastre, are vital to ttw nc- 
cessful operatton of theater 
companies and to the qiiali^ of 
films shown in their tfaeatars. 

"NO THEATER company could 

exist in a town without obtaining 
as many theaters as possible in 
that area," Harper ccmtinued. 

"Movies are obtained for 
Commonwealth, for example, 
through boefcers in Kansas City, 
Mo. Commonwealth must bid for 
films through the bookers on the 
basis itf seating capacity and 
payment of a rental fee, 

"If Commonwealth had not 
expanded in Manhattan from its 
original ownership of the 
Wareham Theatre, this town's 
film quality would bf Jolm 
Wayne's sixth picture. 

"If you were the owner of a film 
and wanted to receive the 
maximum amount of exposure 
and money from your product, 
wouldn't you give your picture to a 
company that could show it in a 
theater seating 250, rather than a 
company that would shofw It te a 
theater seating 100?" 

SINGULAR OWNERSHIP of 
Manhattan's four theaters ofiables 
Commonwealth to obtain films 
that normally would not reach this 
area until several months after 
their release, Harper said. 

"'BiUy Jack,' which bad a 



leialiw il y Noall amotint of prints 
rdeaaedbgrlbeitiidlo, would not 
have readied the MidweM until 
much later in the year if Com- 
roonwealdi had not been able to 
bid for the fltan without loeal 
oompetttioo," Harper mtflMmi.

In communltieB where Com- 
monwealth must compete with 
other theaters, some opeiated 
locai exhibiton and aomalisf iarga 
theater chains, the company is 
cciapeUed to bid agahist the 
flieatert for lllnn. 

Conpetitive bidding increaaaa 
film rentals and prices, reducing 
the number of quality fflma titet 
can be shown. Film rentals are 
based eitti«r on a percentage of 
boat ofltee admlHlfni or on a flat 
fee. 

DESPITE THE ben^icial 
i^tuatkn created by maintaining a 
monafioly in a community, Harper 
datms ttiere is no direct pressure 
friaoed on Oieaters wishing to 
establish residency in Manhattan. 

"U any thrater wished to open 
up in Manhattan, no one £rani 
Commonwealth would stop 
them." he explained. "They 
wouldn't have to. 

"It simply wouldn't be good 
business to open up one theater in 
a town where a large company 
owned four other movie houses. 

"In the first place, the theater 
wouldn't be able to bid com- 
petitively with Commonwealth for 
films because they would not have 
ttie seating capacity to offer 
bo<dcers 

"In the second place, if the 
theater did obtain fiimf, they 
wouldn't be worth ahowing and 
would not draw attendance. 

"However, if a company could 
afford to set up business here, 
Commonwealth would offer the 
manager an alternative theater, 
or possibly two, in another part of 
die country in exchange for 
ownership of the Manhattan 
theater. 

"THE ALTERNATE theater, or 
theaters, probably would be 
located in an area with no com- 
petition, constituting another

"CcMnmonwealth tates care of 
Manhattan. Having control of four 
theaters here is extremely 
prestigious for tlte company, " he 
said. 

Commonwealth also maintaim 
«ctremely friendly relations with 
ite manage. Harper added, 
allowing them unprecedented 
freedom in promoting films ap- 
peering flieir Aetttara. 

ALL OF Commonwealth's 
theaters are nMiMged locally. The 
theater managera participate in 
the selection and scheduling of 

films, as well as promotional 
activities. In addititui to a fixed 
salary, local managera are 
compensated on an incentive 
basis relative to the operation of 
fheir flieatora. 

Executive management and 
general administration of theater 
operationa are provided by Hie 
company's home oflloe in Kamaa 
City, Mo. 

The company's IDS theaters 
l(K':)tt'd in 10 states .ire divided 



into two geographic divisions, 
each under a dhri^on manager. 

Division managers are rimply 
"liaisons between the executives 
and the local managera," Ray 
Holmea, nunager of Manltottoi^s 
four theaters, said. 

"Divtoion managers, who 
uaoaHy rise from local 
management positions, are 
generally more experienced and a 
HttJe older ttian local managers," 
he exfrfained. "Hiey have had the

HOLMES ADDED that division 
managers rise from local 
management positions on the 
basis of "their inter^t in show 
Iwiiness" and the succaaatal 
operation of thdr theater. 

Of the 85 oommunitiea (in- 
chidbig IS in Kansas) in which 
Commonwealth operates 
theaters, the majority of the cities 
have a population of 20,000 or 1 

In 32 cooomuititiea, the 
pany maintains ttieators wWdb 
compete directly with other 
theaters; the rwrnaining SS coo- 
stitute numofiolieB. 

According to Commonwealth, 
the concentration in smaller 
communities ia an important 
aspect of its bwtoew, since there 



are fewer alternative forms of 
entertainment and less cooft* 
petition in the inomediate viciidty. 

In such areas, films shown on a 
first-run basis are normally 
leased after showings in larger 
population centers and when they 
are availaUe at lower rental 
rates.

Drug questions 
asked at center

People don't want to be talked out of dru^. 
They want to talk about drugs. 

This is part of the philosophy oi a long- 
hairad bearded man in his mid-tivciitiee wIm 
has a maalir d«gi«e in psychology. 

He is neither a preacher nor a pusher. 

Nick Edwards is one of the co-ordinators of 
a new drug information center. 

Drug educational Resources Center 
(DERC), located in the same white frame 
house as the Fone, at 1101 Bluemont, is a 
place where students can go to find out 
whatever they want to know about drup ^ 
dtler tlie le0il or illegal fci«d , 

THE DRUG EDUCATIONAL center is an 
alternative for students who seek help for 
ttidr problems or want to know mm about 
drugs but are leary about University ser- 
vices. Reliable information is provided about 
drug use and abuse without any moral 
overtones. 

"Tliis is iH>t a Chriatlan Temperance 
League/' Edwards, who was also one of the 

prqmsers of the center last spring, said. "We 
give the kids more information so they can 
make their own decisions.** 

**I don't see drugs as flie problem, but bow 
drugs are used and for what reasons/' he 
continued. "A person needs to get an un- 
derstanding of how he or she is using drugs in 
life." 

^ Hie coKirdinator said that most students 
don't look at drugs as a problem, but they do 
not directly connect it with any underlying 
problems either. 

"I'm talking about all dru0i, not just the 
illegal ones/' Edwards added. 

HIS CO-WORKER. Kathy Rohrbaugh, a 23- 
year-old blonde from Ohio with a bachelor 
degree in psychology, said K^Sti^ students 
do not think of alcohol as a drug. People 
become addicted to legal drugs such as 
alcohol, cigarettes and coffee just as easily as 
they may become addicted to some types of 
illegal drugs, she added. 

"I'm not coming out against drugs as 
such/* she said in agreement witti Edwards' 
phOosophy. "But drugs should be considered 
in perspective to the person. There is a real 




distinction between drug use and drug 
abuse.** 

Edwards and Ms. Roiurbaugh are trying to 
make themselves easily available to students 
by sitting at a drug information table in the 
Union on Tu^days between 10 ajn. and 3 

p.m. 

'*We <ton*t see ourselves as drug center 
personnel/' Ms. Rohrbaugh sidd, 'iMit as 
people in contact with other people. 

THEY CAN BE reached at the center every 
Wednesday afternoon. The pbone number for 
DERC is 539^1. 

Edwards and Ms. Rohrbaugh are con- 
centrating on the groundwork for the drug 
education center this semester. They are 
contacting various campus groups and trying 
to make all students aware that DERC exists. 

DE9CC was funded $8,000 for the noct 10 
months by Student Senate in October. These

operating budgeti supplies and a libraiy of 
various researdi matoriala. 

EDWARDS, INFmUkMLLY discussing the 
purposes of the newly created center with Ms. 
Rohrbau^, compared the illegal drugs with 
the legal addictive ones by labeling the legal 
ones as "the new social drug." 

Hie main anxeity about drugs is paranoia, 
he continued, because the users are dealing 
with sometWng illegal. Persons suddenly 
become criminals in the eyes of the law for 
the first time, he added. 

'Die drug laws are not a deterrant," Ed- 
wards stated. "Raids only hicrease tbe 
distrust and paranoia in the peer group and 
also increase distrust for the better side of 
law and order." 

Besides die reluctance ol wme students to 
discuss their concerns mth University ser- 
vices, the center was created because these 
existing services are not equipped to meet the 
drug educational need. 

THE PROPOSAL TO SGA for the center 

stated that there was no particular place 
where students could ask questions or where 
they can explore their attitudes about druga 
with someone spedficaOy knowledgeable ki 

this area. 

Ms. Rohrbaugh and Edwards hope to build 
the center into a link between all sources of 
drug education and resources on campus. In 
addition to the center's library of in- 
formation, Ms. Rohrbaugh plans to compile a 
bibliography of resources in FarreU library 
and other locations. 

DERC is also a focus point for coordination 
of an (bug education efforts on ^mpus, and a

location for the development of "drug 
awareness programs" for living groi^i 
residence halto and academic classes. 

EARLIER THIS WEEK, letters were sent 

to residence halls and living groups to 
publicize DERC and see if students or the 
staff members were interested in getting 
together for drug discussions. 

Eaeven staff members at Moore Hall talked 
widi the center co>ordinators about drug 
problems in relation to the residence halls. 
Edwards said the staff members felt in a bind 
about how to hsuidle legal questions. 

On-campus Uvhng groups are protected by 
tiie same rules of search and seizure that 
apply to any private home. However, staff 
members may sometimes be caught in a 
touchy situation if they ccnne across a 
resident wbo has drugs in his possession. 

Off-campus students are harder to contact, 
but University for Man courses and regular 
academic classes may be vehicles to reach 
students interested in drug cHscuntons, 
Edawciki sidd. 

RESPONSE HAS BEEN fairly good at the 
table in the Union, the coordinators reported. 

*1 was surprised that tiie pamphlets went 
as quickly as they did," Ms. Rohrbaugh 
commented. "Most of the kids who stopped to 
talk wanted to know who we were and what 
we were doing. Some asked if they coulc 
contact us later." 

Several students expressed an mterest in 
the rehabilitation of addicts and wanted to 
visit a rehabilitation center. Edwards said he 
hopes to organize such a field trip this year. 

Oomm^ing on the use of drugs at K^te, 
die coordinators didn't think drugs were as 
^eat an issue here as on other campuses. 

EVEN IHOUGH DRUG use isn't as overt 
as on other campuses, Edwards contmued, 
there should be some control of tbe quality of 
drugs sold on the street. 

**Whenever a person buys a drug on the 
street, he doesn't know what he is really 
gettfaig," Edwards said. 

"There is a need for a drug analysis center 
although such a center would probably be an 
impossibility because of the legal factors 
mvolved." 

A research laboratory at the University of 
Kansas published a five-page report of street 
drugs sold as something other than what the 
seller said they were. Most often, LSD 
compounds were sold as mescaline. 

"A substituted compound can have a more 
adverse effect on the user than the drug he 
thought he bought," Edwards said. These con 
jobs, he said, are "hip capitalism" by persons 
"trying to rip each other off in the name of 
proet."

BSU osks expansion of black studies

Black Student Union 
representatives requested 
an ex|»aB8ioR of the Mack 
studies program Wed- 
nesday in a closed meeting 
with John Chalmers, vice 
president for academic 
affairs, and William 
Stamey, dean of the 
College of Arts and 
Sciences. 

Craig McLaughlin, who 
described himself as an inittvidual 
working with BSU represen- 
tatives, said that the requests 
included additional courses in the 
blade studies program, a listing of 
these courses in the line sche^de 
as a department to allow greatsr 
ease in flnding which cours» are 
offered, and qualified teachers for 
these courses. 

He indicated, however, that 
^hese requests were for the fall 
^W72 semester, net for tiia spring 
semester. 

"We have asked them to make 
some specific requeata," 



Chalmers exidalned. He said be 
could take no action until specific 

courses were requested. 

HE ADDED that he and Stamey 
would supply ttie BSU 
representatives with a list (tf black 
studies courses offered during the 
past three or four yean. This list 
would be available for the grmip 
today, be said. The BSU 
representatives then could check 
this list to see wluch courses they 
would want offered agMn and 
what courses not on ttie list they 
would want to add. 

Ctialmers stressed that he 
"would have to know the specific 
courses requested" before he 
couki take any action on addiqg 
ttie courses to tbe program. 

Concerning the listing of the 
courses in the line schedule as a 
department, Chalmers indicate 
that this wouldn't be dene exactly 
in that, manner. 

However, be thought that the 
courses could be listed in each 
department so that they were 
clearty maik^ as part of an tai- 
terdisciplinary black studies 
program. If necessary, he added, 
the courara could be listed 



together in an addendum to tibe 
line schedule. 

THE REASON the courses 
couldn't be listed as a department 
in the line schedule, be aald, is 
that the "regents iiave passed 
legislation that a black studies 
department will beatKU and that 
K-State can have an In- 
terdisciplinary program." 

Regarding the request of 
qualified instructors for the black 
studies courses. McLaughlin said 
that he was mainly interested in 
having black instructort teach 
these courses. 

However, Chabners said that 
this would depend on tba tap 
dividual course. 

"Some courses can l>est be 
taught by blacks; some it doesn't 
matter," he explained. As an 
example, he said that a white 
instructor might be qualified to 
teach a course on the early history 
of Africa, whereas a black in- 
structor would be better qualified 
to teach a sociology course con- 
cerning the proUraia «C Undta la 
cities. 

CHALMERS NOTED that a 
slight chance existed for an ad- 



ditional black stadiea course to be 
offered next spring. He said the 
BSV group would have to select 
one or two courses which tbey 
wanted and then he wouki have to 
check if the resources were 
available for the eeufia tn be 
offered. 

McLaughlin said he made the 
requests because "I'm Und of 
being cut off now because of ttw 
lack of courses offered." He ex- 
plained that alttiongli tbera are 
black studies courses being of- 
fered wtiich he has not taken, 
these courses are not la M» 
general interest area. 

He also pointed out that some 
students have taken every Madi 
studies course offered. 

Bernard Franklin, a BSU 
representative at the meeting, 
said the BSU Board of Trustees 
would work in its meeting Monday 
on suggesting a ceuna to ba el* 
fered for next qprlng. 

McLAVCHLIN SAID that « 
petition he had circulated, wUch 
had about 400 signaturea, alao had 
requested a separate black 
studies department at K-State. 
However, he added tliat this point 
mi^t be brought before tie Board 



of R^eots and that the fbraiation 

of a separate department was not 
requested at Wednesday's 
meeting. 

Chalmers said that since the 
Board of Regents chose the 
University of Kansas as the state 
school with a black studies 
department, a similar department 
could not be duidicated at K-State. 
K-State is limited to an in- 
terdisciplinary program, with no 
organized department and no 
black studies degree offered. 

A pamphlet about the KU 
department lists 48 courses which 
are offered. It also explains that 
students may obtain a co- major in 
this f iekl by taking 90 hours In tbe 
departmeirt but this co-major 
must be used with a major in a 
different Held. 

Chalmers noted that studmt 
intact in the black studies 
program at K-State had declined 
in the last year and a half. 
However, he said (bat if enough 
students show interest in a course, 
an atten^it would be made to offer 
it 

"We can respond to the 
legitimate nee<ta of tiie studo^ 
here," Chalmers emphasized.

No attempt 
ins satmfaigBy been made by the proiesaars irtiptendh 
these classes to find out what life and reality may be in 
Pal^istan, Afghanistan, Burma, C^lon, Nepal and the 
oflier comtrtes kidnded In lite tnrm South Ads. 

A student reading the General Catalog for 1970^71, 
pages 130-131, is mislead to believe that a well rouikted 
and comprehenshrestwIsrofSflttaiAstateposiribteatK- 
State. This misrepresentetlon is unfortunate and could 
be discouraging and diigusting to a studoit who hss 
traveled firom out of state to taks advantaie of ttw South 
Asian studies offered here. The South Asia Center also 
seems to assume that India is infalUbte and that it can 
do no wrong It accepts any information that India has 
to give out with a gullibility that is almost childUke. 

The South Asia Center has established itself as a 
mouth ptooe for Indian propaganda. Last April it 
sponsored a presentation by an East Pakistani totally 
against his own government This semester it spon- 
sored a speech by file Indian Ambassador to the United 
States which was totally dcvoted to aftaftlng and 
(^screditing Paiiistan. 

Monday night It sponsored two East PaUstanI Awami 
League Members who furthered the indoctrination of 
the student body of K-State. These two men and their 
leclure tour are supported by the International Rod 
Cross.

The Information is on computer cards, Coond 
expfalned, and unless the person luiew the pimdil^ 
sf^ome and what the questions wm% tlw eardto are 
d no value. Social security mmlMn,DOtnnMi» an 
written on each card. 

FRESHMEN AND tnnsfer sbideoli answered 
questtoos about dlfCennt ittttudes fay selecting 

replies varying from positive to negative. 

The 160 questions covered « broad mnge of at- 
tftude topics wMdi induded restraints upon in- 
dividuals, such as drug prohibition, sexual stan- 
dards, and conformi^i the University's role in 
rdatloR to ^dents; and loebil amcams, varying 
firom law enforcement to ecology. 

Interest in extra-cunicular at^vlttes sod aensnd 
fnloniuttion Stoo was asked. 

The questionnaire did not iaqoim whether a 
student engaged in a certain type of activity — only 
«4iat Ms attitude wm toward certain concepts and 
activities. 

All of the information is combined into a general 
overvlev of flie new students. Attitude trends am be 

shown by comparing the data with 
quesUfxinaire data from the last two years. 

ASKED WHY students were requested to sign 
their names to the questionnaires, Conrad replied 
Oiat Qie names wwe needed to contact persons for 
follow-up attitude surveys.

Two researchers who 
have been working in the 
area of biofeedback, a 
process by which man 
voluntarily can control 
physiological processes, 
will speak Tuesday at K- 
State. 

Dr. Elmer Green, head of the 
psydiophysiotogy laboratory at 
the Menninger Foundation, 
Topeka, and his wife, Alyce 
Green, research trainer for the 
biofeedback project at Men- 
ningers, will present ttiree lec- 
tures co-sponsored by the Center 
for Student Development and the 
Institute for Environmental 
Research. They will speak to 
University personnel directors in 
the morning and to the graduate 
students in the bio-environmental 
engineering training program 
that afternoon. 

They also will present a public 
lecture, "Teaching Brain Wave 
Cbntrol, Reverie, and Creativity," 
M 7:90 ptm. In Justin w ti tttot ' teUL 

DAVID DAN8KIN. professor at 
the C^ter for Student Develop- 
ment, exfdalned ttist ttie concept 
of bictfeedback is baaed on tbe 
knowledge that ptaysiolofical 
prooeises of tlw body produce 
some sort of promm, oieetrical. 
or chemkal reactionB. 

In tlw blofeeittMtdc process, 
powerful amplifiers translate 
these pressures or electricsl 
energies Into Ugbts, sounds, or 
fhictuations of a naedle on a dUd. 
Die theory is that once a person 
can watch his oo-going physiology 
see what his internal 



organs are doing by die miy of 
these lights and sounds — he can 
learn to r^ulate them vcdun-

Aid bill slimmed, 
passed by Senate 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Senate passed Wed- 
nesday niglit a sUmmed- 
down $1.1 billion foreign 
economic aid bill to replace 
the fatter package rejected 
12 days ago.

Faculty members pinpoint 
flaws in educational system

WarenPaul, anocuile pntfeMor 
of cufffcnlmn and luilnKUoa, 
criticized use of examiniatioiiB. 
He said "to often eiaminatkw 
test for memaiteatin of fi^ 
rather than thaabUHy tOpntttMK 
facts together,** 

By placing Umi teats in ttwlast 
week of a semester, they become 
an ' "administrative device for 
giving out grades instead of a 
helping device for the studmt, 
Paul said. He added that most 
stndtals don't see Vtm torts after 
lakkic tbem. 

"Education should t>e a 
cooperative enterprise and 
erakiation should tm a poiiiivt 
.part," Paul said. 

r' Rot>ert Meisner, head of adult 
and occupational education, said 
teachers must "introduee prao- 
ttcal aetivltieB into oouim so 
student somehow can relate what 
tbi^ team to tbe real world." 

SCHOOLS. ACCORDING to 
Meisner, do not make it possible 
for students to relate what tbey 
stu^y to tiie larger community 
anywhere along the Uoe. Too 
many teachers are "overly 
concerned ahout knowledge 
rather than how to make 
Bomething usealile oat of ttiat 
knowtodg^" he added 

Moving to another topic Ricliard 
Ownes, associate professor of 
educational research, said 
researchers are "finding m«re 
and more that if students are 



involve in what they study and 
when, they get more out of it" 

students had the option tostuchy as 
Oiey wanted, rarely would tbey 
stu4y the wagr an Inslnietar 
(eadies or like anyone else, Owens 
said. "There is no magic method 
of teaching, but tbwe is a magic 
mettiod for you," he said. He 
pirfnted out some methods may 
work weQ with tm tsadier, yet 
others using the same method 
teaA badly. However, tbe latter 
amy be MceoIlMt fradMn 
through the mm at aaettor 
mettiod. 

Owens also sighted a study on 

the effectiveness of lectures. In 
this study, students were stopped 
in Ihe middle <rf a lectura aod 
asked to write what they were 
thinking about when interrupted 
Forty-one per cent were not 
thinking about the lecture, 30 per 
cent were thinking about a topic 
indirectly rdaled and 31 per cent 
were thinking about ttie lecture. 
Whai asked to list the main point 
of ttie lecture 44 per cent were 
correct Interestingly enough, 37 
per cent of those not thinking 



DURING ANOTHER 
discussion, Wayne Laughery, 
administration and foundations, 
said two areas of education are 
"important and becoming more 
important everyday." The first 
he said, is humanlitog adncallon. 

This includes how an ittstructor 
behaves toward students, trying 
to understand what students have 
to say and helping students get 
acquainted with each other. 

According to Laughery, 
"society is being dehumanized 
because of the mass of people." 
Therefore, teachers should try to 
humanize "on mmy levdl of 
education." 



Harvey Littrell, professor of 
curriculum and instruction, said, 
**T1w Ughar the level of 
<Hii](ation, the more teachers 
assume students know. The 
teaeber's superior knowledte 
tricks him into thinking that 
students know mwe than tbey 
actually do." 

A TEACHER Should try to 
"determine what skills are needed 
to handle an assignment, organize 
information in the subject field 
then structure lessons en the 
students leval," LIttreU said. 
Students often are "uncertain of 
what to do and how to do it he 
added, "But by tbe time they 
reach the college level thty tetft is 
a&k questions." 

Laughery said teachers ^ould 
want to learn more everyday and 
want their students to do the 
same. However, naaiqr get boggsd 
down in adding more and more 
knowledge and not cutting out 
«ny. 

"If a degree is the end of 
^ucation," Laughery said, "then 
this is not an education. Every 
class should be one more step to 
teaching tbe student how to 
team."

"We are becoming so 
specialized it is difficult for us to 
see the fruits of someone else's 
efforts in another area and how we 
can fit this to our area," Meisner 
said. 

The educators were asked to 
define learning, Paul commented, 
"There can be teaching without 
learning; learning without 
teaching." LIttreU added, 
"learning is change in behavior 
with the acqiiisitton of 
knowledge."

He also discussed his feelings concerning the need for 
specialization in the field of incbistriai safety. 

"TODAY WE HAVE Specialists in railroad safety, industrial 
noise problems, and even an industrial hygenist," Docking said. 

"&isp«:tor8 from the state will make over 12,000 investigations 
ttiisyear in an attempt to make the environiunt of the industrial 
woriier as safe as it can be."

Across the plains of Kansas and 
OMataoma, through west Texas and into the 
badlands of the Sontiiwest we sped — in a big 
blue station wagon and a little Mustang — 
leaving the Kansas sunset behind in Liberal 
and coming out from beneath the night into 
Hie desert sunrise at Las Cruces, New 
Mexico.

questions and suggrations and everyone, it 
seemed, wanted personal advice on how 
these ideas could be implemented at each 
sdiooi. 

A SMALL GROUP remained to discuss the 
relationship between national and in- 
ternational organizations. The student from 
tbe U J. Hatened to tiie drinese sttMleiit talk 
on tlie intematiooal program at his 
university. He then expounded, "At our 
school our program is just getting started 
and we are having trouble because each 
national group kind of hangs together and 
we don't seem to be able to get any in- 
ternational interaction. The Americans 
spend all their time, with Americans, 
Chinese with Chinese, Germans with Ger- 
mans — I really get fruitniled working hi 
international affairs." 

The Chinese student laughed, "I guess it's 
all in the way you think," he said, "I can't 
solve your problem but I can tell you how I

'1 am Chinese and am proud of being 
Chinese just as I'm sure you are proud of 
being an American, or someone else is proud 
of being an African. Since hirfh I was raised 
in the Chinese language and culture. I 
planed with Chinese children and was taught 
by Chinese teachers about my Chinese 
society. Is this not analogous to you in your 
culture and country?" he asked.

With one exception, the south side of Yuma 
from lOth to 14th streets is completely 
residentiaL 

At 11^ and Yuma, however, a vacant lot is 
filled with dirt and sand. 

If "the plans" are carried out, in a few years that 
eomer wlU hold two- and four-family living quarters. 

Just doira the street on tlfli and EI Paio, tlMm Is a 
construction ccvnpany. 

Again, if "the plans" are carried out, the next few 
ymn will find tliat land cleif«d to ptovide paths and 
upenqpaca 

REALIZATION OF "tlw plam" - genenOy speakii« 
— means that for the most part, industry will be in one 
area of Manhattan, buildiogi that house conunerdal 
IxisinKses in aaotlier, rfaStenttal buildings in anoOier 
and paries and open spaces in still another. 

In essence, a follow-through of "the plans" will mean 
ttie grouping of things that should be togetlier, the 
separation of things that shouldn't be togetbw and fbs 
improvement of almost everything. 

"The plans" are thoae preoentfy being worked on by 
the Urban Renewal Agency. 

URBAN RENEWAL ts - as defined by James Schroer, 
db«clor of the agency here — a comliHned effort by a 
loeattty and Die federal govemmoit to eliminate slums 
and blighting conditions. 

It was In May 1966 that urban renewal activities were 
bom toi Matdiattan. At that time, the City Commission 
established the Citizens Advisory Committee to ttody 
urtian renewal and to set goals for the towa 

Tfa findings of the dtheeos* committee showed a need 
for renewal action, and in July lMf7, tlie Urtian Rnairal 
Cranmisrion was estabUidied. 

Since ttiat timc^ the eommistfoo, along with the mayor, 
die city manager, the city attorney and others, has ob- 
tained planning consultants, drawn up a plications for an 
urban renewal plan, siimiitled fliese to a review tiy the 
Department of Houiring and Urban Dev«la|Mneiit and 
iq^ed for federal tmS^ 

On Jan. 13, 1971, the project was funded in the amount 
ofSUndlllen. 

IN APRIL . Sdiroer was brou^t in to direct the 
program. Schroer is, by his own definition, a middle man. 
"Ibe community sets goals and decides what it wants 
tfaeneighbortiood to be like, it goes to the government for 
asriManoe, and then it hfaret aaneone tin me to make tt 
happen," Schroer said 

Schroer will be "matdng it happen" in a 650-acre area.

Conventional urban renewal is based on a five-year 
program.

"THE CITY did not have enough eradtt to teanee die 
regular five-year program," Stibroer said. 

"So we have gone to NDP. Ihis way," lie said, "we can 
put our credita in the bank and only draw out what we 
need each year.

Persons asked to rehabilitate their homes may secure

There are flnoe par cent shnple intersat rates on the 
loan. These are paid on an unpaid tkalance, amortized for 
three to 20 years. The monthly principal and interest 



TO BE ELIGIBLE for the grant, a person must be 
living on the property in the urban renewal area and have 
a combined family income of less than $3,000, or where 
housing expenses exce^SS per cent of the income if it is 
over $3,000, 

Grants do not require repayment and may be issued in 
amounts up to $3,500. If this amount is not sufficient to 
bring the property up to standard, the persmi may then 
apply for a rehabilitation loan to make up the difference. 

Residents cannot be made to rehabilitate their homes. 
However, they can be made to rdocate. 

"We are asking people to borrow money to rehabilitate 
their homes," Schroer said. "If they don't, the worst that 
can haiqpen is that diey ere made to move." 

Schroer said he sesa problems with the relocation 
program. 

In 1970, relocation benefits increased Residenta who ^ 
have to rdocate are given the fair market value for their 
liome andup to|15,000 additional mon^ — not to exceed 
die averafe coat for a replacement hcxne.

How am I going to get someone to r^Ulitale his 
home, when if he doesn't, I'm goinf to buy it and tfve 
him a new one?" Schroer asked.

AS FOR THE residents within the project area — most 
of whom will have to rehabilitate or relocate — the 

majority are in support of the present program. 

'Tve been living here since 1936," Phoebe Marshall, 
S28 Pottawatomie, said. 

"there are some places in this area that really need 
taking care of. 1 am in favor of the project and getting 
them fixed up," she said. 

Evelyn Minas, 1414 Yuma and a Manhattan resident of 
approximately 30 years, said she knows some places that 
need iro|vevnBnrtandMiediiiitofliepe|eGtisa **0iNid 
idra". 

EMMA ALEXAMDER. who has lived at 721 Pot- 
tawatomie for 35 years, stated simply, "1 would jllft aa

Although Wesley Campbell, 1406 Yuma, is in favor of 
the project "as a whole," he does not Uke tt^ idee of 
possibly having to relocate. 

They <URA) are closing a lot of plaoM arouod here. 
Some places need it and some of the einieni weal It, 
Campbell said. 

"But," he said, "I wouldn't want them closing up mine. 
We (he and his wife) think we have a nice little bMM 
here and we want to keep it" 

ALTHOUGH MOST of th^ people are in favor of the 
project, none of them are personally involved. 

However, according to TOnia Lasater, coaununtty 
organizer for the i^eac|r, overail, Uie people axe vmf 
much involved.

AS A RESULT of that "dialogue," the majority of the 
people are now reputed to be in agreement with the 
present program. 

"That's not to say that they like evo^thing that is 
going on," Ms. Lasater said. "But, they think we have the 
best plan we can have amlsmi be aUe to flo ahead 
the pro^m." 

As for the future of urban renewal, Schroer said Nbcon 
is trying to do away with such programs. 

"Nixon is b-ying to set up revenue sharing: grants of 
money with no string attached. It's an old piditical 
gimmick and I don't think it w ill happen," Schroer said. 

"Hive are already 1,400 cities involved in urban 
renewal," he added. "I think it's here to stay." 

WHERE MANHATTAN is concerned, Schroer said, "I 
don't thiidt anyone could keep urben renewal from 
happening here - the residents want it." 

The plans for the program were approved by the 
Kansas aty department of HUD last week. A puUic 
hearing to discuss the plan with the residents has been 
sdieduled for next Thursday. After this meting, the 
plans will be submitted to the City OommisBton for its 
considerathm. 

If the plans are accepted, the resideits will then get the 
urban tenewal they want

"I am working in my rampalgi to baeome invohrad in albiiri 
which affect the people and we wiot to ilww nttsri if^ Awgr 
should get involved too," he said 

FIERRO SAID the l^tslature passes all kinds of bills but that 
l^islatws don't take the interests ol tbe minoiities and poor to 
heart. Fierro added that this is why he wanto atadnto and faeollsr 
to become involved in the action process. 

"The people involved in my campaign are action people. 
They're involved. Tliey can effective be a tool faistnimental in 
faringing attout dianges at the local and state leveis," Fierro said. 

"We're tired of lip service, disenfrancfaisement, being told civil 
righto is 9^t, of being left out We dontwartai ldatala i MlliiK tit 
we want to be included," Fierro said

Copland likes permanence

. . . The result: Aaron 
Copland in a rare concert 
appearance Saturday 
night. 

The "Dean of American 
Compos'ers," who has 
written numerous scores 
for operas, ballets and 
movies, was honored this 
weekend by the Kansas 
Music Teachers 
Association for his ac- 
complishments. 

He appeared as guest conductor 
and clinician for a three-day 
conference. Before his heavy 
schedule of workshops, rehear- 
sals, and performances, Copland 
talked about culture, today's 
mu^ and his Ufa as a compoeer 
conducter. 

"I ENJOY conducting," he said. 
"But I like composing much 
better because it Is forever. 

"You can listen to your work 
over and over again. When con- 
diictii^ in concert, you hear the 
woric once and then it's over. It 
doesn't give that feeling of per- 
manence." 

Copland thinks conducting is a 
"great sport" because of the 
physical exertion while on stage, 
lie (.fimpares it to being a football 
player on the field and says 
"You're absolutely wet from 
perspiration and exhausted w4ien 
you come off the stage. 

"But it's all fcNT a beautiful 
cause," he acknowledged. 

"It's a Utile bit like acting, 
especially in front of the or- 
chestra. These people are oil blase 
about the whole thing because 
they've seen all fbe audiences and 
rinypd fhe piecfts over find over 



THE 71-YEAR-OLD composer 

with thinning hair and New York 
accait, said he can feel the 
audience respiMid long bcfwe 
stepping onto flie rtage for a 
performance. 

"You can sense how the 
audience wUl react before you get 
out there. Then I guess you just do 
your thing and hope for the best 
It's a great feeling though, when 
you can win the audience over 
with a piece 

"And then sometimes there is a 
silence when the audience is 
really interested— no coughing or 
moving Everybody becomes very 
quiet and it's all quite pleasant" 

Copland sat back in a pull-up 
chair, folded his hands and paused 
slightly befture explaining why it's 
hard to instUI otitmal intocest in 
sbi dents. 

"There is no cultural 
prescription or hypodermic 
needle. You can't give students or 
anyone a cultural shot to get them 
inter^ted. 

"In the end when everything is 
said and done, it is a gift and 
people who have it are lucky. 
Those who are smart enough to 
connect on it, get more pleasure in 
living a fully rounded aad 
enriched Ufe." 

COPLAND ALSO emphasized 
students should react and enjoy 
the music of today and not just 
that of the past 

He said it is important iat 
people to live "in dieir own ttme 
and experience music of that 
period fa«cause it is a definite form 
fA culture." 

Copland's own music em- 
phasizes American charac- 
terizatkms of the last cenluiiet. It 
spans from symphonies to opera 
scores. Copland claims that 
asking hhn to cbooae a favorite 
selection is like "asking a mother 
ol 10 diildr^ to chose which one 
she loves the bat." 

The director said he likes each 
of his selections for a special 
reason and says "some of his 
pirrps are designed for a non- 



HIs composing career en- 
compasses every kind of musical 
work — orchestra, voice or piano 
— from his first piece, "Itie Cat 
and the Mouse" written in 1919 to 
his 1946 Pulitzer Prize winning 
ballet. "AppalacMan Spring." 

IN THE PAST few years, 
Copland has centered his ac- 
tivities around conducting, but 
adds "you always have some 
compositioiiB you're forins to 
flnisk" 

After being in the music 
protMrton for almeat half a 
century, Copland would advise 
young pet^le to "do what interests 
them passionately.

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UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. — Communist China's 
top U.N. delegates had their first conference with 
Secretary-General U Thant Sunday in a New York 
hospital wliere be is being treated for anuk^. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Chiao Kuan-hua and 
Ambassador Huang Hua made the 50-minute visit 
in Thant 's room in the private Leroy Hospital to 
present credentials and discuss questions before 
the U.N. General Assembly. 

The meeting took place 20 days after the 
People's Republic of China was voted into the 
U.N., three days after the main Chinese delegates 
arrived in New York and a day before they were to 
take tbebr seats in the ISl-natkm Geoer^ 
Asaemlsfly. 

TOKYO — Radical students went on a fiery 
rampage in Tokyo Sunday in a day of protest 
against plans for a oontiiiiied \JS, military 
presence on Okinawa after tbe islancTs return 
from U.S. to Japanese rule next year. 

Police reported 317 persons were arrested 
nationwide, 309 of them in Tokyo. They said at 
least 50 persons wen injured. Hie figure induded 
only six students, but police noted most student 
injuries never are reported. 

In addition to the Okinawa issue, radical leaders 
had called for extermination of riot police, whom 
they denounced as an 'Instrument c£ the estabUsb- 
ment." 

QUITO, Ecuador — White House counselor 
Robert Finch and a high-level U.S. fact-finding 
delegation arrived in Qiis Ecuadorian capital 
Sunday — just in time for tiie latest round of tbe 
Great Tuna War. 

The American Tuna Boat Association reported 
Saturday in San Diego that Ecuador had seized 
four more U.S. tuna lx»ts and a Canadian ship, 
bringing to 13 the manbor of U^. vessles selied in 
the past week. 

Ecuador is the second stop on the 14-day trip 
wMch already has taken Finch to Peru and wiu 
include Argentina, Brazil, Honduras and Mexico. 

WASHINGTON — The chairman of the Pay 
Board said Sunday his panel will meet Tuesday to 
decide whether teachers and other groups may 
collect retroactivdy the contracted-lbr pay raises 
frozen during the wage-price freeze. 

"We agreed at our meeting Friday that we 
should attempt to get before us promptly all 
matters that pertain to retroactivity and tbere are 
a number of tbem, for examine, teaites," QesatgR 
Boldt said. 

The Pay Board has refused to grant general 
retroactivity on wage increases provided for in 
union contracts but iM^cfa were not paid during the 
90-day period. It has agreed, hoiwever, to decide 
each case on its merits. 

CORNING, Iowa — The president of the 
National Farmers Organization, Oren Lee Staley, 
has sent a telegram to the Senate Agriculture 
Committee requesting permission to appear 
before the committee to oppose the nomination of 
Earl Butz as secretary of agriculture.

His day begins at six a.]n. liien be rises, 
dresses snd mofim out into Manliattan's 

quiet, empty streets. Then, in the early 
morning darkness, he runs, foot against 
pavement, mile after mile — "You get to 
know most of the streets" — until he has 
counted his eighth mite, and thttt bs stofis. 

ITiat is the way Jerome Howe qMnds his 
mornings. Howe is a cross country runner 
and for him and his teammates each day 
means 22 miles — eight in the morning and 
14 in (be late afternoon. Seven days a week 
he runs, 150 miles all together, conditioolttg 
himself for the meets where he must run 
four miles across every kind of terrain.

the half-mile. I lacked the speed to sprint so I 
went for the distance probably because I 
wanted sometiiing I could improve in and 
coidd see the improvement.*' 

Howe has definitely improved. Recently, 
he won the Big Eight individual cham- 
pionship in cross country and led K-State to 
the team title. But even as he has improved 
he has never completely escaped the pain 
that faces all long distance runners. 

"It hurts, especially the race itself. It's 
hard — it's never easy. I think it has hem a 
little easier this year than last. But, still, 
you've got to hurt. You've got to face a pain 
barrier. 



FOR A NON-RUNNER, the Spartan-like 
self discipline of a cross country runner 
often seems unfaUiomable. What does he run 
for? There is no apparent no headlines 

in the sports pages, no idolization and no pro 
contract at the end of the line. His reward, 
like his strength, is more likely to be in- 
ternal, and not visible to spe^tors. 

''You have goals, certain things you want 
to achieve. One of my goals was to do well in 
the meets and always improve my times. I 
enjoy the winning. To me winning and the 
QU^ty of the performance are what count. 
All the work pays off in this. You can see 
yourself improving and getting sfaroliger. It 
is a personal achievement to complete 22 
miles a day and run 150 miles a week. It's not 
easy to do and it is a change." 

Howe's present goal is to place well in the 
NCAA championships Nov. 22. He is a senior 
and the coming track season wiU be his last 
diance to compete in college.

BOTH TEAMS had a rough 
third quarter with K-State holding 
Nebraska to seven prants and 
Nebraska keeping K-State 
scweleas. Ndl>Ta^*s toudidown 
came on a pass from quarterback 
Jerry Tagge to Woody Cox who 
carried the ball in for the touch- 
down. Sanger's kick was good. 

The Cats came back in the 
fourth quarter with half-back Don 
Calhoun scooting the ball over 
from the one-yard line. Morrison's 
pass to CattMun was good for a 
two- point conversion, raising the 
K-^ate point total to 17. 

Big Red chained back earning 
onemore touchdown by another of 
Tagge's expert passes, this one to 
right half-back Johnney Rogos.

Cancer bill 

approved 
by House 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The House voted 350 to 5 
Monday for a |l.64)l]Uoii 
bin to wage a three-year 
war on cancer despite the 
American Cancer Society's 
intense campaign for a 
Senate-paised rival 
measure. 

Passage by the House 
came after Republican 
leaders said President 
Ridiard Nixon — wlio had 
endorsed the Senate ver- 
sion — now appnivaa the 
House bill. 

THIS LEAVES it up to a Senate- 
House conference cosnmltlee io 
settle on a ctnnpromise. 

Chairman Paul Rogers, Florida 
Democrat, ot the House Public 
Health subcommittee cbi^ ar^ 
chltect of the House bill, told 
reporters he hopes to rescive tibe 
conflict before Christmas. 

At the heart of Uie oonbroversy 
is the basic structure of the 
government's organizational 
approach to helping science find 
the cause and dmdtop • eum for 
cancer. 

THE HOUSE bill, Rogers told 
his colleagues during brief debate, 
"would make available to the 
director of the National Cancer 
Institute the new authority, in- 
creased autonomy, highor funding 
levels, and streamlined 
procedures deemed necessary to 
transform the pr^ent cancer 
efforts into a coordinated, all-out 
national cancer attack prc^ram. 

"It would retain the nation's 
cancer research effort as an in- 
tegral part of the biomedical 
research programs of the 
Natitmal Institutes of Health, and 
it would facilitate direct program 
overview by the President ... so 
that the program at aU times may 
reflect the President's personal 
Interest and commitment" 

The Soiate bill would create an 
iiKlependent "conquest of cancer 
agency" within NIH but with 
budgetary freedom and direct 
access to the President. TUs bfll 
no ceiling on funds. 

The House measure would 
create a three-member cancer 
attack pimel to be named by the 
Pmident and to report to him and 
Conjirt'ss

'On Trial

Three times a week, although only for 30 
minutes at a time, Uw maxhnum security 
doors open to allow her outside exercise 
privileges. Meager as this may seem, it is 90 
minutes a week mere Hian she received 
during her first month of co n l l a wa eHt in (be 
Marin County Jail. 

She is Angela Davis and her health is a 
subject ci much controversy. Her fiandly 
first became concerned abwt her failing 
health last March when, from a distance of 
approximately 20 feet, she failed to 
recognize her parents seated in the court- 
ro(Ntn. 

HER PHYSICIAN, Dr. Tolbert Small, 
says that although there is no danger of her 
going blind, "her eyes have deteriorated." 
Small also notes tfaatBfs. Davis has lost (me 
20 pounds during her confinement. Dr. Small 
and her lawyer, Howard Moore, Jr., have 
become increasingly critical of Ms. Davis' 
confinement and contend that this is the 
reason for the condition of her health. 

Within the maximum security ceU, Ms. 
Davis has no opportunity to focus her eyes 
for distance and the brief exercise periods 
are certainly not sufficient for allowing 
one*8 eyes to recover ftem the constant 
confinement. Another reason for the state of 
her health is that during the beghming of her 
confinement, officials were reluctant to 
allow Ms. Davis medicines which Dr. Small 
had prescribed. 

Naturally Dr. Donovan Cooke, dteector of 
medical services for Marin Coisi^, says 
'*her health is good." 

Ms. Davis, who has spent more than a 
year in tiie Marin County Jail, Is still 
awaiting trial on diarges of murder, kid- 
napping and criminal conspiracy. She is a 
victim of what is known as preventive 
detention, and not only is her confinement 
serving the govemmait*s puipose, but hex 
failing health is a direct resiut of tds pre- 
trial confinement.

SOME OTHER RECENT vtctbns of the 
phenomenon of preventive detention include 
Alex McKiever, at Oie age of 17, mm 
beM in Manhattan Men's House of Deten- 
tion, better known as the Tombs. His 
detention was in connection with a govern- 
ment-fantasized plot to blow up New York 
department stores, police stations and 
everything else in sight He and his "co- 
conspirators" were held for two years in a 
case that took only 90 minutes for a jury to 
fmd all the defendants innocent of all the 
dbarges. 

BMiy Scale, who was rec^tly r^eased 
from jadl after his trial in New Haven, spent 
two years in confinement. His case resulted 
in a hung-jury; the vote was 10 to 2 for 

acquittal. 

Harvard Professor Alan Dershowitz, who 
specializes hi criminal law and con- 
stitutional litigation has this comment on 
such cases: "There are elements of 
preventive detention in these cases because 
defendants have been held in jail for long 
periods during trials ttiat result hi acquittal 
or hung juries. The government achieves Its 
purpose despite losing the verdict." 

In all such cases, not only that of Ms. 
Davis, bail is set completely out of reach or 
not offered at all. When her trial finally does 
end, presumtaig it will start sometime soon, 
Ms. Davis will probably have already served 
around two years, even though she has not 
been convicted of anything yet. And if she is 
convicted, the time ahready spont in jail is 
not apidicalde to her sentence. 

Hie unfair terms of her pre-trial con- 
finement which serve to adversely affect her 
health are only an added bmfit for the 
state.

Narcotics, espionage bring 
sneaking aliens to America 



WASmNGION (AP) — 
As manor as 4,200 aliens 
from Communist China 
sneali into the Unit^ 
States every year, ac- 
cording to aeertt Juttloe 
Department intelligence 
reports which say some of 
the aliens are on espionage 
missions, and oUiert are 
involved In narcdlcs 
traffic. 

Onty one in 10 of these ill«^ 
sUens is catiglit and deported, the 
reports say. Among those iden- 
tified by the government, many 
have been traeed to Ae Hoi« 
Kong Seamans Union, an 
organization said by the FBI to be 
engaged In espionage. Otiter 
Chinese aliens taken into custody 
have been carrying narcotia 
shipmento destnied for U.S. 
contacts.

the Pay Board-s post-freeze wage guidelines. 

The board, meanwbile, mei intormlttently for 
nearly seven hours but adjourned until Wediwiidiy 
without issuing any new policy directives. 

A spokesman said the board discussed "methods 
ot implementing its policies pertaining to 
retroactive pay increases." 

The big question — which apparently remains 
unanswered — is whether teachers and others can 
collect retractively the contracted pay increases 
which were blocked by the SKKday wage-price 
freeze which ended Suiiday. 

MOSCOW — Col. Rudolf Abel, top Kremlin spy 
who for nine years directed a network of Sovi^ 
agents from his artist's studio in Brooklyn, has 
died of a "grave illness," the Soviet news agency 
Tass said Tuesday night. 

Reliable sources said the 68-year-old Abel died 
Monday after a six-month battle with lung cancer. 

Abel, probably the most important spy ever 
caught in the United Statra, was described by Tass 
as "the famous Soviet intelligence man" who held 
the Order of Lenin and six other Communist 
awards. 

He operated from 1948 until liK!?, when he was 
betrayed by an assistant, arrested and sentenced 
to 30 years in prison . In 1962, he was exiehanged fax 
U2 i^ot Francis Gary Powers.

In 1967, 
the Isradis overturned trraiendiHis odds 
and claimed a itfz-day victot^r over several 
Arab natkww. 




ISRAEL'S TROUBLES didn't end with the 
war. innnnerB just aren't as popular as un- 
derdogs, so many former supporters of 
Israel, such as France and Britain, have 
abandoned her. As the shaky cease-fire 
continues, the moral commitment of the 
U.S. is idtal. Rumbles from tim otiier O^e 
are drowned out by the silent presence of the 
U.S. Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean. 

Recent negotiations have been com- 
plicated by stubbornness on both sides. 
Israel, however, formerly agreed to talk 
with no pre-conditions, while Egypt 
demanded major Israeli concessions bSUxe 
discussions could begin. 

^'What is at stake is our lives, our 
destinies, our vital hitests," IsraeU Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban explains, "Israel must 
be an active partner hi fashioning the 
peace." He adds that border changes and 
troop withdrawals are definitely negotiable. 

One legitimate Arab grierance is the 
refugee problem. Israel has noted, though, 
that Arab leaders have rejected several 
international proposals on the subject, in- 
cluding the Hammarskjold Plan of 1962. 

BUT THE MAIN U.S. concern in the 
Mideast is the growing Russian influence 
with the Egyptians. On May 27, the Soviets 
and Egyptians signed a 15-year friendship 
pact to "eliminate the consequences of 
aggression" and regularly consult each 
other on "all important matters." 

Even more disturbing, the USSR has 
drasticalfy accderated its military presence 
in Egypt. Columnist Henry J. Taylor cites 
figures given to the President last June by 
CIA Director Richard Helms and the im- 
plications are frightening. 

According to the estimates, tliere were 
15,000 Soviet troops, 4,000 tedmieians* 1,000 



Russian tanks, 986 Russian jet fighters and 
over 1,000 SAM missiles with their Soviet- 
controlled (q>eration centers in Egypt at the 
first of summer. This doesn't include huge 
fliiipm«its to othff Arab nations. 

Ihese figures have greatly increased 
dnce June, as the Russian aid has rapidfy 

increased despite the wait-and-see policy of 
the U.S. the USSR promises to help the 
Arabs pursue "complete victory." 

WHAT DO THE RUSSIANS want? Senator 
Henry Jackson, Washington Democrat, 
warns that the Russians want to control the 
Suez Canal and ^pand their power. And the 
examfdes of Poland, Czedioslovakia and 
Hungary show that when the Rnssians come 
m, they usually don't leave. 

The bold Soviet rhetoric, encouraged by 
the lack of action from Washington, has 
motivated Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
to don his uniform and prepare his peofile for 
war. He '^bravely*' commits the lives of one 
million Egyptians for the struggle. 

In response, Israel has shed her formerly 
reasonable position and now refuses to 
aisetiss a Suez puUback until the UJS. ships 
more jets to the formidable IsraeU Air 
Force. The Israelis have a right to be con- 
cerned, but they should not try to dictate 
U.S. foreign poUcy. 

bi this case, though, the IwaeU demands 
are sensible. More than 75 U.S. senators, 
have signed a petition urging the President 
to immediately resume selling Phantom jets 
to Israel. Though it is unfortunate to the 
Arab nations who are being incited the 
Russians, the U.S. must guarantee the 
balance of power the President has 
promised to maintain. 

And liow can we accelerate the arms race 
when the Russians are already pouring 
massive shipments in despite OUr temporary 
refusal to sell planes?

Prof answers South Asia Center allegations 



Editw 

Nwem Khan's lettor in Thursday's CoOegltii per- 
Torms a usef\jl service in cttallenging the S«utti Asia 
Center to p^jr equitable attention to all of the countries 
of Soutli Asia and not simply to equate South Asia with 
India. While I am in full agreenent witii thte objective 
(as I beUeveare the rest of tbe Canter focul^) I thinly it 
justified here to respond to some of Mr. Khan's mon 
excessive accusations. 

First, it is not valid to say that "Tiw courses offered 
by the Sooth Asia Center deal atanoat «BdtiBtvciy with 
India." Vbi own courses in this area treat PaUlta^ 
Nepal, Ce^oo and Afghanistan as wdl as India. 

Similar^, the South Asian dvlUsatlons oounes, 
which are taught jointly by several Center faculty, seek 
to maintain some equitable distrlbutioa of iwwpKa«i» 
The centals pftamy taoguage connritment has been 
to Urdu (a national language of Pakistan and the major 
high language of West Pakiatoo) rather ttian Hindi (the 
major languait of Norton Indte). Na loume in 
Bengali (tbt lQ|i|«r }mmmm «f SMt PMmO «• 
offered. 

THE FACT that IntUa will be mentioned more 
frequently that Pakistan or Hie amaUtt South Asian 
countries in raoat if not all Sonlii Afiaa courasi can ba 

attributed to several coMtderatfons: 

1. India does have nearly three-fourths of the 
population (rf the region. Would equal treatment of all of 
the oottntries of the reghm ba aqitftallMf 

2. Pakistan did not exist CKcept as a movement befiM« 
1947. Its antecendents are orginarily treated as the 
history of Indian Muslims or as the Muslim period of 
Indian history. Hie diffletttty here (As Mr. Khan must 
know) is that "India" can ambiguously refer either to 
the whole sub-continent prior to ld47 or to that portion 
not inebided in Pakistan aflar UI7. 

3. Most of the South Asia Center faculty ham dona 
research or have taught in India rather than elsewhere 
in South Asia, reflecting a greater number of research 



ofiportunities thwe in the past and some self- 
perpetuating bias in favor of India in graduate in- 
stitutions in the United States generally. Hoi 
several of our present of former faculty have had ( 
experience with Pakistan. Ceylon and Nepal. 

4. ttat lb ofl fc a , fflbrary materials and other teaching 
aids are more readily available from India than from 
other South Saian countries. Mr. Kahn will find, 
hmraver, that we do aeenre one (Waat) Paktotanl 
newspaper by airmail, anottier (East) Pakistani paper 
by surface mail and several Pakistani poiodicab* in 



books and microfilm materials. 

5. Throughout the United STates, South Asia Centers 
give disproportionate consideration to India, some to 
the extent of ignoring Pakistan and othw Soufli Asian 
countria completely. K-State's Center is pertiaps less 
guilty in this respect than any other except Colun^ia 
University, where a Center at P lM at ift SMtoi hM 
recently been established. 

SECONDLY, IN our scheduling of Soutti Adi 
coUoquia and public qpealters this year and last, we 
have similarly attempted to he equitable. Last year we 
had as speakers one Indian, one PaUalanl, and 
Ciylonese and several Amaicans, one «f whom spoke 
on Afghanistan H. Rashkhizzannan ma ImiM to this 
eampua ai a Fkfcistani pditical scientirt, not as a 
qntearoan for Bangla Desh. Those who heard him 
apeak would. I bdleve^ agree Oat he was remaricably 
restrained and objective, particularly considering the 
fact that some of his children remained tncommunicade 
in tiie dty of Dacca, which had only days eartier been 
ravaged by Pakistan Army troops. 

This year the South Asia Center has not had suffkient 
fkinds to Invtte vialting scholars to campus. We have, 
however, given Center auspices to such distinguished 
viaiters as Ambassador Jha of India and the two gen- 
tiemen who spoke here Oct. 8 who received no financial 
support from the Center. 

The same auspices are similarly avaOabte to 



spokesmen of Pakistan's view point — in fact, we hope 
thatK-State mightenj<^ a visit from the new Pakistan 
Ambassador to flie U,S. or odier official spokesmen 
diring the current academic year. 

In order not to prolong this letter ftirte, 1 shall not 
tahetaaue with Mr. Khan's substantire comments on 
theerWs in East Pakistan. It is impossible for anywie 
to ngard tiiat crisis as anything but a tragedy of 
iiekenfaig proportions wMefa couk! eaaUy become sttll 
worse. In light of the frustratiMis which these cir- 
cumstances must engender, I think it appronriate to 
apoUgi2e to aB Fakistania on IMs eampw Cor whatever 
bias they may have perceived and to offer as fair 
treatement of Pakistan in the future as our resource

Mariner cameras peer 
through Martian storm 



PASADENA, Calif. (AP) 
— Mariner 9's television 
cameras peered through 
the thick dust storm 
swirling on Mars Tuesday 
and gave scientists a 
dramatic second look at the 
strange ridge-like features 

on Mars' south polar cap. 

The cap is covered with frosin 
carbon dioxide and appeared on 
television mmiitors at the 
California Institute of Technol(«y 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory as 
stark v^ite against ttie ntsg 
surroundings.

some early data obtained by the 
spacecraft to the Soviet Union via 
a special "hot Une" tdetype 
circuit set up between Pasadena 
and Moscow. Two Russian space 
probes, Mars 2 and 3, are exp^ted 
to arrive at Mars later this month. 

The ridge-lilie features of the 
urea, caBed quasilinear features, 
were discovered by Mariner 7 in 
1969.

House refuses to set date 
for cutoff of war money 



WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The House rejected 
Wednesday night a June 1 
cutoff of ^ U.S. Indoditaia 
war money sliortly after 
President Richard Nixon 
said he would ignore 
Congress' eaB Inr a fixsd 
deadline en troop with- 
drawal 

Bacliing the President's appeal 
to put no reatricfloDB on his effort 
for a negotiated settlement, the 
House voted 238 to 134 against an 
amendment by Rep. Edward 
Boland, Massachusetts 
Denoocrat, to halt the war money. 
TTie amendment was on a defense 
appropriations bill. 

Nixon announced a few hours 
earlier tn (tie signing a $21.3- 
billion weapons authorization bill 
that be would not be bound by its 
ptriky amanAneot calling for 
negotiation of ao cod to the war 
"at ttie eariieai practicable date" 
in return for release of American 
[M-isoners. 

Antiwar senators promptiy 
challenged Nixon's action and 
planned to make anoflmr ifflfft lB> 
cut off war funds. 

NIXON STRONGLY opfXMd 
the Boland amendment, just as he 
fought tlie ameodment spowBrad 
by Senate Democratic Leader 
MUce Mansfield of Montana wfaidi 
was tacked on the procurement 
bill. 

The Mansfield amendment "is 
without bhidtttg force or effect," 
Nixon said, "and it does not 
reflect my judgment about the 
way hi wUch & war riMwId ba 
brought to a conclusion." 

"My signing of the bill that 
contains Uiis section wtn not 
change the policies I have pursued 
and that I shall continue to pursue 
toward Uiis end** 

The amendment Nixon said he 
would ignore was a whitened 
verston of liw one passed earUa* 
fay the Senate calling for total 
wlthd^wal within six months. 
After ttie Hoose refected that 
language, a compromise was 
passed which "urges and 
requests'* Nixon to withdraw all 
trof^ "at a date certain" aybject 
to release of U.S. war prisonera 
and acoounttng for flw mlaakm in 
action. 

MANSFIELD NOTED tliat tbe 

Senate has passed such an 
amendment, in one form or 
another, four times and said; 

"It may be ignored Init it will be 
in the bacit of his mind. They talk 
about a cat having nine lives. Tfaii 
bill will have more ttiaa nine Uvaa 
if necessary." 

Sen. Frank Church, Idaho 
Democrat, challenged Nixon's 
Authority to ignore the amend- 
ment He tcdd a news conference: 

"Hie Mansfield amendment is 
part of the law and as such is not 
subject to dtomiasal by the 
President. 

"If he chooses to ignore it, then 
the Congress should enact en- 
forcement provisions witti the 
power of the punestrings wUch 
belongs to Ooagrass alone."

EVEN THE program of the 
alfaum is remarkedly similar to 
what one would expect to find on a 
bona fidte C and W release. The 
themes are expressions of the 
common man plagued with the 
problems of driidc, divorce, in- 
fidelity and tragedy. And one cut. 
"Family Bible", fulfills the 
necessary religkNis requirements. 

The album opens with "Back To 
Tennessee", a Jerry Lee Lewis 
sort of boogie which tells erf the 
dispairs of the displaced country 
boy stuck in Detroit.

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'Grass' control team's goal

A team at K-State is 

oomiucting research to find 
methods of controlling the 
growtii of marijuana in 
Kansas, according to 
Benny Eaton, asslatant 
professor of agronomy. 

"Ehie to increased abuse of 
marijuana in Kansas, the 
kgMatore spprwed ■ MU during 
Ihe 1970 session which provided 
tat research and experimentation 
bi mtfthods of control and 
eradication of martfuaiia,'* Eatlill 
said 

"lUlqr County was designated 
m the county for the study 
iMcause it is centrally located, has 
a large acreage of marijoana and 
la accessible to the w aa rach 
fadUtiei of K-State." 

PreUminaiT reaearch plans 
were formed and a field survey 
was started in July 1970, Eaton 
said. 

*"nie objective of the first 
studies was to locate marijuana, 
detennine the level of infeatatkm 
and collect information con- 
cerning associated plants, soils 
and numerous other factors which 
would aid in selection of the most 
suitable methods of removing 
maitjuana and replacing it with a 
more deairabto vegetatioci," he 
said. 

Apprattmately 70.000 acres of 
marijuana are scattered in about 
70 counties across Kansas, with 
the M^MBt conceitration in the 
northeast comor of the slaH 
Eaton said. 

ALTHOUGH THE pOteiAsy of 
Kansas marijuana is mu^h lower 
than that of Mexican and Asian 
varieties, the number of arrests 
for harvesting marijuana crops in 
Kansas increased to a high of 160 
in 1999. Quantities harvested were 
worth several million dxtflara 
daring a single year. 

Most of the marijuana plants 
jwefer better soils and patches 
range frmn a 100th of an acre to 25 
acres, Eaton said. 

"Even diough there are about 
70,000 aores of marijuana in 
Kansas, we could eortrol tSm 
problem if 25 per cent of the 
acreage was eliminated," Eaton 
said. "The biggest proUem we 
have is that small scattered 
sbinds are very difflcutt to con- 
trol" 

Project personnel cwisists of a 
team <tf individuals who have been 
traiOMl in weed eonhrol, wHdUfe 
management, soils and ecology, 
Eaton said. Their job is to analyze 
all ttie problems that may oooir if 
marijuana is effacHvaiy con- 
trolled, he said. 



"An effective biological control 
for marijuana would be the 
preferred solution. This cmM lie 
any kind of insect, disease, 
parasite or combination of the two 
which would ^niiHita. 
marijuana," he said. 

STUDIES HAVE shown that a 
obtain species of Insects, In- 
cluding mites and tfal^ Hve 
solely on ttw marijuana {dant, 
Eaton said. 

"We found two or three stem 
bore insects that move from the 
bottom of the marijuana fiant to 
the top. These insects cause 
reduction of seed production in 
marijuana, which could be helpful 
in controlling the plant," he said. 

"The marguana plant is strong, 
however, and even tttough we've 
located insects that may be 
helpful in controUii^ marijuana, 
diey don*t have enough mb- 
stantlal efftet to eUmhuito the 
plant" 

A numt»er of viruses and 
diseases that attack the seeds and 
leaves of the marijuana plant 
have been studied, but the degree 
of dimination of the ptant la 
small, he said. 

"A plant padiolo08t on the 
control team found that out of 20 
viruses, none of them had the 
capability of killtaig ttie plaiA. We 
were hopeful we could find a virus 
and an insect which could work 
together hi oontrcdlfa^ marijuana, 
but thiawaaunmeoeiafUlt" Eaton 
said. 

FLAMING WITH liquid 
propane gas weed flamos has 

been effective in COtttrolUttg 
marijuana, he said. 

"Martfuana ts one of ^ first 
plants fhaleomes up in the spring, 
so treatment with the flamers 
shfMdd comeeariy when the fdants 
are small. Flaming marijuana 
(dants in late stages of growth 
when Vhey are two or three feet 
tall has been effective, but it is 
difficult to apply," Eaton said. 

HerUcide gramilea and qurays 
have effectively controlled 
marijuana in some tests but not in 
ottiers, Eaton said. 

"Small plants are most 
susc^tible to sprays, tut ef- 
fectiveneia decHnes as plains 
grow larger," he said. "In con- 
sideration of sprays, we are 
concerned about the en- 
vironmental consequences as well 
as effective control of 
marijittna." 

ELIMINATION OF seed 

production may be a belpbil 
method of marijuana control, 
Eaton said. 

"After marijuana seeds are one 
year old, the viability of Oie seed 
declines very much," he said. "If 
seecte are ^ectively eliminated 



for about two years, then the plant 
1^ should he diminated.** 

Mowing can be an effective 
means of seasonal marijuain 
control, but It nuitt be cut before it 
goes to seed, Eaton aald. Plants 
should be cut below ^ Imrast 
auxiliary branch to prevent 
regrowth. 

The research team for the 
contrd of marijuana It tiating 
numerous native grassea, cool 
season grasses, legumes and trace 
for Oiefar ahlttfy to compete wlfli 
marijuana, revegetate infested 
areas, prevent soU erosion, 
provide wfldUfe cover ai^ hi- 
crease the productivity of idle 
acres, Eaton said. Most native 
g - asaes have poor aeedUng vigor 
and have been unable to compete 
satisfactorily with marijuana. 

Eoelotfeal studies are being 
carried out to determine the 
abimdance, viability and per 
sistenee of martjiiana seed in flie 
soils where it OOCUrs, Eaton said. 
The effects of Am envinmment on 
the Ufe cycle of the marijuana 
plant and the content of nueotfc 
drug are being determined. 

In all, SB ina)or reaearch 
projects are in progress to 
detennine 0ie most effective and 
practical marijuana control 
program with the least en- 
vironmental inqiact With this 
program, Kanaaahas hiltiatad the 
only wide-scale project to iOf 
vestigate the problem.

Senate to meet early 

A meeting dealing with five talbed bills awaits 
Student Senate at 6 tonight in Union Big Ei^ Room, 
John Ronnau, senate chairman reported. 

Three of the tabled pieces of legislation deal with allocations. 

Movtmiento Estudantil Chicano de Aztlan (MECHA), a new 
campus Chicano organiutiooy is asking that senate allocate 
$1 ,700 to cover the cost of a spiiog woffcdiap and (fMfational eoats 
for the remainder of die year. 

The Department of Intramurals and Recreation has requested a 
$5,000 allocation to cover the costs of lighting the rest of the bandr 
ball courts and to erect four light poles on the tennis courts. 

A bill entitled "Compromise for Small Sports" also involves 
senate funding. The legislabon calls for a $1,500 aUocation for the 
soccer team and a $5,000 aUocation to the rowing team. The bUl 
stipulates, however, that the trams must agree not to seek furtbnr 
senate funds and that the Athletic Coimrll agrea to f laid the tenia 
for the next 10 years. 

iUJM> TABLED from last w^'s session was the apiroval of a 
constituticmal revision ud a poaaiUe fag^hnr diangb Bofii wlU lie 
considered tonif^t. 

Ronnau also explained Uie "diaefoiMUKy" in flgurea reported in 
senate last week between the SGA account and the comptroller's 
office. Traditionally, senate allocates 110,000 to Out reaerve for 
contingenetoB. TUt waa dene ior IfaaTO^ adnol year. Howeiar, 
die money was not spent. 

Again this fall, senate allocated $10,000 to tlie reserve for this 
sdml fear. This resulted in a tn,000 reserve for contingencies, 
. Ronnau said, which therefore caused a shortage In funds available 
for allocation. Ronnau explained the $10,000 anagunt for the 71-7$ 
sdiool year since has been tran^red to the imaBowtad fmda 
account, and the account has been reconciled.

Aid bill's defeat spells 
uncertainty at K-State

The defeat of the foreign 
aid bill has caused 
^eculatioo concerning K- 
State's programs and 
personnel overseas. 

"The effect won' tt)e known until 
we know what alternative 
programs will be passed," Ray 
Olson, director of intematioiisl 
agricultural programs, said. 

There are no immediate 
problems because all of K-State's 
contacts overseas are funded at 
least tfarougb February, Olson 
said. There are also two bUls in 
ttie leglslatUTe now providing 
fliat aid will continue the same as 
last year until Congress can pass a 
new bin, Olson eonUnued. 

BUT IF funds would happen to 
nm out for some reason ttMrewin 
be thousands w^Bbmot Jabs, be 
emphasized. 

"We would have to close down 
our pmjwts and bring our staff 
members home because there are 
no alternative sourees for ftin- 
ding." 

"I fed tSmt all of our programs 
will be eonttnoed,'* Otoon said, 
"because our programs in India 
and Nigeria are hdping to build 
these countries' agricultural and 
veterinary se^SBts of thatr 
universities.

It's possible tliat Congress 
will <toeMe more dosely which 
countries will receive aid and 
which ones don't Right now, there 
are tots of debates as to what 
countries should receive aid." 

O, J. ScoviUe, professw of 
agricultural Konomics and a 
member on the council of U.S.

economic assistance but don't like 
military assistance, and the 
separation oC the two will help get

Scoville also said ttiat the more

Coup ends 
Thailand's 
democracy 

BANGKOK <AP) — 
Thailand's brief ex- 
periment wiib Umited 
demcicracy eisded Wed- 
nesday as Premier 
Tlianom Kittikachorn 
dissolved Parliament, 
■ut p ifided Hie constitution 
and aseamed absolnte 
power. 

Paratroopers moved into 
Bangkdk to buttress regular 
police petrols, and tanks encircled 
the Parliament building. But 
deqilte imtMslticn tit martlftl law 
police checkpoints in the 
Streets, the capital appeared 
ettm. 

Regular announcements on 
RaAo Thailand, interspersed with 
patriotic songs, said Thanom 
would head a Revolutionary 
Council with power to decide aiU 
civil and military matters. The 
Cabinet was dishawtwi, 

TOE COUNCIL pledged to 
continue Thailand's foreign 
polk^, which has been strongly 
anti-Communist and pro- 
American during tbe Indochina 
war. There was no indication 
Ttianom^s assunqitioa of absolute 
power wouM endanger the status 
of U.S. air bases in Thailand. 

An announeement from 
Revolutionary Council 
headquarters said Internal 
domestic strife and a threatening 
intomatlonal situation liad made 
the coup necessary. 

The announcement, broadcast 
over national ra^ said tbe in- 
ternal troubles included ob- 
struction by Parliaawit, in- 
surrection in tbe north, student 
unrest, strikes and terrorism. 

Constitutional procedures, it 
added, would have been too late. 

Thanom' s power move ended 
the two-year life of Parliament 
and the three-year life of 
Thailand's constitution. Both were 
experimental ways of government 
in Thailand, which was tbe ab- 
soltite monarchy of Siam until

Birth-rate decrease requirement 
for population-growth control-Robel

A decrease in the number 
of birtli rates wtH be a 
definite requirement for 
the future, R. J. Robel, 
professor of biology, said 
Thursday night in a speech 
to the Zero Population 
Growth groiqp. 

As long as birth rates exceed 
death rates there will be an in- 
crease hi the population, Robel 
said. If sexual maturity began at 
age 14 and lasted until 40 with one 
diUd being bom every 10 months, 
the biotic potential of man would 
be to have 31.2 cbiklren in this 
time^ Robe] said. 

This would cause social, 
economic, and mental problems. 

Now, the poputation of Nortli 
America, including Mexico, la 
about 224.4 million with an annual 
increase of 1.1 pn* e«iL 

"That is enough to produce 
another Manhattan every three 
days and another Tc|»eka every 18 
my*;* be said. 

AT A GROWTH rale of mie per 

cent annually, which li about the 
rate of North America, It will take 
only about 70 years for the 
population to double, Hobel said. 
At a rate of two per cent which 
compares with the world's growth 
rate, it will take only 3S years to 
double the population, he added. 

**At the rate of inerawe trf Oie 
world, we are adding one town the 
size of Wichita every two days»" 
Robd said. This also means that 
we have to prmiuce the recreation, 
education, food and sewage 
disposal lor this number of people 
every two days just to maintain 
the present situation, he said. 

Rdbel also pdnted out ttiat if a 
couple has only two diildm^ with 
the first one bom when th^ are 
32, and if die couple dies at ageSS, 
ttiere still la a 1.3 per cent in- 
crease. Or if the first child is born 
at age 18 and the ooupte dlea at 
age 65 the rate of increase now Is 
three per cent annuaUy.

ROBEL EXPLAINED that he 
believes the aocio- economic 
pressures will b^the to eoine 
as a solution. 

"The tax laws tend to favor 
large families," he said. Changes 
could bo made to offer only tax 
deduction for the first two 
children or limit free education to 
<mly the first two children, Robel 
said. However, this would 
penalize die chUdren more than it 
would the parents, he added. 

Another possible solution would 
be to have tevoluntary eontool 
such as a vasectomy or 
sterilization after the third child, 
he said. 

"I think we have to do 
something in our own country

The visiting Cuban prime minister spoke at the 
Uidversity of Conception, a center of ultra-leftist 
groups which criticize President Salvador 
Allende's government as not revolutionary 
enough. 

Castro, in a twOtenr dialogue with 3,000 
studento, urged them to support AHende's 
methods. The Chilean chief has called for building 
of socialism through peaceful means — different 
than those that brought Castro to power. 

WASHINGTON — The Senate Banldng Com- 
mittee Thursday approved 14 to legislation to 
overrule the Pay Board and grant retroactively 
most pay raises lost in the wage freeze. 

llie conmiittee added the measure to a bill to 
extend President Richard Nixon's authority over 
the economy for a year past its present expiration 
date of April 30. The bill is scheduled for Senate 
debate Monday. 

Meanwhile, the Pay Board kept 40,000 striking 
coal miners waiting another day for clarification 
of the status of their new contract, which calls for 
the raises roughly double the board's post-freeze 
guidelines. 



BELFAST, Northern Ireland — A roof top sniper 
shot a British soldier dead and seriously wounded 
another Thursday as they guarded a bus depot in 
Belfast's Short Strand Roman CattMUc quarter. 

The gunman struck after the army rounded up 23 
terrorist suspects in predawn sweep across 
Belfast while British Laborite opposition leader 
Harold Wilson was completing talks on the Nor- 
thern Ireland crisis witti the province's political 
leaders.

Vo-tech schools seek state support

Vocational-technical schools in Kansas are 
perhaps the most neglected part of the state 
edtacato program. 

I^mary asdsecQodary educatton is funded 
by the state, as are state universities and 
colleges. But vocational -technical schools 
must iDe funded almost solely by the local 
governments parttdpatiiig in tbe program. 

EACH SCHOOL district is allowed to levy up 
to two mills for vocational-technical schools. 
If a student enrolls in a school outside of his 
district, his coiui^ is rmwroritele ftar paying 
bis tiittlon. 

Some of the counties paying out-of-district 
tuition must reach into theur general education 
resources to pay the tuition, thereby 
decreasing their aUowanoes for tlieir own 
education programs. 

In addition, most of flie sdxxds bave 
reached <lMir maiimum eapadlsr aad cannot 



expand beeatM of flie mill levy Umit. Hie 
Manliattan Area Vocatioiial Technical school 
this year had to turn away as many applicants 
as they accepted. This shocking growth rate 
has already caused a strain on the six-year-old 
program in Manliiittwi. State-wide estimatas 
placed l,aoo persons on waitini ^ ^ 
mission to vocational schools. 

With the already growing number oi high 
school graduates turning to vocational 
programs, tiie sdMxds must find some reme^ 
to solve tiielr growing piSm. 

THE STATE ADVISORY Council for 
Vocational Education advocates state support 
for the sdiods. The program would eliminate 
duplication of effort between the schods, lack 
of access to many students and inadequate 
financing. It would also eliminate problems of 
tuition between counties. 

The committee justifies its position by 
adding that if the state assumes responsibility 
tlx further edacatloti lor soma of the 



graduate, thtn it should also assimie the 

educational costs for all post-hi^ school 
students who wish to attend taz-siappiirtsd 
institutions. 

Other areas have solved some of the 
problems through unification. Further 
unification would allow schools to offer more 
programs to more students. 

ESTIMATES SHOW that only about 15 pir 
cent of college age people hi Kansas get a 
oolk^ degree. That leaves 85 per cent fliat 

receive no formal or vocational tniUlg to 
prepare them for the job market. 

Now that the value of a college degree is 
being questioned by more and more 
graduates, some form of specific training is 
needed to avoid masses of unemployment. 
Vocational-technicals schools are the obvious 
answer. 

But in the near future, educators and 
le^slators are going to have to find a way to 
a^quatdy supfiort these

As long as men believe I am "nothing but a 
woman" and iirferior to them because of it, I 
am not Hberated. As long as other women feel 
I should not attempt anything beyond home 
and motherhood because I am not a man, I am 
not liberated. 

I am not liberated as long as I must still 
convince condescending men in posltioas of 
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power that I can do a job as well as a man and 
should be paid as well; that tiie home is not my 
onfy "place''; that I, too, am intelligent and 
not just emotional. I am not liberated as long 
as I must defend any steps I take toward my 
Uberation. I am not liberated until all women 
wrellbmted. 

MEN VIEW WOMEN in the wom«i's 
liberation movement as already having 
achieved freedom and equality. They im- 
mediately treat such a woman differently than 
a woman who seems satisfied with the status 
quo. To some extent, this reaction is good. I 
need to be recognized as a person who will no 
longer tolerate the stinking albatross around 
my neck. 

Mostly this treatment is bad. I 
acknowledge my steps toward libaration, I 
must prepare myself adequately for the on- 
slaught. I find I am harassed by men who wish 
to demean my attempts at equality, who wish 
to make liberation a joke, a passhig fancy. I 
am questioned about such inane things as 
don't I like men to hold open doors for me? 
Don't I Uke to be a woman? Am I frigid? Do I 
hate men? I fhid I must defend my 
womanhood, my fem^iidty, my honor. 



A woman striving for Uberatiott genen% 

relinquishes quickly society's "privileges" to 
womanhood, but gains slowly in other rights. 
She may open her own doors, but find she 
cannot enter the higher echelons of her 
career; she may rdease herself from the 
innage of brainless beauty by securing an 
educatimi, but find men still try to think for 
her; she may take a job for creative 
fulfiUment, but be pitied because she does no^ ^ 
have a husband and family. 

MANY WOMEN fear their own liberation 
because it means giving up certain things, a 
certain safety in their roles. A woman working 
for Uberation has to admit she is not weaker 
than a man; she has to begin to make 
decisions that previously could be left to the 
"head" dt the family; she has to use her 
brains instead of her beauty. 

Why these women cannot see beyond the 
smaU "niceties" of opened doors and paid 
dates that we are accorded by men to make us 
think we are "privileged" is difficult to un- 
derstand, unless they just do not want to see. 

Unless they are afraid that Uberation would 
mean they are puttUig down everything they 
have devoted their lives to. Unless they fear 
that by striving for liberation, we aU wiU lose 
everything. 

Liberation is a risk. But I, for one, wiU not 
seU my birthright for Hie favor of having a 
door opened for me.

THOMAS DONAHY, K-State graduate 
with a BS degree tn secondary education 
and an MA degree in history, also is an 
auto-mechanic student at the vo-tech 
sdMnl. 

"The most practical reason I came to the 
vo-tech school is I could noi find a teaching 
job," he said. 

Donahy said at the time he received his 
degree, many graduates were being {daced 
in small, four-year colleges. 

He said he had a job then but was drafted 
and found the job situatlan "had really 
dianged" when he got out of Uis Amy. 

"I was in a real low mood, saw an ad for a 
nigfat class at vo-tech and decided to go. 

**I was real iminressed witti what mm 
taught and the vv'ay it was taught and 1 
decided to start full-time," Dtxtahy said 

ANOTHER REASON fot going to the vo- 
tech school is a strong interest and 
curiosily for mechankal Aiaw^ Donahy 
said.

Peter Brangaccio, another auto- 
medianics student at the vo4edi sdMoIr 
attended colleges in New Jersey and 
Minnesota tw two and a half years.

In cooperative programs, stents are 
able to attend class in the morning and 
work in their chosen fields in the afternoon. 

On-the-job Gaining eqidps Ibe student 
with job experience needed as a 
prerequisite for a perspective job. 

During Ibe last sbt weeks of the course, 
students are allowed to take jobs under fbe 
supervMon of the instructor. 

'KT^ve had some studeats who are 
immediately reedy Is beeome headi of 



departments or go into management 
training as soon as they have graduated 
from high school.'* During the first month 
pr two of a student's employment, "the 
employer will tdl Ibe Instructor of needed 
improvement and we still can pull the 
student back into the classroom and work 
with them," Brensing said, 

"We're bridging tluit gap with relevent 
training." 

ANOTHER MAJOR factor in the in- 
creasing popularity of vo-teeh schools, 
Brensing said, is the high percentage of 
[dacement of vo-tech graduates. 

"More ttian 90 per cent of last year's 
graduate now have jobs and are gainfiil^ 
employed." 

Two areas which liave 100 per cent 
placement are auto mechanics and air 
conditioning and refrigeration.

ANOTHER AREA tai great demand is the 
licensed practical nursing program, 

Brensing said. 

"Here we are oEtresnsly Umited becnise 
we have anywhn« from 85 to 90 individuals 
interested in becoming LPNs each year. 
Our problem li to screen these down BO that 
we liave a class of about 35. 

"Ihese graduate are finding excellent 
job opportnnttifls in tbe Manhattan area as 
well as the surronndbig areas." 

Another program, "project transiUon, "

Five courses are offered at Ft. Riley and 
one is offend at Menhatton AVTS. 

The project provides training for ser- 
vicemen scheduled for release from active 
duty in less than three months.

Women's groups form on campus

Tliroughout the country, 
women are uniting to 
demand equal pay, equal 
job and educational op- 
portunititt, md ddld cafe 
centers. 

Some people refer to this 
as women's Ub , oliien use 
terma aucfa as the women's 
movement, the feminist 
movement, or simply 
human equality. 

Whatever llie terms and 
whatever the demands, the 
movement faaa deacended 
on K-State. 

Although the movement did not 
come fuU-foree, tngulfing all 
females on campus, and although 
it did not come hiUy structured, it 
Is here just the same. 

PRESENTLY there are few 
structured segments of the 
women's movonent here. But, 
people working with the 
movement are quick to point out 
that the limited number of 
structured organizations is in no 
way a reflection as to the number 
of women who mn acbuUy in- 
terested in the movement. 

"Although there are few people 
active in fhe movement here, 
ttiwe is a lot of interest" 
Margaret Dobbyn, head of the 
social sciencM de{iwtswnt at 
Farrell Library said. 

MS. DOBBYN is a member of 
NOW (National Organization of 
Women) and also part of a group 
of women faculty members at K- 
State who meet to discuss issues of 
interest and importance to 
women. 

"tbere is a lot <rf exchanging of 
ideas in dorms and clattoi," Ms. 

Dobbyn said. 



"But, it fs hard to get statistics 

on how many people are in- 
terested. The whole movemeni is 
so wtdespiead and tliefe are ao 
many different kinds of interest" 

The fact tfatat interesta are so 
varied does, todeed, nake it 
difficult to pinpoint statistices and 
aids in the fact that there are few 
totally organised groups hen. 

MARGARET NORDIN

A male-dominated Kansas Board of 
Regents, governing body for tiie six state 
colleges and universities, has caused 
consternation among some women who 
desire more of their numbers in higher 
levels of government decision -malting. 

However, women can't complain they 
haven't been represented on tiie board; 
records indicate four women have filled 
positions since the first board was 
established in 1925. 

The most recent appointee was Elizabeth 
Hau^iey, who served in a regents position flrem 
January 1942 to December 1957. 

Ms. Haughey, 85, is a graduate of the Universi^ of 
Kansas. Her husband. Dr. Hioo Haughey, was a 
practicing physician in Concordia. 

The otlier three women who were regents include 
Ms. James Patriae, Satanta, July 1825 to Jidy 19S9; 
Ms. Donald Muir. Anthony, May 1939 to December 
1941; and Elizabeth Ri^art, Baxter Springs. Hay 
1939 to D^mtter 1942. 

Hie Board of Regents has nine meml>ers. ap- 
pointed for four-year terms, by the Governor with 
advice and conaoat of the Senate. 

ALTHOUGH THERE have not bem a large 
number of women appointed to die board, four 

comes as a suprisingly large number to many 
women. Th^'re surprised ttioe have been any at 
aU. 

"I tltfnlc the only reason there haven't be«i more 
women on the Board of Regents is because it's just 
been traditional to appoint men," James A. McCain, 
president of K-State, said. There is certolnly no ladl 
of qualtfied women, he added. 

"It would he an excellent policy to have at leait 
one woman on the board at all times," he said. 

"A woman on the board might bring out die 
ren Is' point of view more dun an all male board" 
"There are heavy involvements of women in ov 
educational system, tOQ, tliat deserve a vmm/M 

representation."

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THERE ARE JUST as many women students as 
there are men and some programs are lUreeted only 
for the women, he added. 

McCain said that "if the women who are conr 
ceenei witti women's rights make their views known 
to the Governor, chances are they could get a woman 
appointed to the board." (Especially if the women 
pve Mm a list (rf 10 qualifled names at die same 
time.) 

McCain added that it's the highest honor in the 
educational field of appointive oSicea to be named to 
the Board of Begenti. 

THE BOARD RE8TRICTB itself to broad policy- 
making matters and leaves specific legislation up to 
the administrators at the coU^es and universUies, 
he explained. 

Only in three instances has the board ever acted on 
a strictly internal matter of the university, he said 
That was when die board voted to ban fhe sale of 
dgaretles on campus, decided on a beer policy, and 
ruled on campus disruptioa All action was taken by 
the board «ity sSter specific recommendatloin 1^ 
the presidents of the universities. 

"Hie board never originates a figure either," 
McCain said. "They- review die redmunendatiraa 
from the university presidents and thqr idmsm go 
along with a portiim ol what we want" 

In regard to the "politics** of the board, five board 
members are of the "party casting the highest 
number of votes for Secretary of State in the last 
preceding general election and four of the party 
casting flie aeeond liitfie^ nuinbir of votaa.**

Female talent showing 
in male-dominated areas

Women at K-State are 
invading male-dominated 
fields in increasing 

numbers. 

Veterinary medicine, 
«gi>ngineering, business, political 
science and other fields have, for 
many years, provided careers 
sou^t only by men. 

However, with the growing 
number of women attending 
major universities, a growing 
women's liberation movement, 
and the talents shown by winnen 
in the fields, integration bgr the 
fairer sex is occur ing. 

DEMANDS OF women entering 
these fields are sometimes stiff 
and require exceptional talents. 
Women must often prove they are 
above aven^ in their abilities to 
amire equal opporttmitieB with 
men. 

"In some of my classra there 
are people who look down at you," 
Kathy Keating, senior in 
veterinary medicine said. "But 
human nature being what it is, 
there will always be competitive 
envy" 

"Some teachers may fetA 
are inferior to men," she added, 

IN THE College of Engineering, 
women have doubled their 
enrollment over last year, Ken- 
neth K. Gowdy, dean of 
en^neering, believes an uprarge 
of women enroUed in universities 
has produced a greater deman to 
enter fcHrmerly male^niinated 
fields. 

"I think women who r^eive 
their degrees in engineering wHl 
receive jobs over men,'* Gowdy 
said, "because of the pressure 
being placed on companies wh«e 
there are not enou0i women 
employed.'* 

Cindy Ferguson, sophomore in 
pre-forestry, felt uncomfortable 
at first in a nearly all male class. 

"Really, though, the guys don't 
give you a hard time or look down 
on you because you're a girl," Ms. 
Ferguson remarked. "The 
teachers even go out of their way 
to help you." 

WOMEN NOW make up abait 
20 per cent of business majors. 

Robert Lynn, dean of business 
administration, commented, 
'•There should be no territorial 
boundarlM and women should be 
allowed in the Jflb maritet M 
equally as men." 

Lynn explained several 



problems in the business field that 
women encounter, sudi as giving 
a total committment to the job. He 
fett that while women are single 
they can commit themselves, but 
once married, their business 
career is limited. 

The challenge is here ftK* women 
with the determination to achieve 
ei|iiality in male-dominated fields. 
The barriers are slow]^ being 
remove and more appartaxAUm 
offered.

The male counterpart to

seling." 

"In order for women's 
liberati<Hi to make it, a male 
liberation must occur," Rodney 
Bates, counselor in the CentO' itf

Male pregnancy counseling 
involves counseling men involved 
in a pregnancy, including un- 
wanted pregnancies Bates ex- 
plained 

It involves "breaking down the 
'John Wayne Image* of men — 
my-ego-is-bigger^lliaa>my-haBrt 
sort of thing." 

It's an effort to faring the 
proUem of inregnancy cut In ttie 
open, he added. 

"Men often don't know how to 
cope with pregnancy because th<^ 
aren't supposed to show 
emotions," Bates said. The more 
men become liberated, the "more 
they'll be feeling things and 
showing their emotions." 

DURING COUNSELING, the 
important thing is to find out what 
the male feels about the 
relations 111 ;i lie tries to vertnlize 
the problem. Then, the counselor 
suggests legal channels that could 
be of help and alternattvm 
available to the male. 

Pregnancy is a traumatic ex- 
perience for both sexes, 1m added. 

Through male pregnancy 
counseling, men are becoming 
more aware of a woman's 
problems, he said. 

"People have neglected the fact 
that males do feel. I came up with 
the idea of male pregnancy 
counseling because I know it was 
being avoided.

The destiny of 
is controlled by men. The 
who can't look toward men and 
plaese them will be totally ket,'* 
she said. 

"Women protect themselves by 
showing their emotions. A man 
can be direct and get a point 
across but a woman who is direct 
and forward is put down," she 
said. "By showing her enuitlona a 
woman can indirectly pfotoet 
herself." 

Mike Herrick, psychologist in 



the departmmt of mental health, 
said the major concern with 
women is that they have been 
fwced into a cultural image. 
Society responds to a stereotype 
rather than an iadtvldiial mmani 
he said. 

"In a pilot study I chose three 
groups of women and cmnpared 
fliem to see how women perceive 
themselves. The groups included 
career women, homemakers with 
full-time jobs and housewives," he 
said. "The groups agreed on how 
they see the *idaal woman' biA 
there was significant dto- 
agreement in terms of 'myself as I 
would like to be'."

Past mayor is wife, 
mother and politician

Barbera Yeo, Manhattan's first woman 
mayor, believes a woman must first 
function as a person, then as a woman. 

**Every woman mmt be true to her- 
self," Ms. Yoe explained. '*A wonan with 
the ability and desire to develop a career 
should not be tied to the stove by society- 
imposed standards." 

"Just as some women are meant to be 
housewives and mothers, others are 
destined to function as businesswomen, 
politicians or administrators." 

ALTHOUr.H MANY housewives are not career 
women, Ms. Yeo said, not every career woman is 
without a home and fiiniily. 

"1 don't believe a woman who wants to be involved 
in today's world must give up family life," she 
continued "Tliough I am active in community af- 
teiis, I stiE am able to look after a home and a family 
of six." 

Ms. Yeo, who majored in home economic at K- 
State. fret' I y ndmits that the MWblg, intoriw 

decoration and cooking. 

"Maintaining a double life as housewife and 
politician is all a matter of managing time," Ms. Yeo 
pointed out. "I find myself with an excess of time on 
my hands, as Tm nire many women do now days, 
and I'm not the type to sit around and twiddle my 
thumbs." 

Ms. Yeo's thumb-twiddling time is filled with 
many activities, including membership in &e 
League of Women Voters, acting as president of the 
Manhattan Day Care Association and partic^ting 
in Oie Teen Outreadi Progrua 

MS. YEO also was dected to a foui^year tenn mi 
Manhattan's City CommisidOQ in 1987. Her tann 
included a year as mayor. 

Despite the novelty of serving as Manhattan's first 
woman mayor, Ms, Yoe claims she was never "put 
down" by her peers because of her sex. 

"1 never i^sed any overt resentment of my sex 
from my colleagues." Ms. Yeo said. "I simply 
functioned as a person, u^ng my own experience 
gtond capabilities to do my job as nuiyor. 

"I made a special effort never to taite advantage of 
men I came in contact with. I even insisted on paying 
for my own lunches."

other minority group, Ms. Yeo bdieves, and it is up 
to women to prove themaehrei capable of "doing as 
good a job as men.'* 

"To destroy the fonii^ stMMtype attached by 
society, that all women should be sc^t, a littie stupjd 
and married, women with careers must worit hard- 
er, produce more results and mal(e fewer mistakes 
than men in comparable positions." 

"Their success will pave the way for <rtfoer women 
who want careers." 

MS. VEO attributes the small number of women 
who do pursue activities outside husband, home and 
family to social brainwashing from the day of birth. 

"From tbe time a baby girl is bom, she is taught 
that her role is to get married, have children and 
maintain a happy iwme and nothing else. 

' 'Ambitions beyond this point are stifled by society 
as unfit for women." 

"I believe many women, due to this psychological 
handicap, do not realize their full potential. They 
simply believe they can't succeed outside their 
home." 

"Tt just plain doesn't dawn on them there are 
opportunities for women, if they are ambitious 

HOWEVEK, EVEN those women with ouHigh 
amtntirai to flght for a successful career, find ob> 

stades. 

"Just loolt around you," Ms. Yeo said, waving her 
hand toward the University. "There is 
discrimination against women even in an 
educational institution." 

"Sure, women are allowed a few Ugb positions, 
but never the highest." 

"tb^ are always assistant this or assistant that, 
but never the boss. This situation occurs because 
society says 'the boss must be a man', not because a 
woman couldn't do an equally effective job as a 
maa" 

DESPITE THESE sefbada, Ms. Yeo is optimistic 
about women's ftiture in today's world. 

"Times are changing, and women are realizing 
they must break out of their prescribed roles in 
society. 

"Men. also, are realizing ttiat intelligence tias no 
gender, and as long as a woman is capable, there is 
no reason she shouldn't receive the same op- 
portunities they do 

"The only thing I can say to women today is don't 
be discouraged, forget your social berltagsi, and 
dotf t be lodnd bi ^ your aex."

MANHATTAN Day Care Center 
is a non-profit organkatlon ftended 
by children's fees, the United 
Fund, "Walk for Mankind" and 
oilier clarify Mvas. the school 
hinch program and private 
donations. 

Low-income families pay 50 
cents a day for their children to 
attend the nursery school, The 
cost of keeping a child is $4 a day. 

"Our program is set up so 20 per 
cent of our oiroUment can come 
from other income lemli," lb. 
explained 

"Parents of these children 
un^y sand them hecause they 
want their children to be involved 
in a mixed atmosphere. They pay 
th^ flin H a day amount This 
helps keep our pmgnun solvant," 
she explained. 

"We are licensed for » students

We offer it to everyone and 
don't want to nudw a diithicti<m 
between those who get a 
nibitional breald^t at home and 
ttMae who doi^t," alw said. 

MANHATTAN Day Care Center 
is manned by Ms. Hooper and a 
staff of three teachers plus 
numerous volunteers. 

"Our teachers are not required 
to have a college degree aldiau^ 
some of ttiem da They are all here 
because tiiey want to be," Ms. 
Hooper emphasized. "All that is 
reaUy required of them is prac- 
tical experience and a wUUniMM 
to stick with lo." 

The center makes use of many 
volunteers both from the 
Univeraity and the dfy. Ms. 
Hooper said they welcome anyone 
but prefer Manhattan citizens 
because "they are here during 
vacations and stay aroiittd 
longer," she explained. 

"Some of our volumeos have 
been here since the school 
opened," she said. We use them as 
a stabilizer — and the children 
need this. The fact that we have 
iiad essentially the same staff for 
three years is part of the school's 
success**' the diraclor added.

classes. Bates says most teachers and students tske 
an open and progressive view of a man entering a 
female-dominated major. 

"One large problem that I have run into in classes 
is the orientation of lecture and text material toward 
die woman.

"Discrimination against men is present," ac- 
ceding to Jesse, "but it's coooentrated ameng toe 
olda' teaclM^." 

.'\s to Ids feelings of being a man in a woman- 
dominated college, Jesse said be felt it was to bis 
advantage. 

Some feel there's more to it than a man entering a 
career world previously dominated by women. 

DAVID VDOES, a funffly and child develqpment 
major, says to him, liome eooomnics means ttie 
stody of people and their troubles and concerns. 

"We need more men in home economics. It has 
been a foolish discrimination which has kept men out 
untfl now," VhMS said.

AFTER GRADUATION, home 
ec majors have little difficulty 
finding jobs, Ms. Hoffman said. K- 
State home ec graduates have 
received jobs across ttie country 
as retailers for major stores, 
interior designers with ar- 
diltectural firms, fashion 
representatives for pattern 
companies, home ec teachers, 
Peace Corps representatives and 

«^g|rwspaper reporters. 

^Recent liome ec graduates with 
bachelor's degrees have t>egun 
ftill-tlme work at salaries ranging 
from |S,000 to more than |8,000 per 
year, according to an infunnation 



sheet issued by the Collie of 
Home Economics. P^sons with 
maater's degrees b^an at mb- 
stantially higher ratflt, aaiiie at 
higher than $12,000. 

Home eoomniits are foraid 
fighting for consumer rights, 
improvement of school luncti 
prognmM and pre-iel»Kil 
education, and doing youth, 
community and social work as 
well as welfare, thedeaosaid.^ 
pointed out that home economists 
50 years ago recognized the need 
for pre«dHiol edueatioa similar to 
the presently Headitart 
pro0ram.

AT K-STATE. 1,4&3 un- 
dergraduates are majoring in Uie 
various home economics' 
curriculums. An additional 150 are 
doing graduate worlt, Ms. Hoff- 
man calculated. 

K-State was the first university 
in the nation to offer home 
economics for credit, Ms. Hoff- 
man said The College of Hmne 
Economics at K-Staie now is the 
third largest in the U.S. among 
land grant and state universities 
and cdOegea, the added. Nearly 20 
ma options are offered vitiNn 
the college at this time. 

A break down of the home 
economics college shows that 16 
percent of the majors are in home 
ec education, 15 per cent in 
clothing and retailing and 10 per 
cent in interior design. An ad- 
ditional 20 p&[ cent are in family 
and child developroent, which 
offers options in community 
service, youth wwk, social woric 
and e«^ cfaUdbood dwdopment 

THB INVISIBIUTT of the 

profession is one reason many 
persons tiear a blse idea of it, Ms.

"There was a time when the 
emphasis in home economics

Women's liberatioa is a term 
Ms. Peine doesn't particulaily 
Qire for. "It scares people," she 
says, "but it does give them an 
idea of what you're talkiag 
about" 

AND TODAY women's 

liberation is what she wants to 
talk about. She answers the 
original question — does she think 
women are discriminated against 
for upper adminlslnttve positions 
— with a simple "Yes, I do," 

The atmosphere <rf fanr office is 
informal. Ms. Peine is dressed In a 
long sleeved white shirt with a 
western style silver necklace 
(hraped half way down the front of 
it red flared Levi slacks, and well 
polished brown boots. When she 
stands up, those boots bring her up 
to 3 Tull six feet. 

But most of the time she is 
castnliy sitting down in a lounge 
chair with those long 1^ stret- 
ched out on the leather hassock in 
front of her.

^tudy shows 
women drop 
for marriage 

Many women marry with 
the attitude that a future 
career is not important. 

This is the belief of Margaret 
Nordin, associate profenor in the 
Center for Student Development, 
who has conducted a survey of 49 
students on why they dropped out 
of sdiool. 

Ms. Nordin found that the major 
cause of women drop^iuts is 
marriage. This contrasted to the 
men's reason — financial 
troubles. 

"WHEN MEN students get 
married, the wife usually drops 
out to supi>ort the family and put 
the husband through school," she 
safd 

However, Ms. Nordin said that 
the trend today is that 
ri^iincantly more students wOl 
drop out and later remm to 
school. 

Patricia Cross, director of 
college programs at the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, found that women are 
less likely than men to believe 
they "definitely have the ability to 
succeed" in reference to college 
work. 

Ms. Cross found that in our 
society, parents seem to fed tiiat 
it Is more important for the son to 
go to coUege than the daughter. 

"W THE PARENTS support 
one of their childrrai, it will almost 
exclusively be the son," she said 

Enrollment figures from the 
office of admissions and records 
show that about 56 per cent of the 
women enroUed as freslmefi are 
still enrolled in school 

For the fall semester 1971, there 
.^re 1,865 freshmen men and 
freshmen women. The 
oorraiponding figures 
men and women w«i» 



"I like to feel that I'm a part of 
ttie house and not a separate 
function," Ms. Barry said "Yon 
can get out of it what you put Into 
it If you do a good job, then yo^ 
get a high phonal rewanllMick." 

Away from home, it seems that 
young people want and need 
someone to tattc to Ms. Barry said

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Tuition rates cause dilemma

Out-ofiState tuition may t)ecome 
a thiog of the past, Laurence 
Clmlnient, chancellor of the 
Univmity of Kamas, has coi- 

pressed. 

Funding on the national level 
could take up any slack created if 
out^tf-state tuitioQ were dropped, 
administrators have said. 

Congress is debating a concept 
of grants to individual students by 
enacting a national tuition grant 
program. This would permit 
students to pick a private college 
they would like to attend and 
would have the effect of erasing 
geographic boundaries. 

NO ONE has considered, however, that 
Kansas private colleges charge the same 
tiiitic« rates for residents and non- 
residents, Ellsworth Gerritz, dou of ad> 
missions and records, said. 

"The person attending a state-supported 
imtitution is paying about one-third of his 
education. The private colleges in Kansas 
(^ai^e the same foa for rettdeati and wm- 
midenteand may attract more ouM^tate 
sladent%" Gerriti said. 
if^ Federal funding is not in proportion with 
state funding, Gerritz said. Many dmes 
federal funds go directly to a qHselfic 
pff^^m. 

"The income we get from non-reddeol 
tuition is part ai the budget, with tiie 
federal mmey flguied on top of that," be 
said. "Aslongasttwstaleandstedeotiara

TOE MODERN AGE of mobility has 
caused some college officials to wooder 
what "home state" realfy means. 

"In order to gain residency in Kansas, a 
person must be 21 years old and Uve in ttie 
state fw six months with purposes (rtfaer 
ttian attending college/' Gerritz said. 

"If a nuin comes to Manliattan atMl gets a 
Job, he will b^in paying taxes awl may 
vote in Kansas elections, tt he decides alter 
six months to go to school, he li fltttgBble lo 
pay resident tuitioa. 

"It is very rare that a non-resident comes 
to school first and then gets his residency 
later. When out-of-state student comes to K- 
StiUe^ he estabUsbes diat he is here for the 
purpose of going to school, which makes it 
very ^icult for him to get re^deoc^ «t a 
later time" 

SOME INEQUITIES exist in the system 
of nan-reddmt tuition, GerrMs said. 

"A seniw in Idgh school may decide to 
attend K-Sbite after living in Kansas 18 
years. His parents have been paying tastes 
in Kansas all their Uvesand Owlr afm wiU 
pay resident tuition. 

"On the other hand, a high school student 
may move with his parents to Kansas his 
senior year in liigh school and live in 
Kansas fiir one year and decide to attend K< 
State. His (ki rents have paid taxes in 
Kansas for one year and he also is eligible 
lof residten t tuitfoB- f etes.^' 

THE AGE Of mobilify certainly has had 
an effect on hosr nttdency laws mpiSf, 
Gerritz said 

"A young couple may get married in 
another slate and move toKanias le make 



their first home, llie husband must wait six 
months to ai^ly for residency and the wife 
cannot get her residenqr until ttie husband 
do^," he said. 

**t1ii8 causes problems if the husband 

wants to go to school immediately after he 
gets to Kansas, letting his wife be the bread 
winner. If tiie tusband goes to sdiocd im- 
mediately after he brings his family to 
Kansas, then sht months later he is not a 
resident and neifher is Us wife" 

COLLEGE omCIALS have aslied that 
if edttcatton i» "univetial" and open to aU 
students, whgf ifo AMHtridoHs pay more 

than r^idents? 

"One xrf the problems (tf cancelling out-of- 
state tuition would arise from public 
relations," Gerritz said "People in Kansas 
who pay taxes to support state schools don' t 
particularly want to pay for the edtuattm 
of students from other states. 

"If a student decides to go out-of-state to 
school, he must accept the responsibility of 

paying non-resident fees. He always 
maintains the option <tf going to a state 
university in his home stata" 

KANSAS IMPORTS about one-third more 
students than it exports, according to a 
national compilation by college registrars. 

Figures for 1968 showed 18,963 out-of- 
state students attended Kansas coUeges 
and univorsities. At the same time, 12,418 
Kansans weam attending college in other 



attaiding K-State. Of these, 930 are non- 
rerident graduate shidenls and 1,700 are 
nM»«resident undergraduate students. 
These figures show that about 16 per cent of 
the students attendhig K-State ue 



"These figum do not take into 
sideration the import students attending 
private colleges are paying the same iem 
as residents,'* G«titz said. 

"Tliere are 2,660 mn-reaident students 



THE K ANBAS-MtBSOimi Agreement fer 
Exchange of Students allows Missouri 
students to enroll in certain 
educational programs at a state university 
in Kansas and be charged fees at lait 
paid by Kansas residents. 

Ccnversely, Kansas students may enroU 
in eertain educational programs on one of 
the campuses of the University of Missouri 
and be ctiarged fees at the rate paid by 
Missouri res M tent s . 

For exan^Ie^ a Kansas resident in- 
terested in dentirtry may attend ttie 
Unhrersity of Missouri at Kansas (^ty and 
pay the same tuition as a Missouri resident 
A Missouri resident interested in grain 
milling and technology may come to K- 
State and pay Kansas residmt lees. 

"This prevents the two universities from 
paying for the faciUties to naaintain Uiese 
curriculums at the m^ieetive hwtttatims," 
Gerritz said. 

Questions have been raised by the At- 
torney General's office about students from 
other states who vote in Kansas and pay 
taxes here but still are not defined as in* 
state residents for tuition purposes. 

"The Hl^year-tdd vote may have some 

effect on the residency laws the state has 
now," Gerritz said. "The age for residency 
stands at 21 unless two people are mwried 
andSien it may be younger. The new voting 
lawi may have significant bearing on the 
age for roriden^.** 



Israel criticizes Sadat war speech 



JERUSALEM (AP) — 
With war talk rumbling 
through the Middle East, 
Israel Sunday named a 
popular 46-year-old officer 
to assume command of the 
amed forces. 



Maj. Gen. David Elazar 

will become chief of staff 
Jan. 1, replacing Lt. Gen. 
Haim Bar-lev, a Cabinet 
communique said. 

AT THE same time, Israel 
declared Egyptian President 



Anwar Sadat's latest speech 
combined "a military threat with 
political extortion." 

In an official statement. 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
warned that Sadat "can bring 
nothing but disaster to his nation 
and reglod'* with mOilary flireali. 
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He was referring to the 
Egyptian leader's statement 
Sabjrday that "the time for battle 
has come, there Is no nuin hope." 

The Middle East News Agency 
quoted Sadat as urging bis troops, 
diring a tour trf Sues Canal 
positions, "to be ferocious in 
batUe, to prove to the world that 
we are a fighting pec^le who know 
how to defend our dignity and 
iwnor." 

EBAN SAm: "We shall, of 
coune, not yield to military in- 
timidation or to political 
pressure." 

He called on Egypt to negotiate 
peace with Israel and "Stop the 
public tx>mt»st" 

Sadat's speech tied in with the 
Dec 31 deadline he has set for 
progress on the Mideast 
stal»nate, wh^her by force or 
diplomaQT, as he put it. 

The Israeli belief, voiced by 
Defense Minister Moehe Dayan 
and by Bar-Lev. is that Egypt will 
not wait indefinitely for Israel to 
withdraw from the occupied Sinai 
Desert, but win open boStilitleB, 
possibfy next year. 

At the same time, Israel is 
refusing to budge unless Egypt 
agrees to negotiations witliout 
preonditioiis, and says Sadaf s 
tiiraats must be tafcoi serious^. 

BEFORE THE Cabinet met, 
Israeli (^f icials had accused Sadat 
of "heightening war l^teria" and 
said he had left Egypt "Htfle way 
out of a confrontation." 

The officials noted that 
Prudent Hafez el-Assid ef Syria 
also visited ^rlan 



stallaUMis. They said this was 
another step aimed at faMrefii^ 

tension. 

•'Sadat's declaration further 
strengthens the fact that more and 
more pec^le bdieve this time he 
means business— whether we like 
it cr not," one source said 

A source close to the Israeli 
foreign ministry said: "we want 
peace to continue, but die decision 
is not entirely in our hands We 
have no doubt about the outcome 
of the fighting. It is a pity so many 
lives - including Egyptian Ihnei

IN AN aOusion to U.S. reluc- 
tance to renew war plane 
deliveries to Israel, the source 
said it is a shame that at the time

The Uidted Stetes is committed to mafaitehiing a 
balance of power in the Middle East, whatever that means 
and however absurd that might be. President Nixon has 
several times made asnirances to that effect. The recent 
delays in shipping the phantom jets to Israel does not 
indKate any change in policy, but is rather a response to 
the foet that Hie Russian raUitery aid to tbe Arabs had 
been dedttniflg slnoe last Ji4y •» v^oM by fiie Nm 
York Timea. 

The next questlMi is how sbicerely does fsrael want 

peace and how much does she respect the world opinion. 
Facts are that Israel is breaking all records in disobeying 
the U.K. resolntkin, has captured Arab te i r ltmy and Is 
refusing to give it back. What is the way left for the Arabs 
to regain their land? Bdaybe the same way that Israel 
captured it in the first plaee. 

Britain and France have abandoned Israel because of 
the letter's arrogant policies. The United Sates would 
have done ttie same (hhig if U was not for the over> 
whelming influence of the wealthy American Jews md 
some other major political interests involved.

WASHINGTON — Month-long bearings by the 
Hone Ways and Meant Commtttoe have defined, 
but in no sense bridged, the wide differences of 

opinion to be resolved if Congress is to enact a 
national health program. The hearings have ended 
and the issue now moves back to the congressional 
buRMruntil neit year. 

But tliat is an election year, which makes it all 
the more likely that the lawmakers will make a 
real effort to push through legislation to make 
comprehensive health services more readily 
available to all Amcriean la an cm of apMttng 
costs. 

SANTIAGO, CMie » The Cliristian Democrats, 

Chile's biggest opposition party, Sunday rejected 
government plans to dissolve Congress and 
establish a "People's Assembly." The decision 
makes a nationwide plebiscite on the controversial 
issue almost inevitabto. 

The plan was presented to the present Congress 
two weeks ago by the leftist Popular-Uidty 
coalition government of President Salvador 
AUende as part cf a sweeping constitutional 
reform packi^. The proposal would dissolve the 
present 50-member Senate and 150-member lower 
chamber of Deputies and replace it witti a 
unicameral congress of about 150 members. 

WASHINGTON — Two Senate critics of military 
spending blame a reported Soviet weapons 
technology lead on Pentagon waste, not efforts in 
Congress to trim defmise money. "Good God, 
what's happening to all the money we're spending, 
nearly $80 biUion a year?" Sen. William Proxmire, 
Wisconsin Democrat, said. "What do we have to 
show for it in new weapons. Practically none." 

Proxmire and Sen. Frank Church, Idaho 
Democrat, were questioned after editors of the 
authoritative Jane's Weapons Systems 1971-72 
reported last week: ' Russia now has the initiative 
in weapons technology.*' 

SAIGON — Thousands of South Vietnamese 
troops, spearheaded by an armored cohimn, 
pushed north from Highway 7 in eastern CandboijUa 
on Monday in the start of a new offensive. 

U.S. advisers said the drive is aimed at raiding 
staging areas from which elements of three North 
Vietnamese divisions could attack South Viet- 
namese bases on the highway, iribout 90 miles 
northwest of Saigon. Initial reports said more than 
5,000 South Vietnamese troops were involved in the 
opening thrust. 

PUNTA ARENAS, Chile — Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro came to this southernmost 
city in the world Sunday and got one of the most 
enttiusiastic receptions so far on his state visit to 

ChUe. 

'Thank you. Thank you all. A thousand thanks," 
Castro cried as more than 10,000 persons came out 
in frigid wind and rain to cheer him in Punta 
Arenas' central plaza. "It's impossible not to have 
confidence in the future of our peoples, of our 
continent ... of an immense Latin American 
fatherland," the bearded Prime Minister said. 

TEGUCIGALPA. Honduras —U.S. territory will 
shrink by three square miles today when a spedal 
ani»uury of President Richard Nucon signs the 
Swan Islands over to Honduras. Robert Finch will 
put his name on the document to relinquish the 
three tiny islands 100 miles off the Honduras coast. 

when Honduran President Ramon Ernesto Cm 
signs the documeiit giving his country sover^gnty 
over the islands, he will have scored a nationalist 
victory with more emotional than monetary value. 
Greater Swan, Lesser Swan and Bobby Cay 
islands have no natural fieah water and are so 
meager that even attempts to grow fruit have 
failed. 

DACCA, East Pakistan — An army source said 
Sunday night Pakistan "blunted a major of- 
fensive" by two Indian army brigades and a 
regiment of tanlcs at the border tietween East 
Pakistan and India's West Bengal State. 

The source claimed Indian army casualties of 90 
killed and about 100 wounded. He said even Indian 
tanks were destroyed in tlie fightipg near the East 
Pakistan city of Jessore.

Land settlement cited 
as key crisis issue

French editor Eric Rouleau said Friday 
that peace between Israd and llie Arab 
States d^iends on whether they settle the 
question of territory that Israel seised 
during the Six Day War. 

Rouleau, speaking to an audience of aioout ISO, 
daborated on whettier ivm and AralMi can addeve 
peace 

He started by asking what is a Jew and what is an 
Arab, and what effect natloaal wfMk hu llftd on 
Jewishness and Arabness. 

"Palestine advocates the end of the Zionist 
structure of the Jewish state ami the return of the 
Jews to their European homelands," Rouleau said. 
"And perhaps the most difficult question to solve is 
thequration of territory. The Syrians want the Gdan 
Heists, Jordan the West Bank, and Egnit ttM 
Sinai Desert" 

THE REAL PROBLEM, Rouleau continued, isn't 
between Moslem and Jew but betweai Israeli ami 
Arab States. Neither country is wllltng to negotiate 
territory, but a compromise on other Issues seems 
pMsilde. 

"Egyptians have, more than many Arabs, ac- 
cepted the Jewbdi State," Rouleau explained "The 
Egyptian government hai, not because ifs moral, 
but because It's in its interests to do so. 

"Nasser is respcmsible for the biggest Arab defeat 
in modem times," he continued. "Therefore, the 
biggest problem is that the Arab states haven't paid 
their bills for the war loss, either to the victor or to 
their own people." 

E^pt hasn't paid these bills yet because Russia 
actually has helped ttion not he added. "Hiey keep 



s«i(fing in arms and resolve to help Egypt face the 
consequences of defeat and to help prevrant 
takeovos in Cairo, Rouleau said. Thus Egypt is at 
an impasse; Its government is not threatened from 
within, but it is encouraged noi to solve its probtems, 
Roulesu said. 

Rouleau continued that Egjfptmust either win the 
war to wash away the siiame of defeat or win the 
peace by getting a settiement over and above urint it 
could expect Egypt made an attempt to win tbe 
peace by organizing die Four Power talks. 

Egypt thought that they would be In a better 
position to get peace on its terms if the United States 
and Britain, representing Israel, would negotiate 
witti Ruaria and France, representing Egypt. Israel 
haii wanted talks between itself and the Arab states, 
but Egypt knew that as loser, its bargaining position 
would be weak. Ihe talks faitod and Egypt is sttQ at 
an impMSiS. 

"IT IS AT this point that Nasser accepted the 

Rogers plan, proposed by the U.S. Seeretn? el 

State," Rouleau explained. 

"Itiis was a surprising and courageous move by 
Nasser because he was so antl-Amertcan," Rouleau 
continued. "But it was difficult to convince his 
cabinet and the Russians that it was a move for 
Egyptian survival." 

"Sadat (Nasser's suocessar a president of Egypt) 
has continued all ci Nasser's isrograms and has 
made it clear that he isn't a Russian puppet," he 

said. 

"It is a grim situation," Rouleau said, "Egypt will 
reco^ize Ist&el wiQiout qualification and win sign a 
peace treaty with qualificatiiRi except that they 
won't give up an inch of land And since Israel won 
the war, they now prefer land to peace." 



Religious conflicts, race problems 
called cause of Pakistani turmoil 



The "other side" of the 
Pakistani issue was given 
by a West Pakistani Friday 
in a South Asian 

Civilization class. 

"There is no doubt that 
Pakistan has internal probelms, 
but it cannot be blamed wholly 
upon one side," Naeem Kahn, 
secretary of the Pakistani 
Student Association, said. 

His speech refuted much of the 
East Pakistani viewpoint given 
earli«r this month by Azquairzur 
M a Hick, member of the Pakistani 
delegation to the People's 
Republic of China and president of 
the Bengla Desh (East Pskl^an) 
Teachers' Association. 

KAHN SAID that much oS the 
conflict is caused from religious 
differences. A few Hindus in East 
Pakistan have created problems, 
he said, since most of the 
population of Pakistan are 
Moslems. India's chief rtiiglon Is 
Hindu. 

Racial probelins also hsve been 
part of (he eonfltet, Kahn said 



"Hundreds ci thousands of 

persons have been killed in East 
Pakistan because Uiey are not 
Bengalis," he said. He admitted, 
however, that atrocities havebe^ 
OHnmitted on both sides. 

Howevo:, Kahn noted that India 
has a greater racial problem ttian 
Pakistan. India has more races 

than East and West Piddstan 

combined, he added. 

"We will overcome (the con- 
flict)," Kahn noted 

The Pakistani pec^le want to 
live in p^ce hi a uMted Pakistan, 
Kdm said. 

"If India leaves us alone, we 
will live in peace," Kahn pointed 
out.

Almond says physics 
important in medicine 



The field of physics is 
taking an increasing role in 
medicine today, a past 
president of the American 
Association of Physicists in 
Mediciiie said Saturday. 

Dr Peter Almond of the 
Department of Physics, M.D. 
Anderson Cancer Institute in 
Houston, told students and faculty 
ttat since the discovery of x-rays 
and radiation, physicists have 
taken an important part in the 
detection and treatment of ta&ny 
dtoeases. 

Speaking at the Zone Nine 
Conference of the Society of 
Physics Students at K-SUte, 
Almond said that with the 
discovery of the destructive power 
of atomic energy came the twin 
need for piaceAil and ptae^eal 
use of it 

ALTHOUGH UNTIL recently, 
x-rays were the onfy important 
use of physics In medtcine* 
niHatioa has ineretaed in iia> 



portance because of Its un in the 
detecUm of caneatms tistiiea. 

"The nde <rf ttie physidst in 
medicine today is not easy. He lias 
to help the acting physician 
(^oose wliich type and bow much 
radiation will be used in the 
treatment of diseases," Almond 
sidd 

"The physicist also it respon- 
sible for the production of Qie 
radioactlTO Isotopes used for the 
treatments," he said 

Almond said that ultrasonic 
radiation is becoming a substitute 
for x-rays. 

"Ultrasonic radiation makes it 
possible to see blood veasek and 
tendwis, which da not Sbow 19 in 
x-rays," he said 

ALMOND POINTED out that 

the cost and complexity of 
radioactivity producing equip- 
ment is phenominai. 

"Most of the eqidpment coils 
from $100,000 up. With this type of 
equipment cost, physicians like to 
have competent persons woridng 
ttwuid ttieni,** he said.

Pakistan accuses India of attacks 



RAWALPINDI, Pakistan (AP> 
— Pakistan radio accused India 
Monday of laimcfaing an "aU-out 
offensive" in Bast Pakistan 

without declaring war and said the 
Indian forces were denting 

Pakistani defenses. 

Hie radio account claimed 130 
Indians were UUed and perhaps 
500 wounded In nghting around 

Jessore on the western border with 
Indian West Bengal. Pakistani 
casualties were put at seven killed 
and 40 woondea 

THE REPORT said tfae battle inctuded 
tank ontts on the Mud and Indla'i 



hmmmade Gnat Jets and ! 
MIG fighters in the air. 

It also claimed Indians were attacking on 
the eaatom border with Tr^iHira at SyUtet 
and In CMttagong hill country to the south. 

The same broadcast reported President 
AghA Mohammed Yafaya Khan visited 
troops near the West Pakistani border wtfli 
India and Kashmir and vowed that 
Pakistan wiU "cnitb the aggreasiH-." 

IN NEW DELHI, the Indian govemmoit 
radio claimed East Pakistani guenillas 
had wrested about 4S squart infles fram 

government control in Wwilllt tnnfr JMfgPt 
after a 17-day battle. 

An Indian news agency quoting guerilla 
sources said PdUstan lost five tanks in a 
bettle Satui lay near Mehespur, also in the 
Jessore district This was tfae same area 



where Radie W^mmmoM the ladliui 

offensive. 

An Indian Defense Ministry spokesman 
denied the Radio Pakistan allegaticms that 
India had lost 90 soldiers in a tank battle ia 
that area. The dty lies about 10 miles from 
the Indian border town of Boyra, where 
India ^rlierreported shooting at Pakistani 
figMer i^nes. 

A goveniment spokesman said Indian air 
force Gnat jets chased away four Pakistani 
P86 Sabre Jets that had come Into India 
from East Pakirtan about K mDes fnrni 
(^knlla. The Gnat pUMa shot at the Sabre 
Jels tot received no retoim fire, the 
spofcennan said The Sabre Jet is an 
American- built plane. 

THE PAKISTAN radio account was the 
fiercest report of East Pakistan border 



fighting since skirmishes 
nearly four months ago. 

The Pakistanis claimed fli^ damaged 18 
Indian tanks — half a regiment — and sakl 
strafing in three villages by Indian Gnats 
and MIGsktlMnT9ainB«iid«eiindid 
another 130. 

They claimed the alleged Indian attack 
was accompanied by heavy shelling and 
spearheaded by Indian mountain brigades. 
The radio said the Pakistani force stopped 
the Indian tdfanee but flghttng wm eo» 
Unuing. 

According to the radio, the Indians have 
poised 12 infantry divisions around East 
Pakistan. The radio also claimed nine 
infantry divisions, four mountain divisions 
and two tank regiments were active in flw 
Jessore area, where fi|ghtti|| bat 
repcrted since Sunday.

The mi^ile court would consist 
of homes in clusters and would be 
series at stacked trailers without 
wheels, acoorc&ig to £eb Smith, 
civil engineer at K-litito who has 
drawn up tfae plans. Hne park 
would have a doisity of brtween 
five and seven units per acre.

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Court cloaks women 
in equal-rights clause 



WAi^QNGTON (AP) - In a landnmric 
ruling the Supreme Court Monday 
unanimously barred arbitrary 
discrimination against women by 
legislators everywhere in the natitm. 

The startUng dedsScm, amxNBioed fay 
Chief Justice Warren Burger, was the 
first by the high court cloaking women 
with the equal -protection clause of the 
Constitution^ the basis for earlier rulings 
advancing the ri^ts ef Negroes. 

Burger said legislatures may treat women dif- 
ferently fcam men only when the purptwe is 
reasonable. 

THE DECISION came hi a relatively obscure case 
from Idaho In which the father and mother of a 
deceased sm had vied for the ri^it to administer his 
estate of less than $1,000. Under state law the fother 
had been named the admhiistrator. 

"We have conchided,*' Burger said, "that the 

arbitrary preference established in favor of males 
1^ ... the Idaho code cannot stand in the face of the 
14th Amendmentf a emnniatti titat no stale deny the 
equal protection of ttit laws to «ny penoQ wttUa IH 

jurisdiction."

Melvin Wulf, legal director of the Amerieoi CMl 
Liberties Union which filed the brid for Salt^ Reed 
of Boise, said "I am moderately pleased that we won 
the case, but the pleasure is very quaUffied because 
we <fid not ttto on Oie broader grounds. 

"Our purpose was to try to get the Siqireme Court 
to declare that sexual discrimination is un- 
constitutional, and they apparenUy have declined to 
take that major step^" Wulf said. "Please note that 
the court is made up of seven males. Those male 
judges have a vested interest If wonen had been on 
the court, we would have seen afi mk iM s rr l m l iM ittfrn 
declared uocmiatitttftoiaL" 

LAST MONTH the House passed a profMsed 
amendment to the Coiutitutian designed to |inta&>lt 
discrimination on account of sex. Key senaton 
disagreed about the b^aet of tlie ralfaig m ttls

Sen. Birch Bayh, Indians Democrat, the amend- 
meirt's dilef apoiwor in the Senate, said he is 
heartened by the ruling but doesn't thinly it makes an 
amendment unnecessary. Sen. Sam Ervin Jr., North 
Caroiina Itamocnt, oounlered ttiat the ruUng proves 
an amendment is unneeded.

IN THE women's rights oise^ Ms. Reed had bem 
denied appdntment as administratrix of the estate 
of her adopted son, lUdurd. She appealed on Oie 
theory that the equal-protection clause of the 14tll 
Amendment, designed originally to protect N^roes 
freed by the Chrll War. invalidated Idaho Isw 
giving preference to the adc^Uva fattier, CedBtRes^ 
her estranged husband. 

The court neva* has Interfn^ted the 14 th Amend- 
ment this way. In fact, in cases going badi to the 19th 
century it has rejected discrimination claims by 
women seeking the amendment's protection. 

Burger wrote: "To give a mandatMy preference 
of either sex over members of the other ... is to 
make the very kind of arbitrary legislative choke 
forUdden hf the equai-proteetkn clause . . ." 

Burger said the court consistently has recognised 
that the 14th Amendment does not deny to the States 
"the power to treat different classss of persons In 
different ways," but he went on "the equal- 
protection clause of that amendment do», however, 
deny to states the power to le^slate tliat difftewt 
b'eetment t)e accorded to persons placed by a slate 
lito different classes on the basis of criteria wiiolly 
unrelated to the objective of that statntft'*

India starts new offensive

RalHo Pakistan claimed Sunday that 
Indian amed forces launched a major 
new offemive during fin day bi Eait 
Pakistan, employing armored units, 
artillery barrages and air strikes. 

llie official government radio said the 
offensive was a three pronged attack on 
Dina^ in flM nortiiweit, Si^bet Hie 
northmt and Jenm in the southwest. 

THB BROADCAST claimed units from Qw 80th 
Indian Infantry Dlvtaon were beadtng the attack in 

0ie Sylhet area, while air strilcei were used to 
Support the ground attack in ttie Jessore region. 

India, however, reported its troops liad croRsed 
tato East Pakistan for tbe third time in a we«k anfy 
"in self defense." 

An Indian dispatch said Pakistani guns had aheUed 
a crowded market place, killing six dvUtant and 
wounding more than a dozen others. 

Pakistan military officials earlier reported 
repcUing five separate Indian assaults, and listed 43 
bidian soldiers, ttiree Pakistani troops and 20 
dvffians kiiled.

CAIRO (AP) - Prime 
Minister Wasfi Tell of 
Jordan, an unrelenting foe 
of the Palestinian 
guerrillas , was 
assassinated here Sunday. 

Police seized three men they 
said claim to belong to the Black 
llul Black September movement, 
formed to avenge the deaths of 
guerrillas during the fierce 
fighting between Palestinians and

Tdl was gunned down at the 
entrance of Cairo's Sheraton 
Hotel. The 51-year-old prime 
minister was representing his 
country at a 17-nation Arab 
Lei^ue IMense Council meeting 
calied to plan jotat ttntegy 
agnbait IvacL 

A STATEMENT by the 
Egyptian attorney general, 
broadcaat by Cairo Radio, said 
onr assailant fired on Tell as he 
entered the hotel aitiar returning 
from a fundi 0wa by ttie Amb 
Ijcague secretariat. Other gun- 
men, presumably inside the hotel 
lobby, then opened fire, ttie 
statnnent continued. 

Hie tlree arrested assailants 
admitted shooting Tell, the 
statement said.

P]-('sident Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt, sent a telegram to King 
Hussein expressing "severe 
condemnation on behalf of myself 
and the Egyptian people for this 
crime which took place on

The hotel is only a block from 
Sadat's home.

AFTER THE shooting, the hotel 
was ringed shoulder-to-sboulder 
fay bdmeted and armed riot 
police. 

The assassination took place 
despite security precautions, 
including the evacuation of ail 
Jordanians residing In the 
.Sheraton, to protect fierce^ 
hated by Palestiidans for bto 
attitude toward the guerrilla 
movemoit in Jordaa 

Tell, a strong supporter of the 
monarchy, reportedly advised 
King Hussein to launch his crack- 
down on the guenUtas in Sep- 
temlier 1970. 

KING HUSSEIN named Tdl to 
head the government Oct 38, 1970, 
after the Jordanian army had 
battered Palestinian guerrillas in 
an 11 -day civil war in September. 

His death followed the break* 
down on Friday of negotiations 
between the Jordan government 
and the Palestinian guerrillas in 
the Saudi Arabian city of Jidda.

Evaluation benefits students, profs

For the first time on a University-wide 
basis, students will have the opportunity to 
grade their instructors this week. Persons 
working with Student Senate's Evaluatixn 
Commtttoe will hand out questionnaires to 
classes and students will be able to evaluate 
an instructor's performance and his course. 

But for the teacher evaluation to be suc- 
cessful, instructors must rid themietves of 
animosity toward the committee's effofti and 
allow tli^ daases to be evabiatod. 

IN A MEMO circulated to the general 
faculty, Robert Clack, president of Faculty 
Senate, said, .. it is my opinion that no 
faculty member should feel obliged to par- 
ticipate in class-time student evaluation of 
teacher performance. If a teacher believes 
that participation in such evaluation wiU be 
constructive to the educational processes, he 
should feel free to participate keeping In mind 
the loss of contact time with his students and 
weighing that loss of contact against probable 
benefit from the evaluatjon." 

Clack says no faculty member should feel 
obliged to participate in the evaluation. 

If an instructor is sincerely interested in 



improving his work (as he advises students to 
be) and Woidd Hke to know if stutots are 
getting anything out of his class, he should 
welcome the chance to participate in the 
evaluation. Students are not out to get anyone 
fired, damage any instructor's reputation or 
discQurage any student from taking a certain 
class. 

However, each instructor has the option of 
deciding whether or not he wants to par- 
ticipate. If he decides he does not, liis name 
and class wiU be included in the final 
publication with an astmifldc explaining that he 
chose not to have his course evaluated. He will 
not be condemned or placed on any kind of a 
* 'black list" that labels him a poor instructor . 

AN INSTRUCTOR WHO refuses to have his 
class evaluated should ask himself why. Is it 
because he believes the evaluation will be of 
no benefit, or is he afraid of the truth? Does he 
think it is a waste of time, or is he worried 
about the grade his class wUl give him? 

Students will not use the evaluation as a 
means to get back at a teacher who has given 
them poor grades. That type of juvenile 
revenge was abandoned back in grade sdMxd. 
Coasidering the cost of tuition and other ex- 
penses, students have a tremendous in- 



TTye Little People

On comes the organ music, a microphone 
crackles "go slowly please", voices shout and 
suddenly the long brightly-Ut floor is alive 
with moving figures-clackety-clack-it's 
Saturday night at the roOer rink and the floor 
is fast. 

Roller skating is coming back. It's not like 
the old days when every kid on the blodc had 
his own skates and watehed out for the crack 
in ttie sidewalk at the bottom of ^ bill. Hiat's 
gone. But the rink remains. 

Rinks like Manhattan's; good-sized, clean 
and bright with an old fashioned red, white 
and blue interior, the owners, Everett and 
Virginia Stilley, are skaters from that otti^ 
period — they met at a roller rink. 

•*I TAUGHT DANCE SKATING in smaU 
towns in Oklahcma and iCansas in the 40b,*' 
says Stilley. **During those years, skating was 
at an all-time peak. The crowds were older 
then and all the good rinks had live organ 
music. Now 80 per cent of our customers are 13 
and under, and we play records and tapes." 

But when the 40s ended, roller skating 
seemed to pass on into history — the fad of a 
decade, like six-day bicycle riding in the 20s. 
The big rinlES clf^ed down or deteriorated, 
teenagers disoovm^ cars and freedom,* the 
younger kids turned to bikes, hobby kits and 
Little League baseball, and for all ages 
television made the home an entertainment 
center. 

Itien, about five years ago, roller skating 
was revived and StOley has some ideas as to 

why. 

"The feeling is that the kids skating now are 
the children and grandchildren Oif those people 
who w«re skating so mudi in Oie 40s. Ttm 
•parents passed on Oieir interest to the 
diEdren. 




"ALSO THE ROLLER DERBY has called 
attention to us. We catch kids playing it in ^ 
rink. I don't like it but it's helped business aU 
over the country. Then too, when skating 
came back, I think people were looking for 
something new to do." 

Whatever the reasons, business is booming. 
When the Stilleys opened in Manhatton seven 
years ago, customers were a sometime thing. 
Now they welcome from 80 to 300 skatm each 



session. Throughout the country there are 
more than 600 rinks and the Kansas City area 
alone has 19. There is even a professional 
association of rink operators to wtiich Stilley 
belongs. 

"We have set down standards on how a rink 
should be run. One of the reasons for the 
tremendous decline in skating was the rink 
operators. They let their places become hang- 
outs, without supervision. 

**We think roller skating is a sport — not just 
a roundy-round kind of thing. So we set rules of 
conduct and teach people how to skate. We 
throw games at them and try to give them self- 
confidence on thehr skates. If they see 
themselves Improving, teen fiieyH want to 
come back." 

STILLEY IS DEVOTED to roller skating. 
Originally a pressman, woiicing on 
newspapers, he has finally turned his hobby 
into a profession and now belives that as a rink 
operator he has a responsibility to help ke€|» 
the sport alive. 

"Roller skating won't ke^ going by itself. It 
could die. The rink operators have to keep it 
going. 

"But I'm very happy I got back into it this 
way. Skating has a lot to offer. 

*'It% equal to swimming in exercise. It's not 
as strenuous on the heart as joggtog and you 
don't have to worry about the weather. You 
are fully relaxed wh^ skating. 

"WE HAVE A family idgfat where at least 
one parent has to skate. Some do it rather 
hesitantly, but if they skated as a child, it 
comes back to them and when they find they 
can still skate, they enjoy doing it again. 

'*Sure it's old^ashiooed, hut ifs still a 
wonderful exercise you'll never match." 

And now the microphone shouts out — "The 
slalom. Test your skill at turning corners." — 
the recorded organ music filters ttirough the 
room — *'28 miles aoross the sea . . ."—and 
in a clackety-clack metallic swooeh there go 
the roller skaters — round and round and 
round . . .

Oack advises instructors to keep in mind 
the loss of "contact time" with students and 
weigh ttiis loss of contact against "prot>able 
benefit from tiie evahiation." 

How much "contact tune" could instructors 
lose by allowing their students to answer 2B 
multiple choice questions? At the most it will 
take five minutes to distribute, explain and 
collect questionnaires, and approxiniatety 10 
minutes for a class to complete the questions. 
Is 15 minutes of class time too much to give to 
a project that could prove to be a valuable aid 
in improving higher education?

The teacher evaluation will be used con- 
structively. All results will be published in 
booklet form and will be available in time for 
next semester's registration. The evaluation 
may help students decide whether or not it 
would be worthwhile to take a particular 
course. And instructors can receive an honest 
view of their performance to h^ them bnr 
prove their classy.

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Dorms lack personality, comfort, convenience

Earii«r this semester, the CoDegian iriBled MVivil 

articles on the irarrasing need for student housing. These 
items mentioned that the Univ^rsi^ was planning to 
conitruct addHimal housing to meet the gprowing denund 
brought on by an increasing enrollment. Hopefully, more 
care will be taken in planning these facilities than was 
taken witti the existing dorms. These tmUdtags were put 
up with the tntenttoo of providing a large quantity of 
cheap and easily, qitfcUy constructed housing to handle 
the increasing number of studMts. Appirendgr no thought 
was given to the comfort and convBnfeim Uiat the itt> 
dividual student needs. 

f n the interest d low-cost, mass-produced houring. most 
il<ii tris are built in high-rise fashion with up to nine floors, 
oitoi with multiple wings radiating from a central lobby, 
for the whole Idea to to cram as much Hvteg speux as 
tx)ssible into a relatively unall area. The result is usually 
a large rectangular btn, and it is easy to see that little 
attention has been given to its apiiearance. 

THE WHOL£ BUILDING is no more than a monotonous 
tribute to the wom-oat Ideal of symmetry In nAildi every 

line is scrupulously repeated until it becomes impossible 
to distinguish one point from another. These ht^e sore 
thumbs are almost inevitably stuck in the middle of a 
fieautiful campus, among the old and attractive buildings 
that once seemed very grand and imposing. Tl»y loom 
above tiie trees like ominous portents of to to com«, 
the relentless modernization of everything in 8i|^ 
without a thought for what the end result might be. 

This same disregard for anytUng besides tmlfonnlly to 
evident on the inside too. The lobbies are all alike except 
for slightly different cdor schemes. The hallways are 
exactly the same widtti. the same length — file Mme te 
every detail, right down to the floor pattern and the exact 
positions of lights, fire alarms and exit signs. This com- 
plete sameness oftai makm It next to Imposrible to teil 
which floor one is on without looking for the room num- 
bers. At least there could be a wider variation of ctdors to 
distinguish one floor from anottier. K noOiing elsi^ t 
would reassure residents that.ttegr are Bol eiriiMfaitod or 
losing their vision entirely. 

Inside the rooms It gets worse, not better. Once you open 
the door and step into the unfurnished room, it is hard to 
tell the difference between your room and any other in the 
dorm. 

The closets are identical, as are the chests of drawers 
and the single mirrurs ui^^. opraer. There are identical 
desks, chahrs, tamps, tnuAi cans and bti»t easA 



equally lumpy mattresses. The walls are bartllMpt for 
two iltdvai aotf two buBetiii boacds. For wmt na^ 
whole room to a pale, sick, peM eoler. 

THERE ISN*T ENOUGH room to put all yoordotiwatii 

There is even less room for 
your books, and since this is a university, it seems rather 
absurd that liitre laii*t cnoul^ tpace proMded for 
studying.

The 
individual should be of prime concern, and every effort 
should be made to see that he gets what he neeHs, not what 
others think he should have. A person should not let 
himself be put into a sltaiatlon where he canriot decktofor 
Mmaeif tibe conditions mder which he will live.

MOSCOW (AP) — 
American business 
executives are losing no 
time in following up the 
prospects for a big increase 
in trade with tJiie Soviet 
Union. 

More than 100 high-level 

Western businessmen, 
predominantly American, 
assembled in Moscow Sunday for 
four days of talks with Soviet 
officials to explore practical 
possibilities for expandhig trade. 

Organized by Business In- 
ternational, a private business 
service with headquarters in New 
York, the cwiference was to open 
today with a two and a half hour 
scheduled meeting with Premier 
Alexei Kosygin in the Krendin. 

THE CONFERENCE coincides 
with an ctfficial visit to the Soviet 
Union by U.S. Secretary of 
Commerce Maurice Stans and 
{provides an imm^iate practical 
fdlow-iqi to fate govenunent-level 
Irade talks of the past wedt. 

Stans was to return to Moscow 
today for final ditcussions with 
Soviet officials and Foreign Trade 
Minister Nikolai Patolichev 



before aiding his 11-day visit 
Wednesday. 

Eldridge Haynes, chairman of 
Business International, said the 
conference, in preparation for 
nearly a year, comes at a time 
favorable for increasing trade 
with the Soviet Union, par- 
ticularly for the United States, 

The high level of Soviet officials 
who have agreed to meet ttie 
gtoap and the cooperation given hi 
organizing the conference in- 
dicated a strong Soviet intira^ tai 
trade, he ;u!(iH,

Senate hurts 
efforts to halt 
wage control 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Elfforts to deny President 
Ridiard Nixon extension of 
his wage^d-iirice<oiitrdI 
authority until April 30, 
1973, suffered a setback in 
the Senate Monday. 

Sen. William Proxmire, 
Wisconsin Democrat, who 
strongly of^raaes such an ex> 
tension, conceded In his opening 
sfieech in the debate that he had 
beeome convinced it is not 
pMribto to block it. 

HE SAID virtually all 
Republican senators back the 
President on the issue and that 
talks with Democratic leaders 
have convinced him the voles are 
not available <m that aide to Idll 
the extension. 

Sen. Fred Harris, Oklahoma 
Democrat, announced that he 
would seek to limit the extension 
to two monttis, from April SO next 
year to June 30. TMa, tOO^ eeons 
likely to fail. 

It appears, too, that any attempt 
by the administration to eliminate 
from the bill the retroactive-pay 
provisiin Inserted by the Banking 
Gominittee would fail.

FROM 1M7 TO 1968 Remple tried various peace 
education programs, mainly letters to the editor. A 
Vietnam Committee was in effect at that time too, spott- 
soring ads in the ne w spa per and radio. It consisted of 30 to 
40 members of the faculty and town community. 

"The students didn't get into it until the moratorium," 
says Rempte. "By then the Vietnam Committee bad dif- 
fused. Many of the prime movers in it had left. Ifs ex- 
tremely hard to keep sooMtUng Ulte that tagillicr in • 
moUIe oammunity." 

You need a program guide to keep up with the various 
groups and ad hoc committees Remple has been behind at 
K-State. Among others they include P.A.C. (Peace Action 
Gnauaittee), KADRIC (Kansas Draft Repeal Information 
Crater), and noir the Kiumu Impact Nstworfc. 

THE CURRENT PROJECT of the Ktnsaa Impact 

Network is called Operation Exposure. It is a grass-roots 
movement to put pressure on Kansas Congressmen to 
change their priorities, particularly regarding mflitcrism 
and the Vietnam War. 

In early October Remple mailed 1,000 copies of a voting 
profile to friends and peace groups across the state. It lists 
all the Kansas Congressmen and how they have voted on 
amendments and bills related to the military policy.

"We 
were «oft)i« for a conunon end. tlwn Nlion umouBced he 
would be unaffected by people in the sbreets, and we 
wondered what course our actioBS should take to have an 
impact on federal policy. 

"That's kind of wh«i we split EUis's group said we 
w^en't going to have any luck Just talking to peogde. Our 
side wanted to he more of a peaceful taifluenoe. 

"Get tolhele^slature, teU people there is a rational way 
to do it Rick brought aUentioa to us. That's been good and 
bad — at lenst people UstBoed." 

NICHOLAS' APPEARANCE sharply contrasts with 



Ellis's. Except for a pair of long sideburns, the overall 
impression is cmservative.

Lost: Money for higher education

Higher educaton has always been a n<ni- 
profit operation. In Kansas, however, the 
trend is to be a non-fimded operation. 

In a budget hearing earlier this week, 
James Bibb, the state budget director, 
recommended to Gov. Robert Docking a 
budget for fiscal 1973 which is $15.85 million 
less than what the six state scliools are ex* 
pected to spend during the ciirreQt fiscal year. 

For K-State, Bib recommended that the 
University's 1973 budget be $50.46 million 
dollars. This compares with the $56.76 million 
expected to be wpmt tUs year |U|d the m 
miBim requested im next year. 

DOCKING WILL now use these recom- 
mendations in preparing his own recom- 
mendatioiis to the legislature early next year. 

The budget recommendatims by Bibb in- 
clude a $900,000 reduction from the research 
and ejctension budgets, faculty salary in- 
creases of one and a half per cent, and civil 
service (staff) salary increaaes of 1.9 per cent. 
Ori^nal salary increase requests were eight 
per cent for faculty and 9,3 per cent for staff. 

Also slashed was $170,000 of the request for 
new faculty positions, which would mean 10 
(ewer fecuity membefa than requested may 
be hired. With an esq^ected enrollment in- 
crease of IJM tHideota, ^ faculty-atudent 



ratio would drop from the requested oiie-to-2S 
ratio to a m4o-81J rate. 

A $60,000 request for student loans was 
oonqiletely eliminated. Since these funds are 
for matching federal funds, K-State stands to 
loose an additional $540,000 in federal loan 



IN A LEHSR to Doddng, IfeGaln wrote, 

"From this it would appear that Kansas State 
University is faced with the unfortunate 
alternative of continuing to promote the 
state's economic progress or receiving more 
adequate financial supiMrt to edneato an 
increase of well over 1,000 students." 

After the budget hearing, McCain said that 
he will start an all-out drive to influence the 
legislature to restore the cuts. This drive, be 
said, would ineKide maarive invdvemeat of 
students. 

As part of this drive. Student Body 
President RX». Harmon said that the Council 
of Student Body Presidents, composed of the 
student bodty l^^t^dents of flie six state 
schools, has started planning its own cam- 
paign. 

"We are taking steps now to secure some 
type of either a tobt^lng effort or some Une <tf 
direct communication wltlt nmibefs Ot the 
leglslatiire,*' Harmon said.

Financial regulations urgent

Kansas SeoAlor Bcb Dote eaUed the 

amendment "the biggest Democratic fund- 
raising affair in history." The opposition 
caUed it campaigiD finance reform. But 
whatever we cau it, wM be paying for it. 

llie plan, which passed the Senate lait 
week, appears simple. Each federal tax form 
would include an option for the taxpayer to 
donate $1 of his taxes for a campaign fund — 
each pemn enxM specify wbfeh party tfae 
money would go to. 

EACH MAJOR PARTY CANDIDATE, then, 

would receh^e a maxftwimi 120.4 wISSdm 
subsidy to cover the entire cost of his cam- 
paign or he could choose to raise his own 
money and ignore the available funds. In 
addition, the set-up would provide a maximum 
$S.3m!iltoii £w Amerlew lodependiiit George 
Wallace. 

This so-called reform would eliminate the 
candidates' dependence on wealthy boosters, 
the Democratic sponsors of the proposal 
didm. 

It sounds rather noble and pnogressive on 

the surface. But when you consider the 
political implications — "It smells," as Sen. 
Lowell Weicker, Connecticut Republican, put 
it. 

FIRST OF ALL, The Washington Post 
reported that Democratic Chahrman Larry 
O'Brien held a dinner July U with key 
democrats to remind them of their $9 miUion 
debt and to propose the check-off '*^"*r^^SP 
I fund. ^

WMle the Nixon forces raised over |9B 

million for the *08 campaign, Ifiunplirqr 
collected just $12.6 milUon, excluding over $7 
million kicked in by the labor machine. And 
under the present proposal, George Meany 
and (rioidi woidd stm be able to posli aiaaetve 
telepbone drives and damp msMf Inte 
primny campaigns. 

Second, the "people's candidate" theory is 
dissolved by the lack of a spending ceiling for 
primaries. Candidates would still have to lure 
ridi backers to win the nominatioo, so an 
idealistic but poor politician would never have 
a chance. Another coinddoice is that the 
President is assured a relatively easy primary 
— so only the Democrats wiU really need the 
unlimited exposure made possible by ttie 
abseooe of a primary finance ^nit. 

The puUicity and momentum generated in 
the primaries will continue into the general 
election, furnishing yet another phis for tbe 
authors of the proposal. 

IHIRD, THE PROVISION fOT fUMptO^ 

candidates will virtually guarantee the en- 
trance of Wallace into the '72 race, jeopar- 
dizing GOP hopes in the South. Tiiis is called 
the Democratic soullMm stralegy. 

Also, the qionsors allege Oiat the fian is 
achially democratic, since taapayers can 
choose not to check the optional box. But in 
practice, deciding to contribute will add 
nothing to the individual's taxes, just shift 



part of his paynient into the campaign fund. So 
many voters will donate due to the simplicity 
of the move and the apparent free nature of 
the contrfimlion. 

As Senator Sam Ervhn, Nordi Carolina 
Democrat, stated, "There are some things 
which are not proper functions of government, 
and one ... is financing the campaign of any 
candidate or any political party, dliec^ or 
indu*ectly, out (tf Qie Federal Treasury." 

This vote was crucial to the Democratic 
presidential hopefuls. That's why they all 
showed up for a Senate vote. And that's why 
the proposal was deverly tacked on to the 
Administration tax-cut bill, a vital insinmieat 
of Nixon's economic program. A veto would 
probably delay the passage of the tax bill until 
spring. 

COMPREHENSIVE REFORM is needed. 
The staggering price of primary and general 
campaigns should be limited to reduce costs 
and stiU give adequate exposure to unknown 
diallengers going against incumbents. Relief 
can come only from well-thought-out 
regulations, not from partisan attempts 
designed to legislate one party or the other 
hito office. 

But that's not the way the Senate saw It 

Instead of going to poverty programs, the 
environment, defense and job trahiing, part of 
our taxes will be siphoned into a political 
diest.

Success of Peking visit uncertain

President Richard Nixon's trip to Peking is 
aimed at "normalization of relations" with 
mainland CUna. But indications are that the 
summit taOnwiQ not settle peace in Vistnam 
or the fiilan «f Taiwan. 




Hie trip will have some future implications. 
For the first time, an American president will 
visit China . The ev«it eonkl toad to lUiHicrin 
of rdaHonB beHpeen two world pmrna. 

But the trip could also be only another sight- 
seeing toor. 

NIXON PLANS TO SEEK more normal 
relations between two countries that have 
been diplomatic and ideological enemies for a 
quarter of a eeotunr. In difition, he plans to 
CX€faange views with Chinese luaAprs on 
qaostions of^jnutual interest. 

It's hard ti imagine bow summit talks will 
improve relations in such a situation. When 
two groups with opposing views meet to iati- 
prove "normal relations", little is ac- 
complished because of the natural 
atOmoslties. Socii li tfae case of the two

It's hard to imagine, too, what questions of 
mutual interest will be discussed. Both 
countries have a large population. Both 
countries have internal strife. But what other 
mutualities exist?

Democrats on the right track

What Mudridc failed to mention is that the Republican 
Party has offarad no reforms, and is, in fact, against any 
refwros. Whgr is ibto? Primarily t>ecause the Republicans 
have a iiaviP«iidliiig suj^ly d cash. It is estimated that 
Ni»»ri cavipalgn aione will coat up to $50 million in 1972. 
(It wtm m mlWoa ia im) 

THE DEMOCRATS are at least attempting to bring 
about reforma. (Their motivaUon may be political, but 
thenunfcrtinately that Is generally the only way changes 
are acconpUsbed.) The limit of 120.4 million in the 
general Presidential ^tion is one begtudng. If tiie 
R^H^Ucans are so concerned about having no ceilings in 
ttie primaries or with labor supplying campaign 
assittaiioi, why don't th^ propoae their own com- 
prehensive reform meeairei? I vmdil certainly suimott 
their efforts. 

The Democrats in Congress are also attempting to place 
a limit of 10 cents a voter for general Presidential elec- 
tions. (The Nixon administration is also against this 
limitation ) Undoubtedly the present Congreasionnl ^ 
forts are far from perfect, but at least tbere it now action 
toward the right direction. 

Whether taxpayers should pay campaign expenses 
through taxes is a difficult and complex pr(4>lem. As it 
stands now, campaigra are financed by various big 
businesses, interest groupa and nqier-rich individuals,

A SPOKESMAN for the militant 
braiKh of the IRA said a truce 
would be accepted if the 
provincial government is 
dtolMnded, all Ireland united and 
all British influence removed.

The pnposal is a imjgtmm to 
those limitations. 

The proposal was drawn up by Harold; David 
Firytt, Telenetwork coordinator; and Harold AJfor^ 
dbeetm* of mntinuli^ educatioa 

Harold estimated that nest fall the expanded 
Telenetwork wUl serve 25 community outtets, as 
compared to 15 that K-State serves now. The dif- 
ference win be that the 25 outlets wlB be arranged 
into three mutually exclusive loops fed by one or 
more state institution originating stations. 

THIS PATTERN will enable three times as many 
courses to be offered, as several different courses 
csn be tought simultaneously over the three loops. 
No course will be offered over more than one loop 
per semester, but courses may be <rffered over 
different loops or loops may be renmuigied Mng 
different semesters. 

Loop patterns will depend on financial con- 
sldMwtioni, Harold said. Theoretically, outlets could 
be assigned to loops at random, but It Is mo^ 
economical to place all outlets In the same general 
vicinity on the same loop, he added.

Included with the proposal was an outline of 
TelenetwM-k costs. Fbced costs, including Une and 
equipment renUl, publicity moA ttlaries for ooo^ 
dinatan, wera osttmafid at note than in,OW per 
semestn*. 

In addition, instructors salaries were estimated to 
be $300 per credit hour (1900 per three-hour course). 
Using an arbitrary base of 10 classes offered at 20 
locations, a final operating cost of $5.24 per actual 
hour of operation at each outlet, plus $10 teadiing 
materials ooet, phis $300 per hour instructor fee^ was 
suggested for prime time operation. 

Prime operating hours were list^ as 4 to 10 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday, 4 to 7 p.m Friday and 9 
a.m. to noon Saturday. 

In the event that a school decides to b«:ome an

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THE EUROPEANS were 
agreeable in principle but 
demanded one extra U.S. con- 
cession: devaluation of the dollar, 
t^e French finance minftiter said 
that every time a country has 
been forced to take steps to adjust 
its trade, it has had to devalue its 
currency. There is no reason, he 
said, why the United States should 
not do likewise. 

Once the dollar devaluation is 
out of the way, the rest of the 
bargaining is on how much each 
other currency should be 
revalued.

Murray Fisher, who has worked for 
Playboy since 1962, casually smoked a 
pipe and looked urbane as a moderatm* 

read a lengthy list of names of men and 
women featured in past Playboy In- 
terviews, which Fisher "conceives, 
assigns, supervises the execution of and 
edite.'*

upon completion of the list 

In response to a question concerning the HmUad 
use of women In Playboy Interviews, the 39-year-old 
editor said be doesn't think enoui^ women have been 
placed In the ttmeUgbt ol publte affatra. 

"Women are not in roles they are qualified to 
play" because of image ol wife and mother that baa 
been tnstmed In them, be said 

Fisher added that he "has no particular resistence 
to the idea" of interviewing more womai but tbat a 
kt cf iramen iMve timed Playboy down **beeaiae 
ifs Playboy." 

The older women turn down offers because of the 
sexnal content — the young women beniue of the 
magazine's materialistic values, be said. 

FISHER SAID personalities featured in interviews 
are clioaen "In terms vt topicality as much as 
anything.

Nazi Party. 

Haley's first question in the interview was wh^ 
Rockwell had a silver-plated revolver at his side. 

Fisher said that by assigning a black to the in- 
terview, the hatred expneaed bf ilMfcwill was 
personalized 

**I knew the interview would show leaders who 
might sympUhhnwtthBoekweltwbatltlsUketobe 
Mack." 



FISHER CITED an interview ' 
being his favorite interview. 

"It was an extraordinary, powerful, impcntant 
human document," he said. "It changed the way I 
think about a lot of thing* — right and wreng; guilt 
and responsibility." 

Fisher said Interviewers are paid $2,000 for didr 
first interviews and an additional one lamdred 
dollars |dus nq^ienses for all following interviews. 

The Interviews usually take at least six hours of 
taped material but can go on as long as the U days 
spent interviewing Fidel Castro, he said. 

The interviewer practically had to say 'Excuse 
me, I have to catch a ptam^' to 8^1 him to atop 
talking," he said.

Publishing profs: best instructors?

Research and 
publication by college 
professors may sdmtdMe 
interesting classes but 
Uiere is some question as to 
bow much time publication 
takes away from teaching. 

Scmie criticlm has been 
raised that professors 
doing research for 
publication must turn their 
classes over to inex- 
perienctd graduate 
teaching assistants. 

But University officials beUeve 
that research for knowledge and 
publication of professors' findtngi 
generally help the Untvonlty aad 
ttie students. 

STUDENTS RECEIVE exciting 
tnstmetlien fron laoiilly members 
involved in research ai^ 
-gtoibUcaUon, WUUam SUmey, 
^ban of the GoOige of Arts and 
Sciences, said 
"Faculty membeis are en- 
te he active to

"The most exciting instructors 
are the ones that are involved in 
their field and are trying to create 
and uncover new knowledge. The 
faculty nwrnber doing rsseardi 
must realize what others are 
doing and be aware of new 
developments tal flw SUM ttey «e 
studying." 

There is a 40- year span between 
the time an average professor 
gets his first degree and the tbme 
of retirement, Stanly said. 

"Researdi is necessary to keep 
iitformed and keep the studento 
informed so they may be e<kicaled 
for itn." he said. "There are 
college professors who 
so involved in their work 
that Ihqr coiddn't cars has about 
students. There is an abstriute 
miramum of this kind of teacher at 
K-5tate and people who are so 
involved in their work should be at

The graduate assistants are 
supervised, consciratlous young 
peofrie looking for careers as 
collie teachers. They have 
enough seif-interert to do a good 
job and get the support of ttidr 
supervisors," he said.

— Anti-Marxist youths

The Marxist leader met with his 
Natioiial Security Council after 
ordering Oiestate of tmorgflocy In 
Santiago Province as a measure 
to bead off diaor^rs springing 
from a women^s mardi Wed- 
nesday night to protest food 
shortages and the visit of Fidel 
Castra 

The Cuban prime minister has 
been vliitiiig Chile more than 
three weeks. 

THE WOMEN'S march turned 
into fitting between tuppotters 

and opp<xvents of Allende' s leftist 
coalition govemm«it Wedn^day 
night and early Thursday.

The government banned street 
parades and demonstrations and

THEY HAD planned a rally in 
suppfHTt of fellow anti-Marxists at 
the Univa-sity of CUIe, dterupted 
for more than a month because of 
a sbuggle between Marxists and 
anti-Marxists for control of the 
university. 

Roving bands of anti-Mandi^ 
brought traffic in this capital to a 
near standstill. The youths stood 
at street comers challmging riot 
police to attack. 

One group of riot police cor- 
nered half a dozen youths in front 
of a newspaper stand and best 
theiTi with clubs.

said. "A good professor rarely 

gains superiority from just good 
teaching. He just doesn't bring 
national prestige to the university 
on his good teaching merits. The 
best universitiK with the highest 
regard are those with faculties 
who publish a great deal," he said. 

"K-State and the other Kansas 
universities have a ways to go 
before they can achieve 
prominence. There are people 
here that are reeogniied fai iMr 
field through research and 
publicatkn, but ym never can 
have enough of fhem," he sail 

"There is a tendency for a 
university in the position of K- 
State and other Kansas schools to 
focus on mmhare of publicatione 
rather than quality. In univer- 
sities of moderate stature it 
stands to reason they must settle 
for anytfah« lhatis pufaUibed," he 
said. 

ADMINISTRATORS would like 
to place equal weight on teaching, 
research, and service but it is 
difficult because teaching does not 
show the physical evidence that 
reaeareh does, Dcmald Hoyt, 
professor of mliicatioiial 
r^ources, said. 

"A social service, sudh as 
teaching, where the criteria shift 
all the time, is hard to measure in 
terms of quality," he said. 
"Research and publication, radio 
broadcasts, and speeches ^ve 
university admioliteateni een- 
crete feedback." 

In a report published by the 
Olflce ol Educational Research, 
the inter- relationships between 
publication and teaching were 
stuiied. 

"A common assertion among 
those who believe emphasis on 
r^earch detracts from teaching 
effectiveness is that the faculty 
reward system is out of balance. 
According to this point of view, 
salaries and rank are determined 
almost exclusive^ by publication. 
The faculty member who con- 
centrates his energies on teadiing 
is overlooked when recom- 
mendations for advaneenieat are 
made." Hoyt pan

Douglas issued the stay until 
Jan. 6 pending a legal test of the 
1971 draft law. 

It was only in Southern 
California, because of Douglas' 
order, that inductions were lialted 
diort of the iiuota, liie vysteni

MIAMI — Several hundred thousand cheering, 
flag-waving CUbam gava Prima lOiiiater FIdd 
Castro a manive wdcome home Sunday from 
what he considers highly successful visits to Cliila, 
Peru and Ecuador, Havana Radio said. 

Castro arrived at Jose Marti Intematlanal 
Airport in the Rtissian-bQilt airliner wiiiGli took 
him to Santiago for a wide ranging 23-day stay in 
ChOe and official talks with Marxist Ptatident 
Salvador AUende. 

Leaving Santiago early Saturday, Castro^s Ugh 
ranking delegation made stopovers In lima, Peru, 
and Guayaquil, Ecuador, for meetings with 
government leaders which appeared to strengthen 
the possibility of a renewal of diplomatic relations 
between Cuba and those two countries. 

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia — At least 100 
Cambodians were killed or wounded in fighting 
Sunday and messages from the northeastern front 
said hundreds of Khmer soldiers died during last 
week's headlong retreat north up W0nmf t 
between Baray and Kompong Thorn. 

A Cambodian spokesman, Capt. Chhang Song, 
said about 50 Khmer soldiers had been killed or 
wounded hi the battle dose to the Cambodian 
capital's northwestern dty limits, where the town 
of Bat Doeung has been under attack since before 
dawn Saturday. Bat Doeung is 16 miles from the 
center of Phnom Penh. 

Ihe spokesman said the town was stUl holding 
out against enemy attacks. Most of Sunday's fire 
into the town came torn North Vietnamese or Viet 
Cong mschine guns, be reportad. 

ROME — Italy's divorce law was a year old last 

week. It may not have a second anniversary. 

Major parties of both left and the right are trying 
to draft a substitute law. Unless they succeed, 
antidivorce forces plan to go through with a 
referendum they hope will afeorogate the law. 

Crusading Catholics have collected about 1.4 
million signatures, almost three times the number 
needed to bring a nationwide referendum, but 
most parties hope to avoid this. 

WASHINGTON — Congress is heading toward 

another end-of-session showdown over the em- 
battled foreign-aid program with the outlook much 
in doubt. 

At the heart of the mattw Is the insistence by 

senior members of the Senate Foreign RelationB 
Committee, led by Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, that the House take a direct vote on his 
amendment calling for total U.S. withdrawal from 
Indochina in six mmths. 
Ito demand has been resided by House lesders. 

BELFAST, Northern Ireland — The highest 
death toll from a single act of violence in Northern 
Ireland in the past two years rose to 16 Sunday 
when another body was uncovered in ttie rMSm of 
a bombed-out bar, 

A member of the British Parliament, a veteran 
of World War II who joined in the overnight search 
for survivors, dedared: 'Hiis Is the most heart 
breaking sight I have ever seen in my life." 

Police said in addition to 16 killed, IS 
were injivedi five of them seriously. 



WOODSIDE, Calif. — Elgen Long drcled the 
globe alone in his twin-engine airplane to set eight 
worid records, and now aJl he can thhik about is 
some rest. 

"I've completed my dream," the commercial 
pilot said after landing at the end of a 28-day 
Odyssey, the first man to fly solo around the world 
over bo& poles. 'Tve done just about everything I 
wanted to do ; it*s been very worthwhile," he told a 
crowd that greeted him at San Francisco In- 
ternational Airport after a 14-hour flight from 
Hawaii. 

From his 9S,000-miIe journey in a Piper Navajo, 
Long claims records including the first to circle 
the world alone via both poles, first to fly from the 
North to the South Pole, first solo flight across 
Antarctica, and first fUght to cross the equator at 
both the Greemrich Bferidian and tta to- 
tmatioiial DtttdfaM.

THE PAPERS, typewritten on both sides, 
contain a chronologteal list of Us life's ac- 
tivities. The list is impressive: "directed 
unemployment relief for one million Negroes 
in North Carolina" during the depression; 
organized first integrated American L^on 
Posts in south; "35 years of slate and 
federal govtmniaitseivice;" and mm, imidli 
more. 

"1 was a singer too for a while — a pretty 
good one. Traveled all through the states and 
then I went to England. There I stayed with an 
English family while I looked for a job. It was 
rough and I couldn't fmd anything until one 
day I met Jack Johnson, Urn great !fegro 
boxer." 



He tells how Johnson got him a Job singing 
at the Palladium in London, where he stayed 
for a year. His memory is amazing. Dates, 
names, places all come back to him easily, as 
if they had hi^ipaied the day befbre. 

'It was after the war fliat the gofvenior of 
Norfli GaroUna askad me to be dbector of the 

state's division of Negro welfare. I remember 
the headline in the paper — 'Yankee Negro 
Named Welfare Director."* 

He laughs at the remembrance. 

"They were more upset I was a yankee than 
that I was a Negro." 

IT WAS yMe be held this position that he 
receivcNd a telegram form President Roosevelt 
in 1934 asking him to become a special 
assistant to ttie Secretary of Labor. He went to 
Wasfahigton |o h^ cr«ate jobs f or ftogioet 
during die dtpmloii. 

'*I was one of sevml Negroes Roosevelt 
brought into the government. They called us 
the black cabinet. We used to get together and 
plan how to get programs for the Negro 
(hrougli the §ommmm.'* 

Ha remained in the Labor DeiiartmenI untQ 
vm, working for ttiree prerid»li. 

''Boosavelt was a complete president. He 
spoke several languages and was a very 
impressive man. But I liked Truman best. He 
was the most human. He didn't go to college — 
maybe that helped." 

He smiles at his joke and then explains how 
he also knew Jobn Kamiai|y. 

'Tve been doee to an the Kennedys — knew 
them since they were kids in Boston. I had 

been forced to retire in 1957 because someone 
found a rule that said you had to retire at 70.

SGA evaluation unreasonable 



Editor; 

I would like to compliment the SGA on its recent 
rldtcdoui teaclier-class evaluation. How can it judge a 
class (procedures, goals, attitude, atmosphere and ef- 
fectiveness) plus the teacher (ideas, ability, s^le and 
"right" to contiraie teaching) sufficiently ^ou^ to be 
used as a guideline for ttudnitt in IqUowing semesters — 
all in 28 questions? 

It's amazing to me how sucb a professional job can be 
done by these underctoiOTMW and graduate stoients in the 
SGA office. 

Evahiating teadiers defiottoly needs to be done — but 
not by the use of one-sided, inconclusive answers to stupid 
questions. Only the student's education and tbe teadier's 
popularity can be hurt by abiding by this survey. Easier 
good atrntsphere-less hwnework-^pe fl a iSM wiU lUle 
over classes of a learning nature. 

For example — every instructor is interestlflS and 
uninteresting. Some teachers use many meHndl of 
teaching — lecture, demonstratiim, questions. The SGA 
didn't find out what encourages students to learn and is 
interesting — but simfdy that a teacher was found 
"guilty" of being uninteresting 101 to 100. 

Work amounts also vary. One outside assignmeai per 
semester mightseem "reasonable" but does tUs quMttcn 
find out if learning went on or if that one assignment was a 
farce. 

RECOMMENDATIONS OF teachers and dasses Is a 
joke, too. Anybody will recommend daues which are 
easier or less demandii« that others. Some will advise 
taking classes where learning takes place. No r^uwnable 
conclusions can be drawn from the questions — only yea 
and noB, interesting and uninteresting. 

No person can be evaluated to any extent in ffi questions 
— especially a teacher. His class is an extension of 
himself. To imderstand what goes on in a class one must 
understand the teacher. No qMSOttty or quali^rof 
quratioojiaires can judge a studlB^ MMlier w vag Mter

Officials see 'brave new University'

Administration ducks parking issue

Id the enier M todiQr*t paper you wffl find 

another shot at the K-State parkbig problem. 

We think this attempt is different, more 
thorough than those that have been run before. 

TwentyKuie r^rters conducted more than 
55 interviewf and wgmA neaily 70 hours 
completuig research to pnpm tMr porttaas 
of the supplement. 

It should be noted that we had the full 
cooperation of the adndnlglritloo, who made 
themselves avallaMe for 

THE RESEARCH HAS D18CU 
glaring inequities and, with a Urn exoeptionSt 
an unbelievably obstinate refusal on the part 
of certain administmtors to adoiowledge the 
paikuig problem. 

The datft eompUed fay te OlSee for 
University Planning and CapMil GoiiatructiDn 
on campus parking loli la April 1971 rtveait 
these inequities. 

ITie approxunately 3,800 students who 
bought parking permlto Ails fall competie for 
1,477 parking spaces, more than two cars per 
space. The 2,600 faculty and staff cars have 
nearly 2,100 parking spaces, almost a one to 
one ratio. 

Now this is not really too bad wh» one 
remembers that faculty and staff members 

must pay $10 for their parking permits. 

However, the sitwation is not quite that 
simple. 



IHERE ARE FIVE LOTS marked for 
students that faculty and staff members are 
also authorized to use. These lots 
(cdored pan in Oie traffic and secunly 
reguiaUoBa) contain more than aoo spaces. If 
these spaces are added to the faculty and staff 
total and subtracted from the student total, 
the student ratio becomes better than three 
ears per space while the faculty and stair 
improves to mM flmi mm ipaea pff car. 

That sucks. 

Hie situation with students and faculty who 
have the free ID stickers is even more 
ridfccukMis. 

Thffe is a grand total of 559 parking spaces 
available at the back of the West Stadium lot 
and in the Call Hall lot for the 6,800 student 
and faculty cars without parking iiermits. 
'llMre ase also spaces noEth^f the Call Hall 
lot, but parking thert is Uka wiAdng ftam 
JanUne Terrace. 

Hiis means that there are more than 6,000 
cars which must be parked somewhere near 
the campus. A portion of these cars belong to 
people who live in apsrtaMnts, fraternities 
and sororities close to the campos raid are not 
part of the problem. 

The large majority, however, must be 
parked on the side streets ac^acent to the 
campus.

WorthwhilB — but never easy

Nothing worthwhile is ever easy. 

Around 3,000 youths from 24 States gathered 
in Chicago last week-end to gtva b&th to a 
National Youth Caucus. 

TOEY ARRIVED FROM New York and 
Georgia and Texas and Minnesota and 

Kansas. They were black and brown and red 
and white, male and female. They wore long 
hair and boots and beards and beads and 
ponchos afoA skirts and tattered jeans and 
pressed suits. 

But they were all young and idealistic. 

Perhaps too idealistic. Many thou^t that 
nearly 3,000 delegates could agree to some 
definite resolutions on specific issues and that 
pertiaps all 3,000 would consider backing one 
camSdate for the 1972 presidential dectkm. 
Some were a bit idealistic to tiiink thm could 
be equal representation among 25 million new 
voters, including college students, workhig 
youths^- aiKl high school students. 

TOEY MAY HAVE BEEN YOUNG, but 
they were not alike. They had individual 
defmitions of democrapy and working within 
the system and they eadi had their own causes 
to siqiport. And in raangr cases they were 
angry. 

— The black caucus bdlaved Ifaegr ware 
granted onty token lepresentatlfln at tiie 

conventioa. 

— The Chlcano caucus objected that no 
attempt was made to secure nattonaUy-known 

Chicano speakers. 

— Women's lib caucus, noting that women 
make up 51 per cent of the voting population, 
united to insure equal represwtatkn among 
delegates to national nominatfaig con- 
ventions. 

— The American Indians wanted their 
voices heard too. 

Some €i the caucuses interrupted the 



scheduled speakers in trying to be heard. The 

black caucus and the Chicano caucus were 
asked to leave if tiiey did not want to wait until 
later to speak. And they left. 

AND TBE DELEGA1ES who remained did 
not always agree. They preferred different 
candidates, they were members of different 
parties and they took different sides on 
national issues. 

But they were aU fliere wtth one thing In 
mind — **to daim a share of the power to the 
American political system." 

Power not for themselves, but for what they 
believe in — an end to the war ; a reordering of 
national priorities to attack poverty, 
education and pollution; a stable economy; an 
evening of political parties to disfranchised 
classes; an end to a deceitful government; an 
end to the administration of Richard Nixon. 

And ttiey aU left prepared ; prepared to tdce 
back then- awareness to their respective 
states to attempt to get young people chosen 
as delegates to the nominating convention in 
*72. They came as individuals; tliey left as a 
movenMnt. 

TOE BIRTH OF the National Youth Caucus 
exemplifies anything struggling for its first 
few moments d Ufe. There were bitter 
arguments, hurt feelings, in some Instances 
an unwillingness to compromise and a s^U 
desire to see only the goals of certain talons 
become reality. 

And the youth caucus wiU continue to feel 
growing pains as It develops Into a mature 
organization. It will be hard work. For some, 
the work will seem ftitile; some will be met by 
forceful opposition. 

The youth of America have a long way to go 
belore their power is felt — they need 
organization, cooperation, perseverence and 
patience to see tint yoimg peopla are not left 
out of politics. 

But notldng worthwhile is ever easy.

Nelson, head of traffic and security, is well 
aware of the situation and brieves addlttonal 
space should be made available for parking 
but unfortunately his voice, like that of the 
students, is being ignored. 

Ihere is an old army saying that goes, "Do 
sonmetfaing, even If If s wrong." Our able ad- 
ministrators seem to have reversed that to 
"Do nothing, even if it's right'

other staphylococcal skin in- 
fections and acne, and lacking 
sut>stantial effectiveness as a 
vaginal douche and for treating 
dironle eczema, wounds and 
bums. 

The stwty found the chemical 
lacked eftSectiveoesi as an "aid to 
personal hygiene," a phrase seen 
as opening the door for an inquiry 
into (he use of hcxacUorophene in 
aerosd deodorants and feminine 
hygiene sprays, Uamed by many 
doctors for stin and membiane 
irritations. 

"FURTHER STUDIES will be 
necessary to determine the 
ultimate usefulness of 
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hexachlorophene prepara tions, ' ' 
the FDA said. 

Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader last week urged the FDA to 
remove hexachlorophene 
products from the open maitet 
and matte them prescription 
item?;.

loU from the 4,000, tewer than i,»)u student 
spots are on campus. These oddi explain 
why some frustrated students scornfully 
call paridng permite "taunting licenses." 



WHAT ARE the problems? 

Many complaints are aimed at the dif- 
ficult In parking clue to destinations, 
space dlstributioM between faeut^ and 
student drivers and enforcement of 
r^idations. 

Troubles In finding convenient spaces 
spring directly from space shortages. "We 
simply don't have enough spaces to take 
care of all the can ttiat want to park ckae 
in," Monroe Funk, chairman of liieK<Stnte 
traffic committee, raiplained. 

**If 0ils same sttuatloR were In ttie ndddle 
of Kansas City, I don't think anybody'd 
complain," Funk continued "People often 
crnie here tnm very small towns, wlure 
parking is bad when they can't parktefrvnt 
of the store tfa^ want to go ta 

"I^rt of our problem Is we are big and 
urban and itUI fhlnk too rural,'* Fndi Mid. 

THERE'S NEVER time when a student 

can't find a place if he's willing to walk 
some distance, Funk added. But that 



distance cmn be maddening for a etodcot 

late for an «am or a vital meeting. 

For the fbrat time, traffic officials are 
getting reports Oiat large lots, such as the 
West Stadium lot, are ftfll at peak times. 
This indicates that tbis semester's problem 
may be the worst la years, d«q»ito in- 
creased bicycle on. 

"We have 1,000 more students than ever 
before and haven't added any extra 
parking, so it's bound to be worse," Paul 
Nels4m. chief of traffic and securl^, said. 
"And It'D continue to get worse." 

And despite the tight economy, Funk 
believes the number of cars has risen even 
more man Ae student body. 

SOME OBSERVERS SHIFT much of the 
blame for space shmrteges to permit 
holders who live within a few blocks of 
campus and still drive. 

Kurt Undahl, clalrman of the Student 
Senate traffic and parking committee, has 
launched a survey to plot where permit

"You don't have a parking problem if you 
don't have a air," a freshman sakl 
recently. 

If you are not in the elite category 
mentioned 1^ that freshman, then you 
might have a problem. 

The problem with parking is in finding a 
place when you need one. Usually students 
need to park just before their first eten. 
Most classes at K-State are in the morning 
and rarely does a student not need to be on 
campus by at least 10:30. The problem 
comes when students come to the campus 
and don't leave unUl they are finished with 
their last class — usualty in the middle of 
the afternoon. A study of a line schedule 
u tl) show a heavy concentration of dassee 
from 8:30 until 2:30 With fewer classes at 
other times. 

HEAVIEST DEMANDS for parking 

pl.ices come between 9 a.m. until ap- 
proximately 1:45 p.m. At 9:45, parking 
places are scarce. But how scarce are ^ey 
and where are parking spaces? 

An informal survey of parking lots oa two 
separate days, on a Thursday momiiv 
after 11 and on a Wednesday morning 
around 9:30, verified that few parking 
idaces can be found. On ttie Wednesday 
there were approximately 150 spaces 
available for student cars. These spaces 
were all in the unpaved portioi of West 
Stadium lot The spaces were available for 
any steff, faculty, student, or visitor. No 
otho' student iteees w«e avattafale on 
campus. 

The only faculty-staff parking lots on 
^^<ampus that remained iniflUed were bk 
'Wfcf.rtion A faculty parking area. Hira* were 
n parking places vacant in lot No. 23 
beMnd Umberger HalL There were no 
other availabte parking areas exoept for 10 



unfilled reserved parking stalls scattered 
jlbout the campus. The nurv^ included 
every major parking lot on campus and 
most minor lots. 

Parking around the campus was heavily 
cmoentrated In a two-Uodt radhn. ta some 
cases it woidd have been shorter for the 
driver to park in West Stadium bt at the 
farttiest point and waft to canq^ rattier 
&m to paxk off-campus and walk. 

THE PARKING LOTS were not IDled to 

capacity but c(»ild have been if everyone 
had chosen to park on University property. 
The special dormitory paved lots were 
filled to capacity and the unpaved lots left 
no more than 45 parking spaces fOr other 
cars. 

The later survey conducted on a Thurs- 
day yielded better propsects on the 
parking ouflodc. There were about 300 
paiktng spaces on campus other than those 
available in the West Stadium lot Only 35- 
phjs €i these were avaUable for student 
cars. The others were scattered in fte 
faculty-steff lots around campus. 

Apin« a large number of puking spaces 
appeared in faculty section "A" — 
especially in lots Nos. 27 and 30. There were 
few available perking spaces for faculty In 
sections "C" and "D." Faculty section "B" 
parkers also have the West Stadium lot 
available f«r use. 

DORM RESIOENTB must register their 
(»rs wtOi the Traffic Office In the same way 
as other students. Parking permits are then 
applied for ttirou^ the individual hatb and 
are issued through the hoioing office 

Although no more dorm permits are sokl 
than Oie number of places allotted, ttie 
permits are based on a priority system. 
Each application tockides informatioQ on 



physical disabilities, classification, 
position in the hall, number of yeais of 
dorm Uvtng and otiwr iirfannatton wU^ 
the applicant feds important 

Each hall parking committee evahiates 
the applications and decides on ^o to Issue 
the places allotted for that hall. The 
applications are signed by the committee 
and taken to the housing office whoe a 
perndt may be pur^aaed for IB. 

STUDENTS WITH permits can park in 
any student lot that has an empty space. 
Faculty and steff must park in a lot that is 
within their area or park off-campus 
r^ardless of available spaces in an ad- 
joining faculty section. Faculty and staff 
members are assigned sec ti (His according 
to where they work. 

For some faculty -staff personnel it is only 
SOO feet to their lot, while faculty-staff in 
another section may have to waMt ttuee or 
four times that distance to reach their 
assigned* lot There are 12 major faculty- 
staff- only parking lota on campus. There 
are five lots which are diared by facuWy, 
steff and studente. 

There are numerous small lote 
(Bstributed on campus that are faculty-staff 
only, but the only student-only lot is part ol 
the parking area south of the Union. There 
are three lots where anyone with an ID 
stidcer can park. One is 1^ the tennis courts 
and out of range for dassrooaohwalking 
range for most. The remaining two usually 
have spaces available. One is the West 
Stadium lot and the other is the lesa^ 
dependable lot No. 7 west of Call Hall. The 
two lots are well s^»arated and either 
would provide parking space within 
walking distance to most canpuo 
dassrooms.

Professors would have an utfair 
disadvantage if they had to compete in open 
lots with students, some professors claim, 
since nuiny htstnictors don't arrive on 
campus until late to the mondng. 

THE THIRD PROBLEM is one that 
usually grabs headlines in any setting. It's 
(he parktoig violators. 

Funk thinks K-State police are more 
lenient than at many other scboois. At one 
univovlty, campus police search garages 
within several blocks of the campus te lMdb 
drivers of non-roistered vehicles. 

Some studente are faigankiui system- 
beaters. Some post false notes of car 
trouble, others leave the car running with 
the hrunk open and stfU ottim {M*op ttie hood 
up and stroll to class in time for their tests. 

Often, boweva-, serious appeals are 
voiced. 

LAST SPRING, Mike Sweet sopbomtne 
in animal husbandry, accumulated ITS to 
non- registration fines, though he claimed 
the registration booth was not set up while 
he was In the fieldhouse 

Since he thwjght he had taken the 
required steps by indicating his car's 
presence on Us eiurolbnmft form, he in- 
terpreted the tidtets as errors. 

After compteining, Sweet sUU was 
required to pay |M. He ttien sto|iped 
payment on the check. He refused to 
cooperate since he said he was not allowed 
to file a formal appeal. 

When threatened witti eapilslaD from K- 
State, Sweet paid. 

Space shortages, allotment of parking 
rights and enforcement squabbles — ifr 
terrelated problems create the central 
hassle.

periences. 

ADMINISTRATORS WHO had attended 
Big Ten universities said that K-Slate's 
pariting situation was sati sfa c t ory to 
minor. Ndson cited one extreme case at the 
Universlfy of Michigan where only seven 
parlting stalls exist around its football 
stadium. Yet, it continuously draws lOO.OM 
fans, many who are forced to walk or ride a 
bus fmm as far away as 79 Uecks. 

Those K-State administrators who 
considered campus parking moderately 
severe general^ agree Hist cnongli paritfa^ 
stalls are available. However, it is the 
convenience factw of how far they are 
forced to waBi that eauaes ttie (Hseontfert 



"Tlie normal traffic habit is to start 
looking for a stall as close as possible to the 
building and gradually move out towards 
the perim^ of Ite campus.*' 



SfyLimONS TO the parking problem 

are numerous and varied. A majority of the 
administnitoni favor tine elimination of 
both student and faculty parking, thus 
limiting the interior campus to bicycles and 
pedestrians only. The oniy vehicles allowed 
would be to speclsl and emarttns 
faculty and prlvillgad sftMlsilfti wmk as tte 
handicapped. 

Some administratcKS argue (hat on^ 
students should be pr<^ibited from campus 
parking because of the demands on the 
faculty's time. While students experience 
parking discomfort for four years, faculty 
must endure parking hassles fer IS to M 
years, they exi^ained. 

Also, various faculty and administrators 
have university duti^ that require the use 
of Oi^ cats fer lta(|u«it trips sad are OB a 



The faculty 

Faculty members seam to have no 

problem findinp a place to park — if they 
are on campus before eight each morning. 

Many faculty members arrive at the 
University between 7:30 and B a.m. when 
life is at a standstill compared to the 8:15 
rush to classes. Faculty members say they 
do have trouble finding paridng spaces 
when tiiey arrive after S a.m. 

Of the M fSCUt^ members questioned, 12 
drove to campus, seven walked, and five 
alternated about equally between driving 
and waHUi^ 

MOST OF THE faculty members who 
said they walk to campus live witMn a mile 
of the Universi^. The distance of those who 
drove each day varied from four blocks to 
four miles. The faculty members who drove 
about half the time lived about a mile and a 
half from campus.

Gettii^ up late was one reason that some

A faculty couple who live four blocks 
from campus found driving to school easier 
than walking because it is quicker. They 
didn't favor a compulsory walking 
regidation for students and faculty living 
within a certain radius of campus because 
"anyone who has a car has the right to 
drive it" 

Faculty mmnliers who park In ttie small 

restricted lots near their class buildings 
escape the frustration of finding a space fw 
their cars.

ment, said he didn't think there was any 
parking iN-oblem this year. He drives about 
half the time and paifcs te ths tot bcUnd 
Cardwell Hall. 

"I usually parte in the tot by Justin," Don 
Leonard, famify and child development, 
said. "If I'm not there Iqr s a.ni. I paili by 

the chapel," 

Another faculty member by-psfscd tlie 
campus parking problera fagr lesi^ llir 

air on a side street. 

"It's almost impossible to get out of a lot 
at 5 p,m." she said, **and this way I don*t 
have to pay the Hit fee lor a v'ukktg 

sticiter." 

She thought bikes were the answer to the 
crowded perking lots, but added that she 
doesn't ride her new bike to campus 
because she is afraid it will be stokn. 

THE MAJORITY of faculty members 
questioned were not in favor of a 
requirement for everyone within a certain 
radius of campus to walk to the University 
instead of driving- 

*'That kind of niling would be difficult to 
enforce and woidd result in hard feelings," 
Jake Smaltz, industrial ^gineering, said. 
"Parking slwukl be on a first-come, first- 
served basb." 

Bhatia sakl walking should be left to ttie 
individual's own initiative because a 
compulsory ruling would ereste luurdsh^ 

"The freezing weather could make a guy 
sick," he commented "And people who are 
getting older should not be forced to walk." 

He added that people should definitely 
wale to classes during heavy snows 
because of the driving hazards at such 

times. 

FACULTY MEMBERS who approved a 
compuls{H7 walking regulation were those 
members who walked to campus at least 
part of the time. Most of them stipulated 
exceptions to the ruling; there were clr- 
cumstonces which a student or a faculty 
member needed to drive once in a while; 
and faculty men^rs, tb^ said, should 
have more paitiag prlTttegM tluui 
students. 

"I think there are certain demands and 
responsibilities on faculfy to be here every 
day," Francis OcawlSr4 phylies dsptft 

ment, said. 

He added that faculty have greater rights 
Oian stodents because of rank. 

Lee Railsback, assistant dean in 
vetoinary medicine, said he strongly 
favored ail students and faculty wi&in a 
half mile of campus to walk. However, he 
commented that faculty memb«s who "do 
quite a tnt of shuffling around" should be 
aOoived to Mm 



doae time schedule. Tlianfere, ftwtdty 

members advocate on-campus oarkinE or 
ready access to state-owned cars. The 
latlir wetfd require a Inns tevestesflk ttril 
maintenance budget, 

A less popular paiiiing raned^ favors llie 
banning of all veblcttlBr aetivi^ from 
student and / or faculty living withm a one 
mile radius of campus. Those resklents 
affected would he foreed to wall er riis 
faicj^les. 

VELSON SPECULATES that K-State 
will be either a pedestrian campus of a 
vehicular campus. 

"We can't get by with the present set-up 
very much longer," be said. **Fw years 
we've just heen putting out brush fires but 
this year it's reached epidemic proportiona. 
We SbouM have done something earlier." 

If Instate remains a vAicular campus, it 
will lye neceuary to make streets one way 
and construct more parking lots along the 
outlying areas of campus. Nelson said. 

If a pedestrian campus remits. Nelson 
favors emergency whicles only wttii a 
shuttle bus service orginating from the 40 
acre parking lot at KSU Stodium. This, 
however, would require a mintamim of ^ 
buses lea \ i Tig ;it five to 10 minute intervals 
during the rush hours of 7: 304:30 a.m.. 
11:30a.m.-l:30 p.m. and4:9IM;3ep.m. Tbe 
huge investment and maintenance MBiS 
are major deterrents to this plan. 

ANOTHER POSSmiUTY, Nelson points 

out, is to construct a high rise mtiUt-layered 
parking lot Besides the exMSsive cost, 
Nelson explained that a h^h rise structure 
requires fast entrances and eidts to ac- 
commodate a large number of cars, 

"If we built a high rise in the Union lot, 
cars would be backed way up 17th Street 
and it would take 20 minutes to get in and 
out," Nekon sakl. "People would use it 
once and then forget it" 



Netoon said that visitors often violate 
parlcing regulatfoai^ especially in front of 
Anderson Hall. Wm could be alleviated, he 
said, by adl&ig a one-row parking terrace 
on the east lawn of Anderson Hall. The 
stalls would include parking meters and 
would be exclusively for visitors. 

Another possibility, according to Nelson, 
is to stagger the waking hours for faculty 
and staff. Storting hours could he^ at 
7::t0. 7:4S and 8:(M a.m.; noon hours at 
11:30,11:45, I2:00andcl06ingtimesat4:30, 
4:45 and 5:00 p.m One problem would be 
Kynchrtmizing work hours for fau^iandsand 
their wives who both work on campus. 

A SAFETY VALVE paridng lot in die 
center of campus could also be constructed 
for impatient persons unable to locate a 
perkii^ stall, Nelson proposed. The fee for 
parking in the exclusive area would be **a 
oou|Ae of dollars." 

"We couM atao price many cars out of 
existence by raising the parking permit 
prices," Ndson continued. "However, It 
wouM give the wealthy an advantage 
which is contrary to the purpose of a land 
grant institotion." 

The possibility of banning sophomnres 
from {Staining parking permits, like the 
current freshman policy, has been 
diseussed, A nation-wide poll, howevor, 
shows that such a ruling does not gain a 
substantial number of spaces. 

"Two years ago we tried to discourage 
stodents from buying parking permits 
when they went through enrollment," 
Ndson remarked. "We toki them it woukl 
be nothing more than a hunting license. We 
were successful in discouraging them at 
first but they all started coming in and 
buying permits about two irodcs later. 
They would rather pay five dollars for a 
permit to park only a half-dozen times on 
campus rattier than get several fiun." 



The visitors 



Visitors' cars are an unwelcome sight 
to many K>State students and faculty. 

Visitors have the unrestricted privil^e 
of parking just about anywhere on campus. 

Although two small lots are designated 
strictly for visitors, the guest cars are 
permitted anywhere witbaat wovty of a 
ticket or fine. 

Tbe two designated areas are lot SS^ west 
of the old stadium lot and lot S, east of the 
AU Faith ChapeL 

VBITOR PARKING is definitely a 
problem, but there is noway to enforce it" 
Nelson admitted. "It states on the bottom of 
ttieir ticket that visitors are welcome and 
they should hand ttie ticket to an officer 
wlio will void it" 

More than 14.000 visitors visit ttie K-State 
campus during the ichool year to attend tlie 
nearly 75 conferences held, Mike 
Williamson, assistant director to €«»• 
tinuing Education, said. 

Williamson stated ttiat most of ttfiese 
conferences, which run anywhere from one 
day to two weeks, are in the K-State Unioa 

On October 15 there were 44 visitors* cars 
parked in the K-State Union parking lot 
Thirty-three of these had 8|iaces in the 
section nearest the building. 

On October 21 there were 25 spaces takm 
vislttog (ars to the Union lot 

VISITORS, TOO. have de^te views on 

campus parking facilities. 

'"nie student space on the K<State 
campus is quite limited," Ms. Tom Hall, 
Olathe, said. "I believe you definitely need 
more room." 

Ms Hall said they had a little trmMe 
finding a space, but eventually did 

Here for the annual Kansas Extension 
Service Conference, Ms. Hall was given a 
small sUcker from ttie traffic office upon 
arrival to allow her to park anywhere on 
campus. 

"I (ton't know what you could do as a 
soluUon," Ms. HaU said. "It doesnrttook as 
if there is even any roon to «cpuid 
faciUtiH." 

MS. Hall believed stodento sbouM be 
aOowed to park on campus, however 

"I tttink it is die stodento* privilege to be 
able to parit where he can find the spsee^" 
she said. 



.lACK SMITH, Leavenworth, also 
believes K-State has a parking problem. 

"I parked at the Ramada, but walking 
through the Union lot, 1 noticed no im- 
mediate parking visable," he said. 
"Ideally, you like to seek parking such as at 
a supermarket with several open spaces." 

Dick Kubik, Colby, was somewhat upset 
at the fnesent parking situatioa 

"TTiere are all kinds of problems," he 
stoted, "1 was unable to find space in the 
Unkin lot and had to go to the West Stailiam 
area. 

"I was further upset when I found they 
bad torn out tte bridge connecting the kit 
with the ciaipiu»" he added. 

SAM GLASS, a salesman fnm CMUbt' 
nia. disagreed that K<St^ had asQr Und of 
a parlting problem. 

"I have traveled around and visited 
several campuses and the problem hnre is 
not different than anywhere else. 

"The University of Texas did have a 
problem but solved it through inter-campus 
drives," Glass said. 

■ The lots are stationed at various 
positions on the outside of campus with 
police stationed at the entrances who thne 
visitors and regulate student parking," 
Glass explained. "The University of 
Oklahoma has this same system." 

Glass said that he had very Utile troiiile 
parking at K State.

While some of the student cars carry K-

**WB SAW THE parking problem 
dev^apinc when K-State was a school of 
R.MO." Ms Dean H, Stewart, 1437 LeGore 
Une, said. "Studies were made abcut it at 
that time but nothing ever was done." 

The residents of one residential street — 
the 1400 block of LeGore Lane — *d do 
something about their problem. 

Their block — a noTth-south street 
located one block mst erf the Derby 
resMence hall complex — was plagued for 
years with students who used thdr deadoid 
street for "storage parking.'* 

According to Ms, Stewart, many of the 
students who parked on the streets were 
residence hall freshmen who were not 
allowed to park their cars in dorm lots. 

"The cnes that I talked to were very nice 
boys who just had no place to put thehr cars, 
but yet they wanted their car for weekend 
dates or for going home," she ei^laiiied. 

"We didn't mind if they left their car for 
an hour or two," Ms. Stewart added, "but to 
leave it for a whole week caused 
problems.*' 

The students' cars left no room for the 
resklents' visitors. For those who had no 
driveways, it meant no parking at aH 

TO CORRECT the situation, 17 of the 18 
I^eGore Lane homeowners pmented a 

petition to the City Commission requesting 
that parking be restricted between 8 a.m. 



and S p.m. The "no paifctaig" < 

pasaed for the period 8 a.m. to noon. 

In addition to complaints of "storage 
pafldi«." residents toM (he commisrion of 
improper parking that blocked driveways 
and street and of abusive language and 
noise when rt udaiii trampled through 
yards to dstins ill Ite aariy houn «f the 
morning- 

"There are times when yon have to have 

some privacy," Ms. Earl Farmer of 1427 
LeGore Lane, explained, "and that's dif- 
ncidt when your yard is Uke Grand Central 
Station at any hour of the day or night.'* 

WHILE MANY off-campus students have 
tittle contrd over their street parking, 
stude n t s li V ing In apartment oom^ciat are 

better off, 

"We provide parking stidGers for the 
sbidents so that the cars can he identified, " 
Robo't F. Logan, owner ef Wildcat Inn 
apartments, said, "and MkMients more or 
less take care of their own problems. 

"Our feeling is that otho* students know 
our tenants are students," he said, **and 
they tend to respect the rights of (be 
tmants.'* 

Wildcat apartments have two-plus 
paricing spaces per apartment. One 
apartment may have one car, another 
three, so it all balaneee oitf In ^ end. The 
lots are large enou^ iinleai ettier students 
fibuse the privilege of the lot, Logan said. 

"Our tenants sometimes protect ttielr 
own interests," the apartment owner ad- 
ded. A removed sparit plug or coil wire 
usually solves Oie problem ff (here Is a 
chronic pjirking offender. 

Ttiree years ago when there were four 
students to an apartment Instead of thren. 
there was a parking problem that required 
towing away cars, but the reduction in 
tenants alleviated any problan, Logan

BUSINESSES. SUCH as the University 
Hamada Inn, near campus have 
discouraged student parking in order td 
have room for customers in their lots. The 
"removed coil wire method" has been used 
at times, and also by ott»er btitinmes. 

In addition to alleviating the parking 
proUem on LeGore Lane, the Manhattan 
aty Committiim has appointed the Bus 
and Taxi Advisory Committee that in- 
directly may find solutions to the parking 
prablem. 

It is conducting a survey to determine the 
requirement for a bus service and, if it 
were fuwldsd, how mueh we it would get 
Students as well as residnts of UmlMtlafi 
reoeiTOd the survey. 



The committee will complete its report 
by Dec 31 and imsent it to (he cooiRriaaliMi 

for consideration. 

Presently, a bus is operated in 
Manhattan only on Thursday evenings and 

Saturdays when Manhattan merchants 
provide a free bus betweoi the campus and 
downtomi. A daily bus ttiat traveled 
ween the campus and dowitfinra was 
disbanded some months ago, 

"THERE WERE quite a few riders," 
Ralph Stark, vice-president of the Junction 
City-Fort Hiley Manhattan transit system, 
said, "but not enou gh to make It wi n lhwha e 
for a commercial line. 

"A little bit of financial help from the 



city. Chamber of Commerce, civic group or 
even flie college would help heqr ttm 
business running," Stark added. 

"The University's the only reason why 
there is a need for a bus system in 
Manhattan," Stark emphasized. The bus 
line was supported to a great extent by the 
University community — elfhor rtudenti* 
faculty or employes 

"There's a lot that could be dime by the 
University to limit the use of the 
automobile," Bill Swegle, chairman of the 
Bus and Taxi Advisory Committee 
suggested, "and this could help the success 
of the bus system as well as the Uidventity 
parking situation." 



Archifects say bikes 'fhe answer' 



If you can't find a parking place and you 
don't want to walk — ride a bike to elasa. 

This is one of the attitudes of members of 
a Landscape Architecture in class have 
developed after conducting a study on 
campus bicycle riding habits 

The class began tackling the problem of 
bicycle parking as a class project hi Sep- 
tember. 

Students were concerned about the "eye 
polkitlon" and destruction of grassy areas 
resulting from a lack of bicycle parking 
facQiUes. Class members conducted sur- 
veys, analyzbig bicyde pariihig faciUtiea 
and riders' habits Recommendations were 
presented to physical plant and ad- 
ministrative representatives Oct n. 

THE CLASS propoaet to make K-State a 
**bi<^cle campus," stopping atrtomobfle 
traffic at the perimeter of campus — 
between Ackert and Cardwell Halls, in 
back of Seaton Hall and hi front ef the 
Union and Kedzie Halls. 

"Mcycle riders would just as soon ride in 
die streets as on sidewalks," one member 
commented. This would give pedestrians 
full use of campus walkways, avoiding 
pedestrian-bicycle clashes and preaervlng 
grassy areas. 

The class study found heavy bicycle 
traffic at the intersections next to Holton 

4 all, a I the southeast comer of Anderson 
all, Petticoat Lane and Mid Campus 
Drive. 17th Street and sidewalks near 
Farrell Library and Denison HalL 
The most popular areas of bicycle 



parking were the Union, in front of Seaton 
Han and near Gardwdl HalL 

THE ARCHITECTURE students believe 
if ears are prohibited on campus and 
bicycle parking facilities installed with 
adequate lighting, students will be en- 
couraged to ride bicycles and leave their 
cars at home. Also, placing bicycle lots 
close to buildii^ would give bicycles a 
priority over cus. attmcttig more riders 

than drivers. 

Kight sites for bicycle parking were 
recommended, including areas next to King 
Hall, west of Cardwell Hall, northeast of the 
l^nton, north of Kedzie Hall and behind 
Cardwell and Waters Halls. 

The class also recommended that the 
parking lot between the chemical 
engineering building and Holton Hall be 
converted for bicycle parking. "A lot of 
small lots could lend tlmnselves to bike 
parking," a class memtwr explained. 

One advantage parking a bicycle has 
over parking a car is size. The class 
calculated lO bicycles or four motorcycles 
can be parked in the qiace one car oc- 
cupies; 300 bicycles can be parloed in a lot 
designed for 25 cars. However, this ratio 
does not account for circulation — space 
required for riders to move in and out of 
bike radu. 

Several designs for comtniction of 
bicycle racks were suggested, all inn- 
plementing bold, natural materials 
"aesthetieaUy plaating as well as ' 
Uonal." 



The estimated cost of materials for 
constructing one of these focilltieB is HO per 
Ucycle^ fsichiding labor. 

ALTHOUGH RIDING bicycles is usually 
considered a "mild weather" activity, the 
class thought some riders would^II ride in 
cold, icy winter weather, 

"If we supply a nice area for parking, 
they will ride tiielr bikes," an arrihltectnre 
student concluded. The class believes there 
are not that many days out of the academic 
year that bicycle riding would be im- 
posstbie 

Paul Nelson, tMei of traHic and security 
estimates 800 bicycles are on campus (Ms 

fall 

One problem that may develop if 
automobile traffic is eliminated and 
bicycles take over campus roadways is that 
ci regulation. With possibly a threefold 
increase in (he numl>er oif Iricydes on 
campus next year, the class agreed a new 
system of r^ulatory ctmtrol would have to 
be initiated. 

While present city and campus 
r^ulations regarding bicycles do esi»X, 
most of them are not strictiy oaCorced. 

Regulations may be necessary if the 
proposed "bicycle campus" tjecomes a 
reaUty, twt this mode of transportation 
may become leas desirable with iroporing 
restrictions. 

BICYCLE TRANSPORTATION is now 
free of restrictions and regulations. "As 
soon as you put restrictions cm it, it will lose 
popularity," Bondsrake pointed out 



However, Bartlett is coitfldent the class 
proposals can overcome student animosity 
toward regulations. "We will have to un- 
dergo some education process taking in 
what's in store," Bartlett asserted. 
"Essentially, peopite will understand if you 
present a sdution logically." 

Ano!hcr difficulty the class faces in 
trying to promote bicycle transportation is 
the inavailability of bicycles in Biuihattan 
stores. "The demand for bicycles is much 
greater tiian can be met by merchants," 
the study noted. 

Reasons cited for the inadequate bicycle 
supply were the West Coast dock strike 
restraining shipping and "demand ex- 
ceeding production capabilities." 

"Most manufacturers expected to have 
bikes next spring when a marked Increase 
in sales is expected." the study concluded. 

WITH THE PLANS his class has 
presented. Bartiett believes att Mtes on 
campus can be accommodated for the next 
five years, with the eventual elimination of 
all automobile pairing lota except ttioae 
designated for vMtors and service areas 
With fewer cars on campus, Bartlett 
concluded money previoudy used for 
automobile paiktaig can be uaad to serve 
bicycle lots. 

As one student summed It up^ "Wtlh the 
bicycle boom already esiittag, why not 
take advantage of It?" 

If the class proposals are approved and 
put into effect, they may offer a possible 
solution to too many cars and not enough 
places to i^rk them. 



Administration — 'What problem?' 



There is no parking problem at K-State. 

This may come at a suriiriw to the 
student, |x-o(essor or secretary who is late 
to class, work or an appointment because 
he can't find a parking stall near the 
building desired and has to walk from West 
Stadium <xt Aggieville. 

Surpriaiiigor not, three K-State officiaU 
dkm f» ttie mounting physical problem ol 
tlie University, imht tNre is no real 
parang pnowBi nv«. 

CASE BONBBRAKE. administrator of 
physical plant, tndttding traffic and 
security, said lie wM not c m i ce n wid about 
parking congeaHiHi on campus. 

"I feel there is no time when people 
lAnohitely caimot find a place to parit," 
Bonebrake said. 

Bonebrake acknowledB^ there is a 
prol^m with pelting, but no difficult 
congestioa "If people are dissatisfied with 
pairing, there is a pnililem," Bonebrake 
said, "but ft isn't because 0iey can't find a 
perking place. " 

Paul Young, vice president for Univenity, 
development, agreed with Bonebrake. 

"There is a serious parking problem for 
the man who can't find a place close to tlie 
buildtng he is going into," be observed, 
"but this is a persona! problem which can 
magniQr the actual problem bqroad ite

Young actaiils 1Mb academic year, with 
an enr^bnent increase of 1,000 studmit^ 
has brought even Hie lew emweiiieiit 
pBfking tota, mob tm Went Stndiini, to 



near-capacity. He left the impresalon that 
uatn cemptate capacity Is readied, onlil 

there are no stalb left for students, faculty 
or staff, tliere is no real parking problem. 

YOUNG WORKED in the Kansas City 
area befcre acceptli^ his fneseat position 
at K-State. He compares traffic and 
parking congestion around the campus wl^ 
rush-hour traffic in metropolitan Kansas 
City, and from this conchides that K- 
Staters are Indeed fortmate. 

Young seemed unresponsive to ttto lAW 
that most drivers at K-State mold have 
diffk!u1ty identifytng with their coun- 
terparts in a large city. While it may be 
true Manliattan m free of traffic ctmgestion 
compared to large cities, few people at K- 
State would want to take the opportunity of 
driving to Kansas City or elsewliere to 
perscnally confirm Oib tact 

Since there is no parting problem at K- 
State. according to Bonebrake and Young, 
ttiere are noffrm plann to ease situate 
and provide more space for cars.

Committees ponder parking; 
solutions tied to money, space 



Three majw committees are woiicing 
independenlty to solve flie K-Stote pnriitog 
problem. 

Each committee Is loiAIng at fito 
problem from a different perspective and 
each has come up with a different plan to 
solve it 

A Student Senate committee is 
examining ttie problem from the viewpoint 
of the average student — the daily problem 
of finding a campus parking space. 

The University Traffic Pairing Com- 
mittee, composed of administration, 
faculty, student and staff members, is 
studying the situation with an eye toward 
solving both the present preplan and 
providing for the wderly development of 
campus parking facilities in the fatore. 

The third group, the Campus Planning 
Committee, is concerned mostly with long* 
range aspects of the parking problem. 

A DISAGREEMENT about the 
seriousness of the problem has led to a lack 
of cooperation in solving It 

This disagreement is illustrated in that 
the chairmen of two committees think a 
pressing problem exists, while ttte oQier 
chairman does not. 

"It's obvious that there are not enou^ 
student parking spaces on campus and that 
the problem is getting worse each year," 
Kurt Lindatil, chairman of the Student 
Senate committee, said. 

Monroe Funk, chairman of the Univer- 
sity Traffic Parking Committee, agreed. 

"Before ttiis year it seemed that you 
could always find a piarkin^ space 
somewhere if you looked hard enough," he 
said. "But this year Pve been getttaig 
reports that all the lots are full. 

"We've reached the point where we've 
got to make some moves because the 
situation is just going to keep gdlb^ 
worse," he added. 

ON THE OTHER HAND. Vincent Cool, 
chairman of the Campus Planning Com- 
mittee, doesn^t beltove diere Is a problem 
at this time. 

As a result (rf this basic disagreement, 
each group is working hulqwndentty to 
plan the development of campus pwlililg 
according to its own priorities. 

"Student Senate wanto to make available 
spaces for students who must drive to 
class," Lindahlsaid "We also want to stop 
shidents wto are exploiting tfiehr rigitt to 
drive on campus. By this, I mean we want 
to stop those students who live within a 
reasonable waiting distance and itill drive 
to class, thus uking up spces needed 
ttiose who must drive." 

In c»der to aeeosnpUih this, tbe senate 
committee is pfc»|Nilnti9i the rettdenee of 



each student and faculty member who lias 
a parking permit 

Lindahl said the committee wanto to 
match the number of periling permitowttii 
the number of spaces available 

To do this, it would prohibit people living 
within a certain radius oi campus from 
purdiaring permits. These peo|te could 
apply to ttie traffic office for a permit and if 
theu* need was great enough, they would 
receive one. 

LINDAHL said that once tbe plan is 
completed, senate will probabty pm a 
resdution urging the adminlrtniliaii to act 

upon it 

The Univerrity Traffic letting Cax^ 
m i ttee a ISO urges proa^ action to solve tte 

problem. 

"A year ago last spriog, our committee 
recommended that the University hire a 
l»t)(essional firm to conduct a basic 
campus parking and circulatlfln study to 

direct the development of campus parking 
facilities, " Funk said. "Unfortunately, the 
funds for the study were cut from the 
budget and no action lias hem taken on the 
recommendation." 

Funk acknowledged that the ■tody's 
$30,000 cost would place a strain on the 
University budget, but added, "I feel it's 
vitally important that we conduct a study of 
this sort to determine the best way to spend 
our development money in the future." 

Paul Young, vice president for 
University development maintained that 
the study is not financially feasible. "The 
University simpty oiniot allofd • eludy of 
this sort 

* 'Actually it's a question of priorities. In 
order to fund the study, we would have to 
cut back several otiicr projecti," lie ex> 
(Gained. 

COOL EMPHASIZED that his committee 
is concerned wifli liie kxig^range ai^ts of 
the situatim. 

"In the course of campus planning, we've 

reserved three sites for use as parking lots 
as the need arises. These sites are the area 
south of the Biological Sclenm buiMing on 
Denison Avenue, the area east of the 
president's residence and an area adjacent 
to the ffidsting lote north ol Waters Gtofl.** 

Cool also said that the Traffic Coi^rel 
Board wants a raise in parking fees. 

"With an increase, we could improve the 
existing lots and build up a reserve for the 
possible construction of nmltt-krvd ptyriking 

structures," he said. 

He emphasized, however, that these 
paricing ifructurei wotdd not be bidlt for 19 
or 30 ysars.

Bonebrake explained he served on the 
traffic control committee for several years 
and these ideas were rejeeted. 

Both Bonebrake and Young reject any 
plan of forcing shidents or faculty to leave 
theb* cars at hoine, sudi as not las^hig 
pnrking permits to anyone living within six 
blocks of campus. Both men believe such a 
system would onty cmte i »o b k m e tat 
residents living near the University. 

Young and Bonebrake said the idea of a 
multi-level parking stmcturt to poa^Ue 
hut not too probihle beeaine ol tttt eert 
factor. 

"It would cost between $3,000 and 16,000 
per parking stall to build such a structure," 
Young estimated, "and tlie cost-per-day- 
per-driver would be tiigh." 

VINCENT COOL, assistant vice 
president for planning, confirmed Young's 
estimato of constructioo fiptrce tor a 
parking structure. 

Cool said it is very unlikely that ad- 
ditional surface parking space wffl be 
provided for the K-State campus. "In fact 
some of the present parking space may

"In general, we try to provide parking for 
new cmsdnictton," Young said. "For 
example, the new veterinary nmttdne 

campus which is being developed has 
provision for parking in tiie overall plan for 
fliat partknilar campus." 

Cool said the new veterinar>' medicine 
campus will draw away some parking frwn 

toe emfaral campus when toe new iidlUar 
completed. Approximately 80 qpees wffl 

be added at that time. 

Tliere appears to be no sohitfon hi the 
near future to the parking congration atK- 
State. Since administrators, most of whom 
have reserved parkhtg stalls, beUeve fte 
problem exists only in the mind of the 
motorist, it's evident the situation will be 
permitted to get woree befeve actkn to 
taken. 

Perhaps the selntton to the vehicular 
congestion at K-State wffl result flrom 

student-faculty cooperation rather than a 
sudden realization from tbe ad- 
ministratioR. 

Then, perhais, even those in Anderson 
Hall witii reserved parking stalls will 
reaUze campus parking to beeomf ng mere

around cars. We have drive-in theaters, 
drive-in banks, drive-in restaurants, and 
drive-in bars, not to mention shopping 
centers and trailer courts. 

A walk through a university parking lot 
win reveal stodento using Uieir ours as 
mobile concentratton booSiS for atudjdng 
tietween classes. 
• Consider these stotbtics: 

Nrarly one-fifto of K-State studenta 

holding parking permits lived within a 
one-half mile distance of FarreU Library 
during the 1968-00 school year, according 
to a study by Michael Vieux and Ray 
Weisenburger of the Campus Planning 
Ofltee. 

More tlttn half the shidents with 
parking permits resided within a three- 
quarter mile radius of the library tliat 
year. 

ALTHOUGH POSSESSION Of « ptlktng 
permit does not neoessarUy li^ly ttuit n 

student uses it every day, presumably 
hundreds of students drive just a few 
blocks to campus regnlarly nflier fimn 

walk or ride a bike. 

In view of the scarcity of parking 
spaces close to classes and the hassle of 
heavy traffic during K-State's mini- rush 
hours, it becomes hard to Justity driving a 
car such a shori distance for the sake of 
saving time. 

A few years ago a race across 
Washington D.C. between a car, a bus and 
a bicycle was won by the two-wheeler. 
Even pedestrians have been known to 
beat cars In heavy traffic. 

Perhaps therms more to eaxi than 
trareportation. 

"The car In Jtoierica ts half fantasy 
. . . , a kind of baroque extension of the 
ego," suggested Tom Wolfe in tbe Kandy-

The bill, which also extends for piro years a 
variety of federal antipoverty programs, now goes 
to the White House, which worked hard to defeat it. 

The new child-development program it 
authorizes has aroused inleosive oppoeitioQ among 
conservatives, and Presideat Bldiard Iflzcn wffl 
be iindnr hmrf pre s wo from them tovetott. 

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Oourt agreed 

Tuesday to settle a dispute over the con- 
stituticmality of inspection provisions which the 
government says are essential to gun control. 

At issue is a provtrioa whidi allows Intemal 
Revenue Service agents to inspect the shops of gun 
dealers without a search warrant. The court in 
Denver said this violates the Fourth Amendment 
strictures on search and seizure. 

Tbe Supreme Court agreed also to review a 
lower-court ruling which said a college may deny 
its students permission to found a local chapter of 
Students for a D^ocratic Society. 



WASHINGTON — Elmer **Tod" Klassen, for- 
mer number two man hi the old Post Office 
Department during its reorganization, was named 
head of the new U.S. Postal Service Tuesday. 

Klassen replaces former postmaster general 
Winton Blount, who resigned hi October to list Hie 
water for a Senate race in Alabama. 

Ttie Board of Governors also chose Frederick 
Kappel, former board chaurman of American 
Telc|Aone Tdegnqpb, as Us diairman. 



WASHINGTON — The Price Commission 
Tuesday approved a request from US. Sted Corp. 
for an aeross-tfae4xiard average price increMe of 
3.8 p«r cent for all its steel mill products, a signal 
that the commission hitends to move away from 
piecemeal price regulation oi individual products. 

^This action in a major basic hddustry should 
help to stabilize ttie general price sfaructure and at 
the same time permits the company flexibility in 
pricing its steel mUl products," commission 
chairman C. Jaclcson Grayson said. 

The giant steel company originally had sou^ 
an incrase of 8.6 per cent for only a portion of its 
IM-oduct. It announced it had resubmitted the 
request for an average 3.6 per cent increase 
through next August 1 on all its products barely 
minutes before the Price Commission annmmced 
tliat the new revest bad ben approvel 



SAIGON — South Vietnam is preparii^ to 
release scores of North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
prisoners (tf war during forthcondng holidays in 
hopes that Hanoi will reciprocate by freeing 
American prisoners, official sources, said Wed- 
nesday, Vietnam time. 

Ihe source said an undischssed number of

The biggest increwe reeoei- 
meoded by Bibb is in tbe area of 
edticatioQ and research. The state 
spent |tlt.M million on education 
in fiscal 1971 and will spend an 
estimated $218.14 million this 
year. Kbb has reoommeided 
tmx mUlion for fiaeal 7S,a Uke 
of $10.18 million. 

Bibb said most of 0ie education 
increase he is recmnmending will 
go for funding the teacher 
retirement program, ^icfa was 
funded for on^r one-foiurttl fbe 
current fiscal year. 

In the major categories of state 
government. Bibb recommeBded 
his deepest cut in the area of 
social welfare. The state spent 
$50.72 million in general revenue 
funds on welfare in the 1971 fiscal 
year whoi ended last June 30 and 
will spend an estimated $51.00 
miUion in the current fiscal year. 
Bibb has recommended to 
Docking that the state spend $48.9 
million in fiscal 1973, a $2.1 million 
cut, or roughly 4 per cent 

Bibb said the welfare cut is 
based on an anticipated reduction 
in die welfare caseload and an 
im(Hroving Kansas economy. 
Hwder has said he can foresee no 
dramatic drop in the wiUare 
caseload next flacai year. ' 

IN TOTAU Bibb estimated the 
state wfll have |S0».I4 million 
available for the gaieral revenue 
fund in fiscal 1973 and has offered 
a tentative budget to Docking

And early last 
mcntb, the "12 apostles" gathered to draw up 
phase two of their protest. They discussed 
challenging the President in early primaries, 
creating a new party and moving the GOP 
ri^tward. 

Why have these sileng majority types joined 
the Left m pressuring Nixon? Mahily, they 
dislike certain stands that don't fit into their 
pre-packaged plan. 

They disagree with the Administnitiim 
welfare proposal, the Nixon deficit spending, 
the revenue sharhig plan, U.S. participation in 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks, the 
upcoming Nixon trip to Red China and the 
wage-price fireeie. 

iUso, NbEon pushed the 18-year-old vote "so 
he wouldn't offend Youth and its slavish 
worshippers in the press and Congress," 
according to the right-wing weekly Human 
Events. 

MANY OF THE ADMINISTRATION 
positions are causing conservative in- 
digestion, espedally sinoe Oiey represeitf 
reversals of earUer Nixon policies. As some 
observers see it, the Old Nixon has retired to 
the history books. 

They admit, however, that Nixon has tossed 
them ''some bonm" in the form of Supreme 
Court nominees, crime biUs and responsible 
moves in Vietnam as opposed to the 
''crawling" suggested by Sen. Ted Kennedy. 

But the right-wing counterparts of Al 
Lowenstein have no altemativeB. 




California Governor Ronald Reagan says 
Nixon deserves "our confidence, our prayers 
and our best wishes." Barry Goldwater tdd 
Buddey he was wrong for opposing Nixon and 
recently praised the President at a Salute to 
the President dinner in Atalnta. And Sen. Jim 
Buckley, New York Republican, refuses to 
join his brother's mUd revolt. 



REAL DANGER to Nixon is that 

disillusioned conservatives will sit out the next 
election, rather than stuffing envelopes, 
ringing doorbells and giving money. 

But ttiegr will probably come back to tlie 
Nixon column before next November. 

Nixon's courage and decisiveness will help 
coax back the Buckley forces. Whether he's 
facing down the rudeness of the AFLrCIO's 
George Meaqy, defending excdlent Supreme 
Court nominee William R^mquist or deciding 
to visit China, tiie "OM Nixon" guto ace uur 
deniable. 

His willingness to climb above ideology will 
aid him among ndoderateo who are tired of 
Kennedty's sMbom liberalism and who cant 
always agree with Buddegr's dogged con- 
servatism.

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Soviet space capsule 
lands on Red Planet 

WOSCCfW (AP) — An ummiUKid SovM 9pm» 
capsule parachuted onto Mars and sent tdevldin 

and radio signals to earth, Tass reported Tuesday. It 
is the first time that a functioning manmade object 
had soft-tended on llie planet's dusty surface. 

The capsule was dispatched to Mars last Thtrsday from the 
Sovfet probe Mars 3, which ccmtinued to circle the planet in an 
orbit more than 930 miles high, the Soviet news agency announced. 

The agency gave no details on the shape or i wjgl i t at 
sule whid) landed or the next step in its missioa 

Tass said, however, that the craft sent radio signals to the Mars 
S motbenliip, which In turn relayed them to earth Thursday 
OirQii^ Sunday. The agency added that the vehicle also sent some 
**vldeo signals" but they '*were brief and suddenly discontinued." 

MARS 3 WAS launched May »aiid titdklM dayy to reach the red 
planet, 76 mill km mUet from mm. ik"tl0miM dosely behind 
Mars 2, launched May 19. 

Mars 2 dipped into a wide elliptical orbit of Mars on Nov. 27 and 
began a photoreconnaisance. The Soviets said it would not attempt 
a soft lamfing. It fired a capaalecmitaluing a bnaanir aod vi^ 
pennant to the surface. 

An American Mara probe, Mariner 9, has been ctrcUng the 
ptenet aince Nov. 13. try ing to peer tbitwgh a diiat f torm wfaM 
raged on the surface ita»i fligiBmliir, O a wa ii te g wdmi l Mt 
ten^^ to map it.

Before fUs semestor, I was not f uUy aware of the 
BMirtve biifld-iq» given atldetlei. A reoent Public 
OlHnion Quarterly stated that newspapers devote 
most of their space to national news, sports coveragi 
and international news — in that order. 

rr DOES LOOK atrange that sports, usually 
professional and college sports that directly involve 
so few people, would be given more coverage than all 
the nations of tbe world and the United States' in- 
teractiiais with them. 

Newspaper e^ltm usually print what they feel the 
pwblic wants to read. For most it is a business. 
Editors apparently devote so much coverage to 
sports because they feel Uus is what tbe public wants. 
In other words, edUm muat tiibric the pubUe thiflia 
that professional iporta news is more important tiian 
international news. 

The Collegian, too, devotes two pages daily to 
athletits, though no other area such as music, 
agriculture, busbess or art gets fUs much eoverage. 

WHILE THE ENTIRE University has been forced 
tb cut t>ack in spending meaning fewer salary in- 
creases and staff member and program additions, it 
is strange that the afUetic dcpahmmt can eonduct a 
ma|or drive to raise $150,000 for a synthetic track. 
Though all the money is donated, this money ooukl be 
contributed to more worthwhile programs. 

Some also are questioning tbe athletic depart- 
mmt's immmMm&^mtSii^ Wm pregnmis in- 
vohFing so much irnmm dhiecfly beoBlIt so few 
students. 

It is also strange that often, tiiis University's value 
is determined by its athletic programs. When a 
student tells someone he is from K-State, the first 
comment the vHStm person makes is idboiit the f oot- 
baU team. 

ONE ONLY HAS to look at AggieviUe during 
foolhall season to see bow much merchants enjoy the 
boost in purple pride and the greater emphasis on 
football. The list of purple items at K-State students 
and alumni buy reflects the values of these students. 

The question of why this is allowed eotdd be raised. 
Va» mmme is irim^ — that the majority of K-State 
students are supporting this massive athletic build- 
up, and liie mii^ised priorities that caused it.

League welcomes new voters 



Editor: 

When K-State students return from Ctartotmas break 
they may eboote to register as voters at the Riley County 
CourthouM. AlniMt all will qualify by being 18 <m election 
day ( Nov. 7, 1872), a raident of Kansas for six months and 
of the ward or township for 90 days. 

A new Kansas registration law gora into effect Jan. 2, 
requiring the regiatratioo of all voters. Previously only 
residents of fbtt and aoeoad «!■§• ctttca noeded to 
register. 

K-State students wOl have to decide whether to register 
in their home towns or in the <»ll%e community. Recentiy 
the Kansas Attorney General ruled that determination of 
residence is based on "intent of the person concerned." If 
a student intend ttiat Us university cmnmunlty is his 
legal voting residence (hiring his coU^e years, then he 
givK up his former legal residence. A person may have, 
at any one ttmet one rstldsaM and «m onty. aceacdiiig to 
the law. 

K-State is the only university in the state wiiidi Is 
located outside the city limits of town. It falls under the 
jurisdiction of Riley County so students who live on the 
campus, including Jardine residents, may register at the 
courthouse, Although on-campus residaits can't vote in 
Manhattan city elections they will he digible lo V<Ote In 
county, state and national elections.

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Program proposal 
awaits acceptance

An integrated studies 
proposal received general 
ap[H*oval by the Academic 
Affairs Committee of 
Faculty Senate Tuesday 
but still requires approval 
from Faculty Senate to 
become effective for spring 
semester, David Miigler, 
committee cfaairmaii, laid 
Thursday. 

The program is lifted "A 
humanistic etttdy of tbe AiMfleaii 
Indian/' 

"Ttiis appears to be the best 
integrated studies program that 
has been brought to the committee 
for th«r review," he laid. 

HOWEVER, HE added that 

there are two areas of ooooem 
related to the propoea). 

Hm fact that the program 
courses are not listed in the spring 
line sciiedule "ccHicerned us a 
great deal," Mugler said. 

The first guirleline in a 
resolution on integrated iitudies 
iKiPstributed by tlie committee last 
spring states that courses used in 
the program "... must be 
organized so that they can be 
listed in the appropriate line 
schedules with the names of 
participating faculty In time for 
pre-enroUment." 

"It is unfortunate that the 
program was not prepared in time 
for the line schwlule to give it the 
visibility it neecfe," Mugler added. 

Hw second concern is that the 
proposal "has not at this point 
received complete approval by 
the three departments concerned 
with the proposal," he added. 

"We must have approval" by 



the departnmila c n p eer ned , ht 
added. 

MUGLER SAID that in 

guidelines set last year for ex- 
perimental studies such as this, 
it vm decided liiat the committee 
would not approve or disai^rove 
pTopwalB, but would provide 
counsel and advice. 

"The Academic Affairs Com- 
mittee is conoemed with assisting 
the cotHrdlnator in developing the 
program and insuring that certain 
guidelines are fdlowed so that the 
sante high quality and quantity of 
work is done in integrated studies 
as in any other program in the 
University/' he added. 

Sheldon Edelmati. coordtoalor 
of the program, said as soob «l 
approval rectived from tiiree 
departments, ^ pcograra will be 
enacted. 

"We are trying to get a third 
course and we don't anticipate too 
much difficulty," he said. 

"My understanding Is that the 
departments have the final 
decision," Edelman said Thur- 
sday night. 

HOWEVER, the executive 
committee of Faculty Saiate has 
expressed concern that this 
program has not met required 
deadlines and therefore the 
program will go to Facutty Senate 
Tuesday for a final oonrideimtioiB. 
Mugler said 

Edelman said he will be 
working with students and faculty 
during intersession to help 
acquaint them with the pn^lema 
involved in this type of program. 

He added that once the semester 
begins, instructors and studoite 
involved in the program Will be 
r^ponsible for it. 

"My olfice will not be involved 
except to evaluate the program," 
he added.

It would provide that such 
ratoes be paid in casn where companies raised 
prices, or school boards or ottMT lool autbofltleB 
raised taxes, because of the pay iHdtssiii, 

The Senate version spedfiea the tnereasoi need 
not be paid if they are inconsistent wltli stsndnrdi 
determined by the Pay Board. 

The earlier House vcrrion otnits any reference ts 
the board, requiring payment of raises not ln> 
c<»sistent with the general level (rf the industry. 

ANOTHER MAJOR difference between House and 
Senate versions involves the date when a pay raise 
for federal civilian anployes and military personnel 
would take ^ect. 

There is no controversy on the biisic issue of ex- 
tending Nixon's economic-control authority a full 
year — through April 30, 1973 — or providing 
essentially the madiinmy he asked for ad> 
ministering Phase 2.

Proposed cuts in the 1972- 
73 fiscal year budgets of the 
Kansas Agricultural Ex- 
perim^t Station and the 
Agricultural Extension 
Service will affect not only 
farmers but the entire 
Kansas economy, a K-State 
administrator said 
Thursday. 

Glenn Bedi, vice-president ftx- 
agriculture, said that the 
propoaed eliminatioo <tf 1650,928 
from the state's official 
agricultural research and ex- 
tension progrrims is "in- 
conceivable and shocking." 

Recommended reductions by 
the state budget director, James 
Bibb, total $615,877 in the 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
and $35,051 in the Agricittlunl 
Extension Service. 

" lliis recommendation includes 
the deletion of 47 profess ional staff 
positions and 12 classified 
po8iti(His," Beck said. 

BECK SAID the cuts are "not 
realistic in maintaining the 
economy of tha stale.*' 



"One can only assume that tfia 
budget director has failed .to 
recognize the importance of 
agriculture in the Kansas 
economy." Beck said. "Either 
that or he does not appreciate the 
value of research in sustaining 
and improving agricultttral 
productivity." 

Beck said that in 1970 the gross 
farm inccune in Kanaas exoaeded 
two biUion dollars. 

"This generated other economic 
activity in the state in excess of 
six and one-half billion dollars," 
Bedt said. 

FUNDS FOR research and 
development in agriculture are 
more important in Kansas than in 
most states because Kansas 
depends upon agricttlliire and 
a^ri business more than moat 
suies, Beck said. 

"We rank 2$th hi the nation in 
the amount of money allocated 
toward agricultural research, yet 
we rank sixth In total agricultural 
income." he said. 

In a letter to Gov. Robert 
Docking following his receipt of 
the budget divisions review, 
President James A. McCain 
stated that, if aUowed to stand, the 
pmjm rednettMi in flie base 



budget would cripple important 
aspect ol K-State'i Agrioilliual 
R^ear^ program. 

"Tbe programs at K-State have 
made immeasurable con- 
tributiona to our state's past 
economic growth and are in- 
dispensable to our prospects for 
continued progress and 
development" McCain said. 

THE BUDGET division also 
recommended a cut of the facul^ 
merit salary increase from eight 
per cent to 1.5 per cent. 

"Hie inflation rate has in- 
creased approximately 11 p^ cent 
since the faculfy last received 
increases. A restriction of funds at 
this time would severely un- 
dermine faculty morale, and 
accderate the lots of our moat 
talented teaebers and adeiitists," 
he said. 

In the meeting with &m budg^ 
divLsion representatives Nov. 29, 
McCain requested as first priority 
that the 1899,788 proposed 
reduction in agricultural research 
and extension be restored. 

He said that after the flrst 
priority restoration had been 
made, he next would request that 
the increase for aaUuilas and 
wagra, other oporatiiig 



pendBtairei and the addition of 
facutfy and staff be approved. 

DAN BEATTY, business 
manager for the president's of- 
fice, said that the propaed cuts can 
only lead to restrictive nwasures 
in other departments on ounpui. 

K-State requested an increase of 
$3,414,547 over the buse budget for 
fiscal 1972. The total increase 
approved by the budget director 
was only $610,170, Beatty said. 

Beatty said that the $810,170 
increase was erased when the 
state budget division reduced the 
experimental research budget by 
$899,788, essentially shuffUng the 
funds to provide the increases in 
salaries and otber ojperatlng 



BEATTY SAID that the 
"quality of education" at K-State 
will be undermined. 

"The small increase in 
operating expenses that the 
budget will allow falls shcMt of the 
sharp rise in the cost ctf com- 
moditi^ required for instruction 
including library tmoks and 
lat>oratory equipment," he said 

Beck said the state has not 
realized Ifaat redudng reneardi

Several students have ex- 
pressed their intar^t in the 
problem K-State faces, Beck said. 

"Students aren't interested in a 
fiscal policy that keeps the state 
from grcwing," he said.

— K-State has a 9.1 per cent 
increase in the fall 1971 
enrollment and must provide for a 
further bicrease bi the fall of 197S. 

— K-State would lose $540,000 ol 
federal matddng loan funds if the 
$60,000 of state matchhig funds is 
not available. This would deprive 
low and middle income students of

Nixon vetoes child care bill 



WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Nixon vetoed lliursday 

a bill which wmld have extended 
the federai war on poverty and 
created a masalve dilld care 
progren. 

In a message to Congress, Nixon 
said the child development 
programs included In the 
legislation, though well intended 
would be pl&gaed by "fiscal 
irrespon^biUty, atfaninistrattve 
unworkability, and family 
weakening implications . .'* 

He ticked off nine reasons why 
he was striking down the 

Iff^islation which had cleared the 



House on a 210-186 vote on 
IXiesday. 

"For the federal government to 
plunge headlong financially into 
supporting child development 
would commit the vast moral 
authority of the national govern- 
ment to the side of communal 
ap|»^ch^ to child rearing over 
and against ttK family-centered 
approach*" Nixon declared. 



He uried Congress to now pass 
a UU extending the Office oi 
Economic Op|Mx>tanity - the 
major anti-poverty sgsncy — as 
be had original^ proposed. 

While Nixon said the Senate bill 
contained several ill-advised 
amendments, most of his veto 
message dealt with the "deeply 
flawed" child care programs.

The experience makes you think quickly, 
and also gives you the (^portunity to surv^ 
the vast unreached majority for ideas on bofw 
to make them understand you. 

Besides, I've always wondered wtiat the 
freak in the sideshow feels like. 

MY FIRST OPPORTUNITY of this type 
came last week. I had never before explained 
the women's movement to a conglomerate 
group, and I really wasn't eoqtecting the 
reactions I got. 

It wasn't that the people were hostile. It was 
more that they weren't much of anything, 
especially the women. They just sort of sat 
there, looking as thou^i they wished I would 
do something exettfaig like bum n^ bra or 
smnething. 

Through this group, I could see clearly the 
problems those of us who seek equality are 
having in getting It. I felt I wanted to say 
something different to each of them, beoause 
tbe same reasoning for all just wotildn't do; 

To the woman who sat safely among other 
women and shook her head slowly through the 
whole thing, I wanted to say, "Okay, you don't 
have to like me, or wm agree with me. I do 
not wish to threaten you. Until you realize that 
you yourself are threatened, you may have no 
use for Women's Liberation. But until that 
time, do not deny me the opportunity to strive 
for the best I can as a human being, and not 
just the best I ean as a woman." 

to the man who was aggressive and hostUe, 
but could not satisfactorily explain why, I 
wanted to say, *1 understand your hostility, 




but the real inqxirtonce is that you understand 

it. You must think about why you react 
negatively to the liberation of women. Is it 
because it really threatens you? Or is it 
because you do not understand it?'* 

To the woman who felt she was "liberated" 
but did not feel she had to share that 
liberation, I would say that none of us are 
liberated until all are, and some day you will 
fsoe discrimtoatkm when you wish you had 
sisters. 

To the man who expressed no hoaitlity but 
who actually thou^t that all wranen liked 
domestic roles and were by nature suited to 
them, I only can say just as all men do not like 
to work with their bands, nether do all 
women; and just as all men do not want to 
become fathers, neither do all women want to 
be mothers. Women are not by virtue of their 
sex bom toto certain rdes in life; most of it is 
what society dictotes §or them. 

PEOPLE ASK ME if the women's 
movement will continue. I bave no doubt that 
it wUt, for a kng time. That time gets longer in 
mind aflar I talk with persons such as tiiese, 
because they are representotive of many 
others I do not know how to reach. 

But as I look back at the distance women's 
rights lias come since the first suffragettes 
made flielr stand on the vote, I realize toat the 
women's movement is growing, and that the 
woman who shook her head at me may 
sometime in the near future be •w |J^*«<»^ 
women's liberation as I did.

Unless we do have institutions 
gut, first of all, continue the 
relationship of the inmate witti his 
family and community, he's going 
to <fe4f t ftirther mat lanim mmy 
from society. 

Secondly, of courie, we have to 
provide for the treatment of 
narcotic addicts; we have to 
provide psychiatric treatmrat; 
we have to provide health sorvicee

Q. Do you tUiik young ofKenden 
should be exposed to prison life? 

A. Its my basic approach to the 
juvenile offender bat be doesn't 
belong in the crimtanl Justioe 
system at all. 

We have an Intordoportmaalal 
study going on to tiy and get at 
some of the anawers to the 
juvenile offender prolikra, wbidi 
there are not very many around, If 
any. And one of the InstmetlonB 
that I have given In connection 
with that iM to find wmf to keep 
the juvenOe oat of the ertmfaul 
justice system. Approaches like 
that have to be fbund in order to 
keep theae klda out of ttw 
penitentiary where what they 
didn't know beiore Oiey're oer- 
tainly going to Iwm ttwt. 



Q. Why have prisions been so 
neglected over the past century? 

A. Wen. bnsioany. It tAea a lot 
of money, and it's all public mney. 
And, of course. «4ien you allocate 
the bndget of the federal goverB> 
ment or tiie state government or 
the coun^ or dty govenunoit, 
yoo go to your highest priorttlci. 
They've been the schools and 
transportatim and highways and 
faoaiitida and ao fortti, and the 
prisons were idSMQW nt ttie end of 
the road. 

Now, you've bad to have these 
crime waves where people had to 
be educated to the point that 
recidivism was a major factor In 
the crime wave in order to get the 
public attention to do som^hing 
It 



Q. DO Y OU believe the pid>lk 
now reahxae that it moat spend 
mmey on corrections it It wanti to 
improve the crime situation? 

A. It's a lot more informed in the 
past few yean dian it haa been In 
the past. WhettMT if s adequate to 
support aU die programs tiist«9 
need ia die big (jueatlon. 

Q. Do you fear that the riots at 
Attica, San Quendn and elsearibere 
may result in a badklash — that 
peo|4e will decide that we shoukl 
be tougher on prisoners radier 
tiuin improving ov eenoelloai 
system? 

A. I dcm't t»dieve so, because 
you have the concensus of the 
right-thinking people, the for- 
ward-looking people in speaking 
out to get improvements in 
prisona. Let me give you two 
iQustrations. 



Child care center proposed 



A|ipraximately 4,000 K- 
State students are married. 
Many of these have 
children and need child 
care assistance so Uiey can 
continue their education, 
Earle Doman, graduate 
assistant in the Center for 
Stud^ DeveLopinent, said 
Wednegdajr. 

"The difldren need and are 
entided to good care, but good 
care is expensive. The natiflfial 
average cost per child per day is 
between |^ and |8," Doman sakL 

Manhattiui Day Care Center, 
the only community-supported 
center, accepts few chilcten of 
sludeilAi, Domoi said. 

"The Manhattan Day ClTO 
Center has qpaoe provided 1^ Qm 
Flnt Vrma Medwdlat Churai 
and has student aides from the 
Departmeiit of Family and ChUd 
Devdopmint and yet ia aakiqg lor 
110,800 from die ManluittnB 
United Fund," he said 

A CHILD care bill attached to a 
poverty bill was vetoed by 
President Nixon "Hiursday. The 
bill would have provided com- 
prehensive day care for all 
children and free day care for 
children of families with an in- 
come below $4,300, Doman said 
The graduate studeitta in Qse 
i^Ftepartment of Family and Child 
Development have {nopoaed the 
development of (kop-ln diUd care 
services for children of K-State 



"THE PROQRAM probably 
could care for 16 to 30 children at a 
time and would be open eight 
hours a day Monday throu^ 
Friday. Aasuming a two-to-tbreo- 
hour stay per child, the center 
couid accommadate 90 to 80 
children each day," he said 

**We are working to get a day 
care center here on campus. We 
also have a commitment from the 
First Baptist Cfauich to use its 
facilities and tills may b« 
utilized." 

Dr. Marjorie Stith and Dr. 
Ivalee McCord, both National 
Early Childhood Education 
consultants, tiave consented to act 
as advisers for the project, 
Doman said 

"We are In the process of 
secmring other prctfessiiHials as 
eonaultents, wMch will include a 
doctor, a nurse, a nutritionist, a 
marriage and family counsekTi a 
parent educator and a 
psydudogiat," be said

Development will be assisting in

Pay for GTAs inconsistent

Some graduate teaching 
assistants and graduate 
research assistaiits receive 
better stipeodi thftn other 
ffradiiate stadmts working, 
(he same amount of time. 

Graduate assistants in 
English are paid $2&5 to 
^SK a mootti wid aitidiitantB 
in chemiitry are gatttag 
$300 to $3S0 per month. 
Both groups are assigned 
to work the same amount of 
dme each weelc. 

ONE REASON Stipends vary 
among departments is the dif- 
ferent amounti of money 
available, Graduate School Dean 
Robort Knifa said. Some departr 
niflnts are better suppUed with 
money than others, he added 

"Some departments may be 
ean^ in enronmmt incrawei,*' 
Kruh said These departments 
may hire more graduate students 
ttid pay Oieni toss In order to 
stretch the money, he added. 

Tlie departments may decrease 
teaching or research ap- 
pointment from four-tenths to 
three-tenths, Kruh continued. 
Some gradiwto stodnti In tUi 
situation woric the same amount of 
time as person on four-tentlis 
appointments, be said 

Tenths is a term denoting the 
percentage of time the graduate 
assistant is aislgned to worli. The 
graduate assistant is limited to 
the number of courses he may 
take according to the tenths of 
time he is working, Kruh said. 

KRUH POINTED out that 
graduate students not on 
assistantships may take as many 
as 16 hours of graduate credit An 
assistant worUng .4 of the ap- 
pointment b limited to taking 12 
hours, he added. 

Another way to stretch the 
money is to hire the same amilMr 
of p'aduate students and Ineraaae 
their working time, Kruh said. 
The stipends remain the same, but 
the graduate students are given 
more classes to teach, he said 

"OMMrtnients in a jam during 
the fu term actaraMe aramd and 
improvise in an flmei^ency, and 
ideals are numed and eroded," 
Kroh saH 

Baeawe ttie stipends have aid 
and tnlidiig ebaractnriatics, the 
amomt wHfc and pay is not 
based on a |SiilMilBnil sealik 
Knii said.

Government restores food stamps 



WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The NixcHi administration, 
ander growing pressure 
from governors, big dties 
and Congress, Sunday 
announced an abrupt 
reversal of food-stamp 
policy and ordered fuU 
benefits be restored to all 
eligible needy persons. 

Under regulations adapted last 
year, two million or so food-stamp 
recipients would have Iu4 
bentiTits sharply reduced because 
Iheir incomes were at the upper 
range ef tlw §amtmmmitw 
poverty scale. 

Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Bute, irtw aunoonoed flte awttdi to 
the more liberal pottetoi ef ttn 
past, said the decision was 
to prevei^ hatdsli^

political situation in his home country. It was 
if he were a professor assessing the in- 
tracades of some historically distant war. His 
explanation was detidled and una(notlanal--4t 
was the mmSmeS^ appran^ of a dolMfaed 
scholar. 

But in reality Mohammed Sawkat Anwer is 
far from detached. He is a Bengali from what 
was, until only recent^, East Pakiitan. He ie 
now &«n Bantfadeirti, a mm-^mkt eonntvf 
with a tenuous future. 

Anwer has not been home since he came to 
Kansas State to work on his PhJ). in 
physiology two and a half years ago. When be 
left he was a Pakistani, hophig to return to the 
country where his mother, seven sisters and 
four brothers were living safely in a town 
called Ishurdi, some 200 miles west of Dacca. 

NOW UNCERTAMY douds his plans. He 
is unsure about his professional future and 
about the well being of his famUy. 

When he came to the U.S. in t96d his plans 
were to return to teach at the University of 
Dacca where he redeved his bachelor's and 
master's degrees and was pditicaDy actim 
But now he doesn't know. 

**rm waiting to hear from the university to 
find out about the situation there," he ex- 
plained. He doesn't Imopw if hto war-torn 
country will oonthiue the university and if so, 
if they will budget less or more money for it. 

He is unsure about his family too. Three oi 
his brothers may be dead; he hasn't heard 
definitely. "Some day I wffl have to fsoe that 
fact.*' he said. 

FOR TWO months last spring Anwer heard 
from no one at home. It was diring that time 
that the Pakistani army first moved taito Bast 
Pakistan and the fighting began. That was

In the midst of the studying he sought help m 
tracing his family throu^ tiie International 
Red Cross. But before the search produced 
results he received word from his mother.

He learned that his mother, 
widowed since ISM, and hto four younger 
sisters and a sister^n-law and her child had 
fled to safety in an interior village where an 
older sister lived.

Of those staying behind one is 12 
years old, one 16 and the other in his early 
thirties. None of the family knows if die three 
broQiers survived theskinnishes in the town. 

Another brother, 19, escaped to India and 
has been writing to Anwer. That brother was 
among the youth who had gotten ahold of guns 
and were defying the Pakistani army. 

**In our re#on thm was strong o^xisitifln 
to the army," Anwer added. The army he 
refers to is the overall Pakistani army of the 
Mohammed Agha Yahya Khan government, 
which recentiy conceded to the civilian 
Zidfikar All Bhutto. 

Anwer explained that the volunteer 
Pakistani army has been dominated by West 
Pakistani soldiers, even though the 
geographically smaller East Pakistan has 
approximately 55 pment of %m PaUstmi 
populatbm. 

WHAT Ml GET have happened to Anwer had 
he been teaching at the University of Dacca 
mis year? He doesn't Uke to thhdc about that. 
As an intellectual he would have been in 
danger and that danger may have been 
greater because of his background as a 
student demonstration leader. 

When he was at the University of Dacca he 
was one of eight student vice^iresidents 
cdected from the dormitories. In Dacca 
student university leadership is synonymous 
with political involvement, according to 
Anwer. Studento ususUy taiitiate the poUtteal 
denunstarations and the p^nlace listens and 
responds. 

"In our country people believe in students 
more than in government," Anwer said. He 
was involved with the student demonstrations 
abainst Ayub Kahn, the predecessor of Yal^ 
Khan who recently stepped down as Pakistani 
president. It was also when Ayub Khan was 
overthrown tiiat Sheik Mujibur Rahman, the 
first {HThne minister of BangUdesb, began to 
come toto poUtleal prominenee.

Pak&tan. Anwer attributes that influence to 
several factors. First, education is cherished 
in Pakistan where 80 percent of the people are 
illiterate. jv>,. 

Also, Anwer tUnks lhat because the British^ 
ruled for 200 years, his people traditionally 
look at any government c^ficials as outsiders 
who try to take advantage of the people. 

Since he left home, Anwer has gotten his 
informatkm about the war from friendsf 
letters and from Indian and Pakistani 
government publications he regularly 
recieves. He also talked to two Bengsdis who 
visited K-State last spring. Obviously the 
reports don't coindde and he finds it difficult 
to find out what is actually going on. 

For now he sits in Manhattan, piecing 
together parts of a war story that happens to 
be about a newly emerging country that is his 
home.

Smith outlines reform plan 
to increase state sales tax 



TOPEKA (AP) — Rep. 
Shelby Smith, Wichita 
Republicsn, outlined 
Siniday a ^e-pMt tax 
reform package which 
includes increasing the 
state's sales tax to four and 
a half per cent by next 
Decsraiber.

Apartment plans discussed 



, The ptoposed student apart- 
ments to be built on Endowment 
Association property were 
discussed at a meeting of the 
Executive CommltiM of the 
assodatian Friday. 
■ The- meeting was "furtlnr 
exploratory and information 
gathering" before reaching, any 
decisim on selecting a contractor 
for the apartments, according to 
Ae Endowment Association of- 
fice. 

Bernd Foerster, dean of the 
College of Architecture and 
l^ign, is chairman of the 
tiadint-f acuity committee that 
has been working out recom- 
nmidatloas for the design of the 
apartments. He presented their 
suggestions to the Executive 
CMranittee. 

Foerster was optimistic about 
bow Oie committee received his 
report **The majority seemed to 
understand what the students 
want and had an apparent desire 
to hdp," he saUL The Executive 
Conunltlee seemed to emphasize 
that they wanted "no more dor- 
mitory style sbiietures," Iw 
added. 

Foerster said that too many 
matters were unresotved for the 
committee to make a final 
decision on a contractor for the 
apartRimti. 

The committee doesn't have the 
information needed to decide on 
the site for the apartments, John 
Bonnau, Student Senate chair- 
man, said. After the contractor is 
cbosm, 8 site wiU be sdectsd 
from his plans and landscaping 
problems. Three possible sites 
are: by the bull baras. beside the 
Chi Omega sorority house on 
McCain Lane, or across from 
Royal Towers Aparbnents. 

Hopefully, coostniction could 
sta rt after the spring thaw and the 
apartments would be ready for 
student living by mxt fall. The 
cwnplex would tiold 200 students, 
Ronnau said, probably with 
apartments lor one, tiro or tim 
persons. 

Foerster pointed oat that the 
developer wUl lose mon^ If he 
can't mt the apartments, so 
hopefully the prices for rent would 
be competitive. 

The Endowmmt property tim 
apartments will be built on wUl be 



rented by ttie contractor for 20 
years. The comidex will be owned 
by tiie contractor for the 20-year 
lease period. After tha^ Qie 
project will become the prq>erty 
of the Endowment Associatloa 

After- the contractor isxhdBeiii,> 
the student committee will work 
with him for more detailed plans 
and landscaping, Foenlsr said. 
They will review further 
developments with the architect 
and builders.

Strike threat looms 
in dock negotiations 



SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Faced with a Monday morning 
deadUne and a threat of farther 
government intervention, 
negotiators for longshoremen and 
shippers conducted sessions 
through late Sunday night in an 
effort to avert resumption of ■ 
strike at 24 Weat Coast ports. 

Negotiators, inchiding Curtia 
Counts, head of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Ser- 
vlcoi had no comment as they 
went back into joint aeaairaa 
Sunday night. 

Earlier Counts, who up to then 
had expressed guarded optimism, 
tald: "In terms of progress, there 
liaan't beno any. I'm still hopefiil 
we wiU get iomething moving." 

Counta repeatedly has warned 
of federal intervention if the strike 
mumes. It b^an last July l and 
waa ended Oet • wtth a Taft- 
Hartley injunction for an 80-day 
"cooling-off paiod" which ex- 
pired Clirlitmaa Day.

WASfflNGTON (AP) - 
The Supreme Court set the 
stage Monday for its first 
uU-scale inquiry into 
segregatksfi outiMe 
the South. 

Acting on an appeal by the 
NAACP legal Defense and 
■Amtion Fund, tbe court an- 
nounced it would look at the school 
sttiuUon in Denver, a large 
Willi tlxable Mack and SpMit^ 
speaking minorities. 

Lower federal courts have 
fpuilid tbe two minorlly groups 
mmm rtessgregation action, but 
IHt tuA, tpMkiiv for them, 
tt is not enough. They 
about a dozen more of the

THE SUPREME C0URT*8 
d«0egr*fattoii decisions h«ve 

come against a background of 
Soitbem laws separating tbe 
races in the puMlc schools, 
t Denver and Colorado nevw 
^H^have bad such laws, but thejtaod 
and tiw minority fmxaSSSm it 
rapgasaati will argue that Denver 
school officials pursued 
segregation poUdas In the way 
they built the schools, arranged 
atteodanoe zonea and bused white 
Children. The civil rights 
(H'ganizatioa takes the position 
this is Just as unconstitutiooal as 
the way the Southern school of- 
ficials acted eat old aepegitioQ 
laws.

AT TIffi SAME time, the court 
turned down an appeal by blade 
parents from Newark and Jersey 
City.

Riley, Clay and Marshall counties are hiduded In 
the2ist district, with courtrooms In Manhattan, day 
Center and Marysville. The order for the six-man 
juries was issued by Judge Lewis McLaughlin, 
MarysviUe, and Judge Ronald Inne% WailhattSB, to 
be eCEectiye the first of this year. 

A numlwr of other Kansas juAdal districts are 
also using the six-man juory system for dvil and 
misdemeanor cases, according to Steve OwoiSi 
eourt nportsr lor Manhattan District Court

A press release, issued Monday by Judges 
McLaughlin and Innes, stated that the reduced jiu^ 
could save Riley county $3,000 a year in court ex- 
ponies. Ibere were 794 jury days last year in Riley 
county, wilb each Juror btiiii P«M HO a day for time 
in court. 

The pms release also stated ttiat diere woreS^Tl 

civfl jury trials in federal systems across the nation 
during 1971. These trials involved 128^12 jurors. If 
slJMnan Jurors replaced tbe tS-^ian Juries hi fliess 
courts, the national savings would amount to $1.8 
million dollars.

Ten men b^an tndniiig at 
patrolmen for the Manhattan 

PoUoe Department Jan. i as a 
result of a sides tax voted on last 
April. The six week training is now 
in its third week. 
The sales tax bill bMsmelsitflbr effective 
Jan. 1. Chief of Police WiBU PenhoUow said 
Oie biU iHnovides for salary increases for aU 
dtr employea and tbo Uriagand eq^ppiiig 
of iBii addltioiud patrolmen. 

Captain Harold Sylvls, director of 
training fw the progrsm, said tiie training 
labelttg oonductsd for 18 men. Ei^ of tbe 
men are being trained for work in Riley, 
Geei^, and Pottawatomie counties, and the 
cities of Ogdm and Clay Center.

Students gamble with draft system

On Dec. 30, 1971, the Selective Service 
System notified the press about the latest 
gamble coU^ men could take to avoid being 
drsftod. In brief, dMl vat tiiat men irtS 
low lottery numbers were oHered the option to 
drop their II -S (student) deferments by 
midnight the next day and become members 
of a group that might never be drafted. 

llie college men then would be banliiiig on 
only three mcnths^ draft etfli— tiie first 
quarter of 1972. If tlMgr wen not drafted during 
this period, the elmeeo were good that they 

never would be. 

Hie stakes were high though. The final year 
of college and the next two years of these 
men's Uvee were on the Hne. Becniiie only 
those men with low lottery numbers were 
eligible for the deal, they would be the first to 
be called— cidlege education or no odlege 
education.

Helvin Laird was only 'limiting" that tbere 
would be no draft calls during the first quwter 

of 72. The Riley CkNintydral board had been 

officially notified that there would be no draft 
calls during January and February. So, 
March was the only "gamble monfli." 

It sounded great. If 70,000 men in this 
category could make it through one month of 
suspeme witliDUt bdng ikafted, that was it. 
They could go through their final year and a 
half of collate without wonylng about being 
drafted. 

But if there are draft calls in March . . . 
well, that's a gamble the draft board told this 
man he would have to take. 

So thousands of college men dropped their 
n-S defermenti and became eUgiUe for the 
draft during the fmal hours of 1971. Their only 
hope now is that Mdvin Laird's hints become 
reality— that tbere are no March draft calls. 

SURELY, the eecretaiy miiit have had a 
reaaon for not teffing fiiaia men where liiegr 



stood. But it is difficult to surmise what that 
reason was. This latest fiasco only servea to 

point out the unfairness and the loophtdes 
involved in the U.S. Selective Service Systflm 
and the gambles it takes with the Uvea af 
thousands of the country's young men. 

It wasn't supposed to be a kwphole, Melvin 
Laird said after the first prees rdeaea was 
published. But naturally it became one vfhm 
men with numbers so low they were sure to be 
drafted after graduation sought an easy and 
legal way out. 

And what about men who didnt take the 
gamble? If tline are, in fact, no March draft 
caUs, they still will be draft-eligible after 
graduation. Had they gambled their 
educations and two years of their lives, the>^ 
would be free on April 1. 

But, Uke a lot of thmgs involved in the 
Selective Service, the risk was too great on 
Dec. 30, 1971. It was much safer for these men 
to hang on to their II-S's. At least then poor 
men who couldn't affoi^ college would be 
called first.

The class gifts are 
budgeted out of revenue obtained 
from senior activity ticket sales. 

K-State given 
prairie grant 

K-State recently became the 
owner of approximately 920 acres 
of natural prahetetoeatad akaig I- 

70. 

The native grassland area was a 

gift from the Nature Conservancy, 
according to President James A. 
MeGaln. Tt» land Is located along 
a three-mile stretch on the north 
edge of 1-70 beginning about a mile 
west of the K-177-I-70 Interchange. 

The land was purchased by the 
Nature Conservancy headquar- 
teied fai Arlington, Va., with 
money donated by a family in the 
East, McCain said. The purchase 
was then deeded to the K-State 
Endotwnient Association. 

McCain said the donor 
requested that an Indian nMie be 
given the area, theland has been 
named Konza Prabre after tiie 
Konsa hidian trflbe wMcii oooe 
inhabited the area 

Uoyd Hulbert, a K-State 
biologtet, labeled the area as a site 
intended strictly for scientific 
research and study and not for 
recreational use 

Research will begin on the 
grassland sometime this year, 
the land ^ alao be avallabto fixr 
instructional facilities for K-State 
graduate students beginning 
studtes tUs mmuner. 

Comparing the natural prairie 
Willi the cultivated and grazing 
land in the Mate will bdp K-State 
researchers find answers to 
problems now k^ping Kansas 
farm and grazing lands from 
reaciiiBg peak peoiictiidty.

Higher education up to legislature^

As this year's Kansas Legislative session 
opens it is to be hoped that the Governor and 
members of the state l^islature will refrain 
flnom flwir unial back-Utinf and get on wffli 
the business of atate go v w u nent. 

As you'll remember, the flatting between 
the two parties reached a climax last year 
when both aides attempted to win favor with 
the volert bf dashing the ftate budget. 

As yet, it*s not clear yMch side was the big 
winner in that battle, but tilt lOMr ll OllvlQns 
— tbe state of Kansas. 

WHILE rrs nearly impoesible to dfltcrmiiie 
which state service was most seriously 
damaged by the bvidget cuts, it's diir Out 
education was a major casualty. 

Last year, the legislature increaaad tie 
operating budgets at the six state schools by 
an average of ooty two per cent. Or, if you like 
your stiitisUcs localised, K-StiM's faudgst was 
increased by zero per cent. 

Unfortunately, this lack of adequate funding 
was not a one-shot affair. It's part of a trend. 
Statiitlct r«f¥«al tint ofvor the lait two yeais 
Kansas has shown the second smallest per- 
centage incraass in funds for higber 
education. 

Indeed, Kansas' increase of five and lliree 
quarters per cent stacks up rather poorly 
when compared to Alaska's M per cent In- 
crease, and Rllssissippl'S 9$pK 
for the saoM period. 



IN ADDITION, tbe problem has been fur- 
tfaer compounded 1^ the skyrockelbig 

enroUment of the state's scfaools. The result of 
this influx, which last year totaled 1,221 at K- 
State alme, is evidenced by the overcrowded 
dassnxHns and curtailed University services 
atK-State. 

To see just how badly Kansas schools are 
falling behind in education, one has only to 
look at figures released by the National 
Association of State Universities and Land- 
Grant Colleges. 

Hiey show, that taking into account the two 
factors of inflation and increased enrollment, 
a school must have a budget increase of at 
least ten per cent a year to maintain its 
cuirent levd of services. Obvkndy, last 
yaor's taicrease of two Ml eanw 
m ftf i t liiig the 



AS A RESULT* the position of Kansas 
schools is beglmdng to detarionte. Last yaar, 

Kansas faculty members reoelvad no hicrease 

in salary, while all four surrounding states 
gave pay raises ranging from two and me half 
per cent in Nebraska to seven per cent in 
Colorado. 

Obviously, Kansas sdiools will continue to 
lose quality faculty members and fail to 
recruit adequate replacemento if they cannot 
offer competitive salaries. 

fin the face of mounting «¥idenoe that the 
quality of higher education in Kansas is 
beginning to suffer, it's proper to ask just wbat 
is being done to correct tbe situation. 



The answer is nothing. Or —next to nothing. 

IBE STATE Budget Diviskm has recom- 
mended a total budget increase of less than 
one percent for the six state schools. So 
Kansas will continue to slide into educational 
mediocrity. 

It*s not that the Budget Division hasn't 
made suggestions to im|Hwe tbe situation. In 
fMt, tlMy^w sngiestod tbat 91 current em- 
ployee positions be eliminated from K-State's 
Research and Extension budgets, with the 
mon^ being used to fund a faculty salary 
increase of one and one balf per cent, and 
provide 40 new teadUog poattiotts to meet the 
estimated enrollment Inefeaia of MM lor tbe 
im>7$ scbod year. 

If fills cannibalistic method of financing 
state operations is to be accepted as the best 
solution to the problem, then perhaps it would 
be more logical ior the legislature to dissolve 
the State Budget Division, and uw 
proceeds to finance the salary increases, 
rather than eutttog back wortbvMIa 
programs. 

CLEARLY, it is now tfane for the governor 
and flie legtalature to put aside their dif- 
ferences and take a rea&tic look at the iuor 
ding of higber education. 

Education is just like everything else — you 
get what you pay for. And Kansas is gstting a 
deteriorating educational system.
